The trei.oy of ♦’A^TSEI" bot\vocn Cor_;*odora Perry and tho 

Shogun not only imp*Ired the sovwrelcnty of the n. tion 

axtra-terrltorif.lly but infringed upon its customs 

outonomy end hence was nost deeply rogrettv^d by all Joo'.nese 
0 

of tlu.t ora. 

Tho sinoere desire of foi oiiost leaders throughout 
Japan in the Ueiji period v.f;e to elevate and enhance tho 
standing of the nation to a position of perfect independence 
and sovereignty. Since that purpose was a worthy one, 
consistent with the principles advocated by President 
Wilson after World War I, its attein.ient should be 
recognized by this Tribimal. The defense expects to provo 
that this principle was the universal asplratioa of tho 
Jox>ane8e people. 

The second point is the demand for the abolition of 
racial dlscriaiv'tlon. Racial discri.J.natlon affects those 
who are dlscriminsted against much more keenly than those 
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policy. The war ivith China IG9I1 to 1895 and the war with Russia 
190)1 and 1905 wore foupht v*lth that aim and consideration In view. 
That Is explicitly written In tlio Rascripts doclarlnR these wars. 
In the actual conditions at that tlrao, Japan was tho only coxantry 
In tho Par Last which had adopt jd a v;estern civilization and had 
all the quallfIcatlons of a modern state. <Vlthough China was a 
vast country abundant In rosourcee, she faced tho danger of being 
partitioned by the Powers into sphores of influence. Most of tho 
regions in the south had already come under the domination of 
sovoral Occidental Powors. Under such circumstances tho Japanese 
pooplo sincerely folt that Japan had a special mission as a 
stabilizing power In tho East, This is not a peculiar notion 
hold only by the accused; it has been a fundamental principle 
hold for at least two generations by the Japaneso nation. This 
principle has bean recognized by tha groat powers, and v^e expect 
to provo that tho Anglo-Japaneso Alliance was concluded and re¬ 
newed as a result of its racognltlon. The Japanese people cannot 
forgot the sympathy of the government and the pooplo of the United 
States shown toward Japan at the time of the Russo-Japanese war, 
which was fought for the maintenance of that cardinal principle. 
That principle of stabilization was never of an aggrosslvo nature. 
On tho one hand, It prevented East isla from falling Into political 
and economic confusion, and on the other hand it proraotod tho com¬ 
mon development of all islatlo races and thus their contribution 
to tho progross of mankind. Only In tho llp^t of the foregoing 
Ideals can tho true relations betv/oen Japan and her neighbors bo 
fxally understood. 

6. The government and the people of Japan have been es¬ 
pecially sympathetic to tho proservatlon and development of China. 
This Is woll expressed In official and unofficial documents since 
tho Moljl Porlod. Tho relations betweon Japan and the Colostlal 
Emplro have often boen voiced by the proverb "Shln-Shl-Hosha” 
which moans that "without lips teeth are exposed to coldness", or 
"two wheels of a car help one another". Another saying Is "dobun 
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.• doonu laoaiiiu^ thct both oo'UiLrlos UjO tho uliuq letters, 

represent tho same Confuolan othios end ore or the same raoe. About 
1900 Japan invited many students from China, President Chiang-Kai- 
Shek being one of them. Since the Chinese revolution in 1911 the 
Government and people of Japan extended sympathetic underatandir./ 
to Doctor Sun Yat-Sen’s v^ork. While it is true that the Japanese 
General Staff had annual military plans, as has been pointed out 
by the prosecution, it is also true that the military staff never 
had a hypothetical military over-all plan against China. The 
presentation of evidence on these facts will, v.e believe, be 
helpful to tho Tribunal in disproving several averments contained 
in the indictment and the testimony in the*record. 

7. In Count 5 of tho indictment, citing the whole of the 
particulars in Appendix A, and treaties and assurances in 
appendix B and C, it is charged that tho accused as leaders, 
organizers, instigators or accomplices formulated and executed a 
conspiracy with an intention to dominate the whole world in con¬ 
junction with Germany and Italy. There is no greater misunder¬ 
standing than this. As to relations between Japan and Germany 
and Italy, my colleagues will present our case in the phase deallr. 
with the Anti-Comintern Pact and the Tri-Partlte Pact. I should 
like here to treat the matter as a whole concerning the ideals 

and aspirations of Japan on the one hand end those of Germany and 
Italy on the other. 

Much of the confusion and misunderstandings are due to the 
interpretation of the idea of "hakko iohiu", cited in the preamble 
of the xrl-partite Pact and in the Imperial Rescript, issued at 
the time of the conclusion of the Pact. Solemn classical words 
and phrases are fondly and customarily used in our official docu¬ 
ments, giving to the document an effect of dignity but often adding 
obscurity even to the Japanese people themselves. So much more 
with foreigners who have different languages and concepts. For 
example, the Imperial Rescript Issued on the conclusion of tho 
Tri-Partlte Pact 
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p-^paphr^sss "hakko Ichlu" and sayp, ."It Is Indojd a p.roat 
toocblng of our Imperial liacostorp that fno 'iroac Causa shall 
bo propagatod all ovar tha oighb coruars of tba rorld ind tho 
whola humanity on oai '/n shall bo doomod ono family. To this 
august toachlng v;o ondoavoc* to adhoro day and night. 
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.. . rois-iy means that whale mnlilna 

la to live together v.th 1 he •■eeilnfc of fraternity In one houae- 
hoia. As said before the «;.''.t:ra la of e aifferont origin 
frop that of the V.’eaT, a;ul, chorefo.-e, the exfresalon la neoes- 
aer-lv very 1...rferenT or even quaint to liuropeena and Amerloans. 

In the propoied yian fof j-eianeio-Amarioan understanding, 
Which was tha basis of negotiation bef..ecn the Secretary of State 
Hull and /jnbaaeadoi hoiura, vHak, o loniu'. la translated Into Eng- 
llah aa "universal brotherhood " The preamble of the Trl-Pertite 
Pact Should be Interpreted In Its proper meaning. Whataver wee 
the Idea held by Oermcny end Italy at the time of the conclusion 

of the treaty, concrete and conclusive evidence will be produced 
to show that the Jaraneso Govorr.TiAnt. ho/? 
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which speaks for Itself; that Japan, Manchoukuo and China will 
cooperate on the basis of good nelghborll/iess, common defense 
against communism, end economic cooperation. As to the relation 
with other countries, the declaration says, "'Vlth regard to the 
ecosoR^ic relations between Japan and China, Japan has no intentlc* 
of monopolizing China economically." It did not exclude the prin 
clple of equal opportunity. We must, however, remember, as the 
prosecution contends, that it was during the period when large 
scale battles were taking place between the tv/o countries involv¬ 
ing more than a million soldiers. In such a period of large 
scale conflict it was Inevitable th^t various restrictions were 
imposed upon foreigners as well as upon nationals of the con¬ 
flicting states. In connection with this point, the Joint declar 
atlon of Foreign Minister Arita and the British Ambassador Cralgl 
in July, 1939, will be presented as evidence. The declaration say 
in part that, "the British Government fully recognizes the ac¬ 
tual condition that a large scale warfare is going on in China, 
and the British Government recognizes that the Japanese Army has 
a special demand in order to secure its cv/n safety and to main¬ 
tain peace and order of the area under its control as long as the 
said condition continues to exist. , ." 

The intrinsic ccrtent of the idea of the new order as usei 
in Japan is the "Ko-do" or "Imperial Way", as it is sometimes 
trensleted. The gist of the "Imperial Way" is benevolence, right¬ 
eousness and morel courage. It respects courtesy and honor. Its 
ideal is to let overyene have his or her own part, and fulfill 
his or her duty. It envisions rulor and ruled to be of one min. 
and the affairs of state to be administered by the sincere aid oi 
the whole people. It is ijust thn opposite to the idea of mill- 
tarlsn and dosp'stisn. It is extremely difficult to express such 
Idoals in language other then Japanese, but as far as the respect 
for individual personality is concerned, there is no fundamental 
difference between the "Inperial way" and democracy. It is un- . 
usual to adduce- evidence to prove such abstract ideas in a court 

of Justice, but we must do this in the present ease. We shall 
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offer a speech made by one of the accused In the Imperial Diet 
showing the difference between the " Imperial Way" and the totall" 
tarlanlsm of Germany and Italy, 

Another obvl ons distinction between the two Is that there Is 
no,taint.of ra cial superiority In Japan as Is found In fl^rmanV t On 
the contrary, our people are always ccnsclons of oor own limita¬ 
tions and ere an.'rio-o.- to reaen the world standard with other peo- 
pies in East AisiL» c.-;'.rca '.'T liew order^^to respect the independence 
of every country, it never implied the idea of world conquest and 
it has nothing to do with the restriction of Individual freedom. 

The termihelogy of "leadership" Is understood by us not to mean 
domination or control but only to take the Initiative as a leader 
dr guide hmohg ourselves as equals* Such fundamenttJ. national 
Ideals dan never be affected or changed by the Inept wofdlng of

a treaty or any other document, official or otherwise. Later on 
we came to use the words "the New Order in Greater East Asia" or 
"the Greater East Asia Co-Prosperity Sphere" as including not only 
Manchuria and China, b”t also other countries in East Asia, Not¬ 
withstanding the fundamental idea remained the same. The joint 
declaration consisting of five Articles adopted at the Greater 
East Asia Conference at Tokyo in November, 19^3, well expresses 
the essence of the concept of the new order in Greater East Asia, 

It provides:

•peration will ensure the stability of their region and construct 
an order of common prosperity and well-being based upon Justice,

definition,of conspiracy determine the facts which the prosecution

The pr.;8eoati.'<n has cited dooiJ’iur.K o’ inferior federal 
1 ^, courts of the united SieteK i.u ea attsiciOu to define ooasp.lracy 
K, and seem to assert that the dacislons of such courts are indis- 
■ putable. This Tribunal is an international court and the 
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President has already expressed the opinion that because of its 
status it could hardly be expected to take Judicial knovvledge 
even of the Constitution of the United States of America and it 
is inconceivable that the Tribunal could accept the decisions of 
inferior federal courts of the United States when those same 
courts came into existence only as a result of the provisions of 
that same constitution. 

Ve submit respectfully that it is not proper to apply a 
particular legal theory which has developed in 
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a certain 6 »ur 4 try with its poeullar historical haekgrour.d at this 
Tribunal as if it were a general principle of law ef universal 
applieaticn. The idea of conspiracy is unique in the Anglo- 
American legnl system and its counterpart cannot be found in the 
countries, following the Roman Lew. Even in countries which have 
adopted Anglo-American lcg«l principles, it is Impossible strict* 
to apply Ik toto particular decisions of England and America. I. 
some countries when two or more persons plot a particular crime 
they are punished as accomplices. In that case the object of thi 
plot must he clearly illegrl and it nust be shown that it cannot 
be accomplished except by adopting on illegal method. In Japan 
it la rather exceptional to punish the prcpar»t^onof a crime 
and plot thereof before the commission of a criminal act. The 
kinds of crimes the preparation of which ere punishable are erum 
erated in the criminal cedr. The same, as I understand it, could 
be said as to the crlninal law of other countries which have 
adopted the Rom«>n leg*’! system. Moreover, in order to constitiic 
a plat or conspiracy as an indepond''nt crime, the d^te snd place 
of such plot or conspiracy must be specified to an intrlliglblo 
extent. In countries which have not adopted the Anglo-American 
legal system, it is inconceivable, therefore, that a conspiracy 
could exist from January 1928 to September 2, 19^5. What I wisi. 
to submit is that the said doctrine, to-wlt, the doctrine of con¬ 
spiracy, as has been devrlopi^d in England and America as one 
entity, cannot be deemed to constitute international law. If th 
decisions cited by the prosecution mean that those who join the 
donsplracy after the common plan was formulated arc criminally 
responsible to the same extent as thr original conspirators, we 
submit this is decidedly not a commonly accepted legal principle 
throughout the world and, therefore, cannot be applied by this 
Intcrytional Tribunal as a precept of international law.

There Is no such fact nor supporting 
ppeof that the accused and certain divers persons, wh, have 
never been named by the Prosecution, who are not Indicted, 
created a conspiring organization and by some method or 
devised a common plan to conquer or dominate the world, East 
Asia, the Pacific Ocean, the Indian Ocean, China or l.anchur a 
we will produce evidence to disprove the existence of any 

such conspiracy of conquest or domination.

It is 
true that after 19?9 following the exaraole of the United 
States and Switzerland, Japan adopted military drill in 

schools with the aim in view of developing discipline of

• mind and body, and to Improve the character of youth, This 
was done in order to make up for the deficiency caused by 
retrenchaent in armaments and military budgets by the 
Japanese Government and hence,cannot be considered as an 
expression of aggressiveness. The- foregoing was the funda¬ 
mental educational policy and Minister of Education had 
the power to modify it. There is nothing to prove that the. 
OovernKent or the arm.y taught the people that the future 
of Japan depended on aggressive war. 

Japan being a country of small area and incapable of 
self support because of meagre natural resources, there is 
no way for Japan other then immigration, foreign trade and 
industrialization in order to feed her rapidly increasing 
surplus population and to maintain her ecoaemy.' Since 
innlRretien was restricted by many of the V/estern powers, 
Japan w&s forced ;o choose foreign trade and industrializa¬ 
tion and She naturally adopted the appropriate method towards 
that dlrestloc, especially in East Asia, which because of 
propinquity and special interests it was natural for her to 
do. 

' • Meanwhile under storm and stress of world economic 

depression, England dropped off the gold standard in 
September 1931 and other c^vjitrles soon followed her example. 
Since the British Imperial bloc was formed with the Ottawa 
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Confcrrnor in July 193?, thr worldwide tryiff wpr was intensi¬ 
fied end trpde berriers bccemr serious. Notwithstanding, 

Jopan still maintained the principle of free trade, and 
when the world currency and economic conference was held in 
June 1933 Japan participated in it with great rxpectctloiij end 
Viscount Klkujiro Ishll, f^e Japanese delegate, rnthuJlastl- 
oally presented Japan's point of view» However, the corJTerenc 
WPS unsuccessful, the United States stand contributing 
heavily to that end.

In 1934 an Anglo-Japanese trade conference was proposed 
by Great Britain end was held. Although.J'^pan, sent .her 
delegates to that conference. Greet Brltcin Insisted- on the 
limitation end allocation of Japan's trade,-nrt only within 
the British' Commonwealth of Nations but even to third countrie; 
Since it WPS Imposslblo for Japan to accept.such a proposal 
she withdrew from Ihe conference end thus the negotiations 
ended fruitlessly. Consequently, with the declaration of 
Mr. Renshman,. Secretary ef Commerce, the whole British Empire 
restricted Japan's trade.’ JJeenwhlle a trade conference was 
held between Britain and the Dutch East Indies, end the 
latter adopted forceful measures to prevent Japanese Imports 
and then proposed a Japanese-Dutch.trade conference. Although 
this conference toek place in June 1934, adjustment of 
Jppencse-Dutch trade was extremely difficult since the 
position of Japan was different from that'. of England^ 

On the other hand, the anti ••Japanese movement in China . 

became intensified. Thus Japan, which hed to depend.on 
foreign trade for her existence, was faced with a grave 
situation. 

Because of such ccoRomlc stress throughout the world, 
Japan was compelled to turn to planned rcoBomy and the forma¬ 
tion of an ecoaomlc bloo for her economic self-autonomy. 
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In pprticulpr, the consrcutlvr fivr yrpr pirn of thr Sovirc 
Union VPS kf'rnly frit by Jpopii. Slncf shr rvps considrrpbly 
bpckwpPd in hrpvy Industry, shr stror^gly frit thr nrcrsslty 
of promoting this phrsr of hrr rconoiny, Vprious mrrsurrs 
of economic control rnd plrnnlng wrrr rdoptrd un.lrr such 

I 

clrcumstrncrs. They wrrr in no srnsr prrmrdit^trd prrprreticn? 
for thr Chlnp Incident. So much less so with regrrd to thr 
Ppclflc ">r. On these points we will produce evidence r_d 
strtrments of expert witnrss-js. 

Before the wrr, freedom of soeeeh wes respected in 
Jpppn rs much ps In most other countries. However, it is 
p truism thpt the oroppgptlon of communism end ultrp- 
nptlonrlism hrs been prohibited by lew since 1925. Jpprncse 
peonle wished to mplntpln the system cf orlvete property 
pnd they violently pbhorrod hovlng the Irrporlrl Household 
subjected to disrespect. The cotnmunists deny the system 
of prl-rtr proorrt.y rnd they intend to destroy the Imp‘Tlpl 
Dynesty, fllnce 1920, the movement of thr C&mKunlst Prrty 
hpd bocemr rctive in Jrprn end p subversive movement to 
destroy prlvpte oroperty end the Imprripl Dynrsty b-'g^n to 
trke impetus throughout the country. It is only urturel 
under such circumstrnces thrt r sovereign strte should 
prohibit such p movement. It is neither p pirn nor a 
preparation for war. This point ern be epsily proved by the 
feet that the Popce -reservetion Lew wps orooosed by e 
coFlltion government of the three parties which were regarded 
PS llberpls. The frets concerning thr direction of thought 
end speech will hove to be shown by oroduclng evidence,.• It 
is needless to spy that once wpr opens e certain pmount of 
restriction on freedom of speech and other civil liberties 
becomes necessary for preventing espionage, end it is intro¬ 
duced in every country without exception. There should be

16 . It Tflll be a difficult natter for forelciners to 
understand the relation In Japan between the high coimnond 
and the mithorlty of ordinary state affairs. It Is, never¬ 
theless, Important to illuminate this relationship In order 
to determine the responalbllltsi for any act or omission In 
the present case. This depends upon the Interpretation 

of the Constitution of Japan, especially Articles 11 and 12 
and upon established custom in this country. V71th regard 
to military affairs, the exeent of'the respective Jurisdiction 
and responsibility of the military command (the Chief of 
the Army General Otaff and the Chief of the Navy General 
Staff) and of the ?!lnlBter of Uar or the Navy is an Important 
Insue. The Jurisdiction of various other governmental 
organs must also be considered In this connection. Too 
defendants are prepared to produce vrltnesses to clarify 
this point. The nature of commrjid and the duty of obedience 
In the Japanese Army arc different from those of other 
countries. This will be considered separately with regard 

to peace-time and war-time. 

17. 'Concrete evidence v/111 be submitted to shov; the 
connection with the Interpretation and application of the 
Potsdam Declaration and the Instrument of surrender. 
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At Japan accepted the I-otsdam Dcclai'’atlon v/hich v/aa 
proposed by the Allies on July 26, I 945 and thereafter 
surrendered# Thlo Tribunal v'as oi’cated as a result of Japan's 
capitulation by the Instrument of Surrender. Although Japan 
surrendered "unconditionally" In the sense that she accepted 
the Potsdam Declaration as va vrhole vre cannot forget that the 
Potsdam Declaration Itself constitutes a condition as between 
the Allied Powers and Japsui. Article 5 of the Potsdam Dec¬ 
laration provides; "The following arc our terms. V/e will 
not deviate from these Articles." The ^rord8 "unconditional 
surrender" are used In Article 13 of the Declaration and In 
paragraph 2 of the Instrument of Surrender. In either case 
It refers to the surrender of the Japanese armed forces only. 
That la to day, the Japanese forces vrere ordered to surrender 
to the Allied forces without any condition or reservation. 

It cannot be said that the other parts of the Potsdam Dec¬ 
laration lose their binding power simply because of the 
words "unconditional surrender" used in connection with the 
armed forces. 

B. The meaning of the words "war orlraes" used In 
Article 10 of the said Declaration remains cji Important Issue. 
V/c are ready to prove In what sense Japan, that is to say, 
Japanese responsible authorities, understood the terra In 
Issue at the time of accenting the Declaration. Corroborating 
evidence also will be adduced to prove the general under¬ 
standing of the term "v/ar orlm'‘s" at the end of July or 
beginning of August 1945 In Japan as v/cll as all over the 
civilized world. This vflll-shov; that the said term as 
known to International lav/ did not Include "crlraes against 
peace" and "crimes against humanity."

18. The Prosecution contends that aggressive war 
has been an internetionel criue for a long time and gives 
a definition of ap.gression. In order to support its theory 

of aggression it goes on to cite various treeties and agree

raents, A.s John Beosett i.'oore ’■es said in his "Appeal to 
Reason", it is impossible to define whet is aggression, 

Mq ere not going into e legal argument now, V/e expect to 
hfve an opportunity to dlscues legel problems later on, 
irowever, \>e think it is eppropriete at this moment to point 
out certain omissions in the facts by the Prosecution, It 
first invokes the I'ai.ue Convention I of 1907. But this 
treaty/does not make good of!ices end mediation an absolute 
duty. The contracting parties are only expected to submit 
tleir disputes to good offices or mediation "as far as 


possible" or "as far es circumstances ellov/". The Prose¬ 
cution next refers to the draft treaty of I.utual Assis¬ 


tance, which v.as discussed at the I'ourth /ssembly of the 
League of letions in 1923, The said draft v/as dropped at 


the i’ifth Assembly in 1924 end has never become a treaty. 
Therefore it is not binding on any power. The Prosecution 
refers to the Geneva Protocol of 1924.

At that time Mr. Jutaro Komura, Foreign Minister, spoke at the 
Imperial Diet as follov/s; "In order to prevent our neoi''le from 
scattering around remote foreign territories it has become nec 
sary to concentrate them to this district (Manchuria) and ad¬ 
minister them with their Joint co-operation — The Japanese 
government In consideration of these points will follow the 
established policy with reg*-rd to the immigration to the United 
States and Canada, and is faithfully enforcing the restriction 
of immigrants." This declaration has been token in Japan as 
having previously been understood by the United States. With 
regard to Japan's relations with the United States an agree¬ 
ment was reached between Mr. Lansing, Secretary of State of the 
United States and Mr. Ishii, Japanese representative, on Decembe 
1917 . It says in part: "The Governments of the United States 
and Japan recognize that territorial propinquity creates special 
relations between countries, and, consequently, the Government 
of the Unltod States recognizes that Japan has special interest 
in China, particularly in the part to which her possessions aru 
contiguous." The agr'^;emcnt was made in the form of exchange of 
notes. The agreement was cancelled later but before its nulli¬ 
fication our peoDle had done much in Manchuria. This achievemen' 


cannot be taken away by the nullification of the Lansing-Ishli 
Agreement. 

24. At that period the authorities in Manchuria maintained 
their power in cooperation with Japan. Since 1925 the national 
rights recovery movement arose throughout China. The situation 
in Manchuria was vitally affected. In 1928 Chang Tso-Lin was 
killed and the Manchurian authorities adopted the Chinese 
Republic flag. As soon as the Kuo-m^n-teng (Chinese Nationalist 
Party) stepped into Manchuria Japancso-Manchurlan disputes con¬ 
tinuously increased. In I 93 I there were more than three hundred 
pending problems, "’e will show these facts by evidence. 
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25* JaT)an had a legal right under treaties and agreements 
to maintain the Kwantung Army in Manchuria in order to protect 
her rights and interests in Kwantung Peninsula•and Manchuria. 

In 1931 the total of the Kv/antung Army consisted of eight bat¬ 
talions of infantry, two batteries of artillery and one indepen¬ 
dent garrison (six battalions of infantry) making 10,400 men in 
all, it being less than the number of fifteen soldiers per 
kilometre of railway lines in Manchuria, provided for in the 
additional articles to the Portsmouth Treaty of I 905 . The forcer 
under the control of Chang Hsueh-Liang, on the other hand, con¬ 
sisted of 268,000 of the regular army and hordes of irregulars. 
The Kwantung Army was a small force of 10,400 encircled by more 
than 200,000 Chinese. Its duty was to nrottet the South Man¬ 
churia Railway which extended one thousand kilometres, and 
Japanese nationals numbering one million two hundred thousand 
scattered all over th^^ vast expanse of Manchuria. Under these 
circumstances in the emergency that arose it was necessary for 
the Kwantung Army to take prompt measures of self-defense. 

26 . The prosecution contends the occurrence at Mukden on 
September 18, 1931 v/as a planned action on the part of Japan. 

The defense will produce evidence to prove the true cause of 
the incident, which resulted in armed conflict. Once a conflict 
occurred, the Kwantung Army for its own self-defense and for the 
execution of its ovm duty, had to defeat the Chinese forces. 

’"c will show the details of the incident by producing the testa¬ 
ment of General TONJO. The government of Japan did not wish to 
see the situation aggravated and tried its best to stop the in¬ 
cident, but the situation grew from bad to worse against its* 
will. The truth of this situation and the attitude of the Leagu 
of Nations and of the United States will be explained by pro-' 
ducing pertinent documents, and has already been shown by 
testimony and documents already presented by the prosecution. 
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27. While the Kwantung Army was fighting with the Chinese 
forces for self-defense, the Inhabitants In Manchuria started a 
self-rule movement for Manchuria for various motives, such as the 
consideration for the welfare of the various peoples, anti¬ 
communism, the desire of the Mongolian people for Independence 
from the Chinese Republic, the discontentments of the various 
generals against Chang Hsuoh-Llang, and the desire to restore 
the Chin Dynasty. In ^’obruary 1932 the Administrative Committee 
of the North East provinces was created, and on March 1, the 
government of Uanchoukuo was Inaugurated. The outline of these 
activities will be explained and proved. 

28. \ftor the establishment of Wqnchoxdcuo the Japanese 
were permitted to acquire Manchoukuoan nationality. It Is true 
that some number of the Japanese nationals became officials, 
and directly participated In the development of the country. 

But these all wore after the now State was created. In September 
1951 the,Minister of Foreign Affairs and the Minister of War of 
Japan Instructed the Japanese officials In Manchuria not to 
p-artlclpate In the establishment of tho new State. In other 
words, notv/lthstandlng tho Lytton Report, the birth of Manchoukuo 
was the result of a voluntary Independence movement by tho 
Inhabitants of Ufinchurla.

VIhat kind of tales these five 
happenings tell will be clerlfiod later; evidence to be presente- 
in due course will speak for itself, here it must be stated, he- 
ever, that under these clrciunstances the Nine-Power Treaty had 
become so unrealistic that its strict application to the situatlc 
was impossible. Hostilities wore going on, though neither China 
nor Japan declared v/ar upon the other. In the territory of the 
Republic of China, whether it was under Japanese occupation or no¬ 
te carry out the provisions of the said treaty to its very letter 
was practically Impossible, The defense contends that failure

of our national policy, it is quite uiithinkable that the accused, 
some of whom were holding key positions in the Tokyo government or 
entrusted v;ith important expeditionary forces abroad should lightly 
comrait or disregard such misconduct. Tneso charges laid upon some

fer our defense. In support of this assertion there will be no 
better evidence than the above ».tpted reinforcement plans of the 
USSR coupled with the maneuvers by th«t array along the borders of 
Manchuria and the USSR during that period. Special mention shoula 
be here made that tremendous forces of the Soviet Union tres¬ 
passed across the borders from the south of Hutung in the early 
part of August 1945 ^nci actually Invaded Manchuria, The decision 
for such an aggression w^s made as early as February ll,194-5j a^t 
Yalta. This was clearly in violation of the neutrality treaty 
still in force Octw-jon the USSR and Japan, That our defensive 
measures adopted at that time in Manchuria were justified will 
be conclusive]y shown. 

39. We proceed to dividion V, the Pacific W«>r, involving 
Counts 1, 4, 5, 7 and 16, Counts 20 to 24, Inclusive, Counts 29 
te 34 Inclusive, Counts 37 to 43 inclusive, and Counts 53 to 55 
Inclusive. For more logical presentation the subject matter of 
some of the ebove counts will be treated separately later in great¬ 
er detail, 

4§, There existed before the w'>y close relations between 
the three Powers, Germany, Italy and Japan, This relationship was 
by no means made in anticipation of the Pacific ’"ar. We shall sub¬ 
mit adequate evidence in order to prove this point. The seventh 
Copgress of the Communist Internationale planned its primary des- 
trlfetive objectives against Germany and Japan and consequently they 
were obliged for their self-protection to cope with this situation. 
Especially for Japan, this was a really alarming development. 
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Ccmmunism was engulfing our neighbor state, Chine, instigating 
political and social revolution. Assistance was extended from the 
Soviet Union in the shape of Russian technique of revolution as 
well as personal emissaries. These activities have been in prog¬ 
ress ever since 1923 *hen Dr. Sun Yat-sen and M. Jcffe Issued a 
Joint dec‘'ar°tion expressing mutual sjTnpathy between the two par- » 
ties. This was an extremely dangerous situation for the well beir; 
cf the Japanese Empire. Thus followed the Joint defense against 
communism by Japan, first v/ith Germany and then with Italy. The 
proposal of Joint defense cf Chl*^a and Jap^'n against communistic 
activities was enunciated in three principles bv Kr. Hirota, For¬ 
eign Minister. These principles were lncl\Jded later in the Konoyc 
statement in 193f« In defending ag-inst the menace of communism; 
since the Inter'^sts cf German^' and Japan were Identical, the two 
Powers concluded an agreement on November 25>1936, knewn as the 
Anti-Comintern Pact. Needless tc say, this Fact was net made in 
antlclpaticn cf the Pacific ’"ar. In Article 2, the Post stipulate 
that, "The High Contracting Parties will Jointly Invite third 
States whese intennal peace is threatened by the subversive acti¬ 
vities cf the Communist Internationale to adopt defensive measure: 
in the spirit cf this agreement, or tc take part in the present 
agreement." Again, the so-called secret understanding attached to 
this instrument never aimed at aggression against anv third party. 
The understanding merely provides that the parties will not take 
such measures as may lighter the burden cf the USSR if and when 
one of the parties should become the object of an unprovoked at¬ 
tack by it,and is entirely negative in nature. In 1939 negotlatl 
were entered into in an attempt tc strengthen the Anti-Comlnter/ 
Pact, but they were abruptly ended b^ the unexpected conclusion cl 
the German-Soviet ncn-aggresslcn treaty. These negotiations did 
net have for their object an unfriendly attitude toward Great 
Britain and America. 

The Trl-Partlte Pact between Japan, Germany and Italy was 
given wide publicity, but its stipulations are quite simply. War 
between Japan and America was also never made its object.Rather 
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it was the very avoldonoe oi war between Aneriaa and Japan that was 
aontemplated in the agreement. The evidence will prove that there 
was no offeotive coloboration between Gerioany and Japan and Italy 
und will emphasize that Germany urgecl Japan to enter the war again: 

Russia. This Japan refused to do. 

Germany sought the assistance of Japan in their war against 

Britain. Japan refused to cooperate with Germany, but acted 
independently. Germany negotiated the Tri-Partite Pact to keep 
the united States out of the European war. This was not acconiplis 
The evidence will show that General Harshall stated in his annual 
report to the President of the United States during the war that 
there was no military cooperation between the two countries. 

41. Japan’s planned economy and military and naval prepara¬ 
tions prior to the fall of 1941 were defensive in nature end also 
not undertaken in anticipation of the Pacific War. Comparison of 
the British and American navies and their programs with that of 
japan, as well as the study of the annual programs of the 
Japanese naval cowr.cnd, will conclusively disclose per so the 
latter’s non-aggressive purpose. • The Prosecution asserts that thr 
Japanese Navy constructed in the mandated territories fortresses 
end established bases of operations In violation of the terms of 
the mandates and treaties. But this, too, we maintain is without 
foundation. A fortress must be provided with specific defensive 
facilities against attacks from land, sea and air, while a base bl 
operations is incomplete unless it is equipped with supply facili¬ 
ties for providing the fleet In action. We shall show that what 
were installed actually were either communication facilities of 
peaceful nature or temporary establishments for naval maneuvers, 

all of v.hich were permissible. 

42. I’uch of the atrocities and cruelties alleged to have 

been committed by Japanese forces against prisoners of war did not 
come to the knowledge of mar.y of these accused until they were die 
closed in this Tribunal.’ Others had no authority to restrain the. 
even though they were aware of the fact, /tgoln, others did their 
beat to restrain and punish the perpetrators of such crimes.

invoke the right of self-defense. With your permission, let us 
remind this Honorable Tribunal that since 1937 Japan was unwitting, 
involved in large-scale hcstilltios tantamount to war with CJiine, 
but vyhiob were treated by the world at large as being "short of 
war". Vye naturally expected that third Powers wo^ld recognize th. 
peculiar situation. In fact, Croat Britain did so in t.he joint 
declaration with the Japanese Coveriunent dated July 22, 1939, 
issued as a result of the Tientsin Incident and declared that His 
Majesty's Govoinment fully recognized the actual situation in Chi.rL 
where hostilities on a large scale are in progress. In what way 
the \<eshington Government regarded this situation v/o were not sure, 
but suddenly on July 26, 1939» notification of abrogation of the 
Treaty of Commerce and Kavig^tion, a llrm basis of the trade rela¬ 
tions between the two countries since 1911 v/ts received.

Addition, aircraft and its equipment and instruments end rachlnery 
for construction of aircraft and for refining gasoline were added 
to the prohibited list, inuring July 1940 the Washington aoverninent 
’^ut on embargo on scrap iron* C'usidering the system of iron 
production then prevailing in Japan, scrap iron vkos an item of 
crucial importance. A heavy blow was thus dealt to this key in¬ 
dustry of Japan. In August of tht sarie yeap, the United States 
further nut restrictions on the export of gasoline for aviation 
purnosea. Upon the whole, Japan's yearly need of oil was estimated 
at 5,000,000 tons, the very minimum required for the netion's 
subsistence including her national defense. Since its annuel home 
production of this fuel was not more then 300,000 tons, this 
deficit had to be made good with imports from abroad.

of the Embassy had gone smoothly, notification would have

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OPENING STATEIENT OF DIVISION I 

Division I of the Defense Case will produce evidence of 
a general nature showing that under the existing state of 
international law the charges in the Indictment must fall; 
that there was no conspiracy of the accused inter se, pre¬ 
cluding any finding of guilt for the acts and conduct of 
these accused on the coriApii'acy counts and that Japan's do¬ 
mestic conditions, coupled with enclrcleraent by the World 
Powers, forced her as a last resort to fight for her very 
existence.

V, Evidence of the Japanese domestic conditions from 
educational, anti-communistic and propaganda stand¬ 


points. 
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The type of eviJonce e.nd it? subject matter to be pro- 
tluced in support of each of these five parts Is as follows> 
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We will read from treaties and oasit aocumenxs rexatiHB 
to the surrender, the creation and Jurisdiction of the Tribuna 
treaties which the accused are charged with violating and the 
Japanese constitution, laws and regulations which the Prosecutlc 
introduced into evidence but did not read into the transcript. 

In addition, the Defense will present additional treaties and 

other basic documents. 

These treaties, conventions and assurances yrlll make clear 
in part Japan's position; how and why various actions and 
countermeasures were taken by her in past years and why she 
failed to act at times, explaining her position and the position 
of powerful countries in tho family of nations. Her special 
interests in China and Manchuria will be shown to have been 
recognized and accepted by World Powers for many years.

II. EVIDENCE OF THE ACTS AND DECLARATIONS OF OTHER NATIONS 

REGARDING TREATIES AS CREATING INTERNATIONAL LAW; ABSENCE 
OF INDIVIDUAL RESPONSIBILITY: DIPLOMATIC IliMUNITY AND 
NATURE OF CRUDES CH/J^GED, 

It will be shown thnt by their own acts and declarations, 
some of the prosecuting nations ore estopped from endeavoring 
to enforce the terms and conditions of various treaties which 
they themselves have broken and disregarded. For example, 
evidence will be produced among others of Russian aggression 
against Finland, Russian expulsion from the League of Notions, 
Russian aggression against the Baltic States: Russian aggression 
against Manchuria and British-Russian occupation of Iran, 
Evidence of official statements by representatives of 
various notions and minutes of committee meetings will bo 
presented to dispel doubts os to the meaning and Intentions 
of the powers concerning the effect and Interpretation of 
certain treaties; their reasons and decisions set forth why 
certain provisions were adopted and others rejected in conson¬ 
ance wifh international law. 

It will bo further shown from the acts and statem.ents of 
representatives of various prosecuting nations that there never 
was any intention or agreement among the powers to create in¬ 
dividual responsibility for treaty violations or provide any 
individual punishment therefora This will be shown by the 
Bucharest Articles which were carefully prepared but never 
adopted. The same prohibitions were demonstrated In the 
Submarine Warfare Treaty of 1922 and in the conference and

It »111 bo further shown that from time Immemorial it has 

always been contemplated by nations that Immunity be granted 
diplomats as evidenced by the Treaty of Alx-la-Chepelle, Treaty 

Of Vienna and the Treaty of Westphalia. 

Stotements of rcpresontatlves of various governments will 

bo presented to assist the Irlb^unal on matters concerning the 
ooturo of the various alleged crimes charged In the Indlctmen . 
Espoclally that killing In warfare does not and never has con¬ 
stituted murder, whatever the circumstances of Its Inception. 
Examples and analogies rdll be presented In terse form In supper 
of this. Evidence will be presented with respect to the Panay 
and ladybird Incidents to demonstrate that nations contemplated 
l^slemnlflcotlon as the remedy for alleged breaches of treat es 
a^ not individual responsibility to be Judged by other notions. 

It will be shown that attempts to define aggressive war 
at the Conference of 1933 wore unsuccessful. 
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The Prosecution’s charge that these accused conspired to 
initiate, plan and wage aggressive wars; to murder and to mis¬ 
treat prisoners of war and civilians will bo disproven by irre¬ 
futable evidence. Further evidence on this, of necessity, v/ill 

be offered throughout the trial. 

The evidence to be presented will conclusively ostnbllsh 
that the situation in Japan v/ns entirely different than in Ger¬ 
many, Judicial notice will bo asked to bo taken of the fact 
that there Hitler and his small group of followers started in 
1919 and first using the 25 points of the Gorman Labor Party 
and later in 1925 using "Mein Kampf" as their Bible, wltl' a 
definite clan in view unaltered throughout, overcome all opposi¬ 
tion until they seized control of the government of Germany and 
continued in power as its government until the termination of 
tho war. 

.The expressed program of Hitler and his cohorts was ad¬ 
judged to bo ominous Including among other points an antl- 
Jewlsh provision, planned territorial expansion and premeditated 
disregard of treaties. It will be shown that no such provisions 
or ones even remotely resembling those wore ever a national 
policy conspired or planned by these accused. Hitler was the 
dominating factor throughout the conspiracy. Such a personage 
is absent here. Throughout, he had a close group of arch co- 
conspirators. Such was not the cose here. It will be shown

Since 1928, fifteen different cabinets rose and 
fell in Jepon. Cabinets fell because of crises brought about 
by various events end differences of opinion between some of 
those very accused and between them ond other officials. No 

two ooblnots fell bocauso of Identical reasons. 

Hcny of them fell because of purely domestic reasons, un- 
related to any International situation, teong the reosons for 
the^r termination are the following. The TANkB. Cabinet fell 
on July 1, 1929 because of Internal dissension In the coblnet. 
The HAIJAOOCHI Coblnet's fall on April 13, 1931 was due to the 
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Illness of the Prime Minister. Tho 2nd WAKATSUKC Cabinet fell 
oii December 12, 1931 bocauso of a difference of opinion between 
WAK/.TSUKI and ADaCIII, Minister of Home Affairs, with regard to 
whether or not tho Cabinet should be a coalition form of govern** 
ment, Tho INUICAI Cabinet foil on May 2?, 1932 when INUKAI 
was assassinated by somo young officers over a domestic politic.- 
issue. The SAITO Cabinet fell on July 7f 1934- because of a 
public scandal which compromised somo of the ministers and high 
officers of the government, Tho OK/vDA Cabinet's fall on Btorch 
8, 1936 vms tho result of tho P’obruary 26th Incident, Tho fall 
of the HIROT/i Cabinet on February 1, 1937 v/as occasioned by a 
difference of opinion botv/een HIROTA and TERAUCKI, Minister of 
War, on tho issue of whether the House of Representatives should 
bo dissolved. The HAYASHI Cabinet fell on Juno 37 1937 when 
HiiYASHI dissolved the Diet. Tho new Diet which was elected 
was opposed to HAY<iSHI's domestic policies.

That there covJd not have be'^ii a continuing common 
conspiracy to initiate or wage aggressive war will be shown 
by the fact that not one of the accured was a member of any 
two of the cabinets v/bich were ixi oCi-ica at the time of the 
outbreak of the l&nchurian Ircident Jii September, 1931, the 
commencement of the China Affair in July, 1937, and the out. 
break of the Pacific War in December, 1941. Only one 
accused was in the cabinet at the time of the commencement 
of the Manchurian Incident and none was Chief of the Army 
or Navy General Staff. Only two were in the cabinet at the 
time of commencement of the China Incident and none was Chie. 
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of tho trny or Nrvy Gonoral Staff. Only four wore in tho cabi¬ 
net at tho time of Pearl Harbor and the Chief of Naval General 
Staff v/as a former accused, Tho evidence will show that the 
alleged conspiracy had no core due to tho absence of a leader 
who would necessarily appear in a position of dominant control 
in at least two out of those three significant; and important 
periods of time that situation is "bsent. During the entire 
period of time covered in tho Indictment tho national policy 
constantly changed, thus disproving a common continuous con¬ 
spiracy, ' 

Furthermore, it will be significantly demonstrated by 
evidence that with respect to tho charge of conspiracy to plan 
aggressive wars, where ample time is necessary to make prepara¬ 
tions, none of the accused was in tho aMtiGUCHT Cabinet which 
foil five months before the commonccraont of tho Manchurian 
Incident nor was any of them Chief of tho Army or Navy General 
Staffs during tho tlrao of thr.t cnblnot. Likewise none of the 
accused was in tho RIYASHI Cabinet which fell one month before 
the commencement of the' China Incident nor was any of them 
Chief of the Army or Navy General Staff during that time.

Chino,against the Soviet Union, nor in tho Pacific. In the last 
few months before Docenbor, 1941 v/hon it bocamo apparent that the 
Pacific War was probable and later inevitable, defensive measures 
wero taken. The economy of Japan, being an economy of scarcity, 
perhaps in its totality and to a. greater extent than many other 
countries, the true economic condition will bo shown by impartial 
studies and reports. The economic condition of various basic 
industries such os shipping, cool, food, textiles, rubber, oil, 
electricity, etc. v/ill be offered to demonstrate positively that 
there was no economic preparation for war or any conspiracy in 
regard thereto. The enactment in 1932 of a Capital Flight Pre¬ 
vention Lfiw and in 1933 of Foreign Exchange Control Legislation 
were natural phunomona forced on Japan by the world v/ldo depress¬ 
ion and dislocation of foreign trade v/hich v.'as particularly acute 
in Japan because of prcgrossivoly higher tariff walls and other 
trade barriers erected against her throughout most of the world. 
Moreover, \re will sho\/ that batv;ecn 1928 and 1935 the vast 
majority of the trading nations rf the world enacted identical 
or similar legislation and that such legislation as Japan enacted 
hod no relation whatsoever to preparatiens by Japan for v/ar,

Evidence will be introduced to show that the Prosecution 
has exapcerated tho Inpcrtance of nllitary education in the 
Japanese schucl systen. Military education os practiced in Japan 
was loss objectionable than that of other prosecuting notions. 
This evidence will be presented in tho fera of currlcixla, state- 
•'.jnts and testlnony. ^ 

It will be shown that there was no connon conspiracy among 
these accused to prepare tho children of* Japan for alleged 
aggressive wars by training« drills, nanouvors or exercises, 
using the school system as a nefarious vehicle. There wore no 
textbooks devised or used for such piirposes. Teachers and edu¬ 
cators wore never Indoctrlhated v/lth any nllltarlstic or ultra- i 

nationalistic philosophy or required to teach such ideas in 
/ 

support of any such alleged plan, scheme or connon conspiracy. 

The evidence will further sh«A/ that nilltary education played 
only a minor part in tho Japanese school system since 1902j that 
it v/as never Intended to, .nor did it dominate schorl life, or 
teochings of tho children, Furthornore, it v/ill be shown that 
in 1929 when the riJlitary budget of Japan was cut, and the size 
of the Army reduced, an olectlon \/as offered to tho students of 
military instruction in tho schools or limited service in the 
Army after graduatiori. 

It will be shown that oven when Japan was engaged in hos¬ 
tilities with China, commenclni,' in 1937, her universities wore 
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not turned into nllltary sohooia qs clQinea,-T7hich hos been the 
practice of ether ns during tines of.’.var. There never was 
.any cour.ou conspirecy anong these accused to reglncnt tho youth 
of Jnp'n thr'^ugh the school pyston and to Inculcate then with a 
spirit of totalltarlanisn ''r aggression, 

The Peace Preservaticn Lew v/as enacted end enforced for the 
purpose of c'^nbatlng tho rightists •and tho menace of Cornunlsn. 

It v/ill bo shown that tho effect of the throe Russian 5 year 
plans, the resolutions cf the 7th Conference of the Internationale 
in 1935> and tho activities of tho Coiinunlsts in Japan caused 

real anxiety aneng tho Japanese po' pie and the goverament’. The

Pivernriont vas charged t.lth tho responsibility of maintaining 
law and order In Japan, and subversive activities of the Conn\m- 
ists warranted tho stops taken for their control. It was en¬ 
tirely unrelated to any alleged proparutions for r.ggressive war. 

Those accused are charged with using, propaganda, censorship, 
press, radio and moving pictures f^r tho purpose of furthering tho 
alleged plan or conspiracy fc.r aggressive war. It will be shown 
that no such use was made ''f these nouns of communications for 


such purposes during p'^aco tine and it v/111 be further shown that 
during times of war the uses ;ad 2 cf these noanu ' f conrmnlcaticns 
v/ore no different than these which could reasonably bo expected 
to bo used and vr^ro used by other countries during war times. 

This use wi»s t-^t- Jly uhrelated t^ any alleged common conspiracy 
among these accused. 

It will bo shown by witnesses, publications and official 
documents that there was no propaganda as charged by tho * 
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Prosecutioh to'brine.cb^ut any wors or crlnlnal acts. The 

ovidonco will shc;7 that there is no foundation for stamping 

these various measures taken by Japan and some of those accused 

in the normal operation of the govorninent with the label of 

aggressive war.

On 11 May 1946 I presented a report of a medical examination 
of Mr. OKAWA, Shumel*s mental condition at that time to Sir V/llllam 


Webb, President of the International Military Tribunal. Permission 
being given by the Tribunal that Mr. OKAWA be treated in the 
hospital attached to the Faculty of Medicine, Tokyo Imperial 
University, I admitted him since 11 June to the said Hospital and 
applied the malaria therapy for general paralysis. As his con¬ 
dition eventually required a still quieter surrounding, I, as the 
physician In charge, reauested the President of the Tribunal in 
a note dated 22 August to allow the transfer of Mr, OKAWA to the 
Tokyo Municipal Hospital at Matsuzawa, This request being com¬ 
plied with, Mr, OKAWA has been taken to the Matsuzawa Hospital 
since 26 August where treatment has been continued up to the 
present. 

On 23 December of the same year the President of the Tribunal 
again Issued the order that a medical examination be conducted 
with respect to the mental and physical condition of Mr, OKAV/A, 
Having been asked by the defense counsel for Mr, OKAWA to examine 
him again, I am herewith presenting a report of his condition 
since 22 August 1946 together with my expert ooinlon as to the 
Judgement to be formed from these data, V 
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Course of Illness 


On the whole the patient continues to show the same state of 
excitement, as In the Tokyo Imperial University Hospital, wearing 
his clothes In disorder, entertaining strong delusions of grandeur 
end occasionally destroying the window of his room. Owing to the 
aulet surrounding, however, periods of non-lrrltablllty begin to 
apoear Intermittently and Insomnlty during the night has rapidly 
diminished. 


The patient shows a general tendency to quiet down. Emotional 
elation and Irrltabj.:'.! Hy persist strong yet, and the patient 
emphatically asserts that he has been wronglv put In a mental 
hospital and that his abnormal speech end behavior since May were 
due to a state of religious trance In which he acted In that way 
so as not to forget the peculiar experiences he went through at 
that tlmei He goes on to claim that the drug which was administered 
to him for sedative purposes at the University Hospital was In 
reality cyankall, which, he says, was meant to kill him — an Idea 
that Is definitely a delusion of persecution. Though we urge him 
to receive the antlsyphllltlc treatment In order to reenforce the

effects of the fever therapy conducted at the University Hospital, 
he obstinately refuses It saying that for that matter, he had 
better be sent to a hospital specializing In venereal dlseeses. 


Dally behavior Is markedly quieter, there being no disordered 
conduct, much less acts of violence. From time to time, however, 
the patient still cooly utters such nonsense as his height having 
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grown teller by 2 Inches end refuses to admit thet his condition 
at the onset of the Illness while staying 'et Sugamo Prison was 


pathological• 

"While reading the sutras of Kannon at Sugamo", says he, 

"I received the Inspiration that I should unify world religions* 

I an convinced thet Buddhism and Christianity are efter all one 
and the same thing", "At that tine", he fiirther goes on to claim, 

"I was more clear-headed than ever before, being able to make poetry 
and write elegent prose et will. Thoughts gushed forth so rapidly 
that I could hardly keep up with them and write them ell down. It 
was all In all a state of religious ecstacy," 

Eventually the patient begins to spend his daytime reading and 
writing, and by the end of the month brings to completion a manu¬ 
script of about 400 te 500 pages entitled "Introduction to Religion" 
The theme of this book concerns the unification of religions end Its 
content consists of a simply written account of the characteristics 
of different kinds of religion. As far as I understand It, It 
appears to be an easy and enlightening work ’^orthy of Mr, 0KAV/A*s 
culture. At no point can there be detected any thoughts thet may 
sound particulerly morbid and the style Is so beautiful as to 
deserve admiration. 


The same quiet life Is kept on, there being no complaints 
about the discomforts of hospital life. In order to compare with 
the premorbld condition, Mr, OKAV/A was made to meet relatives end 
friends who had been on intimate terms with him In his everyday 
life. On esklng their opinion after their meeting as to Mr, 0KAWA»s 
present condition, these relatives and friends answered, "He seems 
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more tslkatlve than before and his Judgment of things Is too 
optimistic." This is an opinion which, I, the physician In charge 
could entirely fall In with. 


Behavior In the sick room as well as address may be called 
normal of late. The patient now receives the antlsyphllltlc treat 
ment which he has hitherto been stubbornly refusing end also submit^ 
t«| blood and spinal fluid examination. The results of the said 
examination conducted on 26 December are as follows:

Though the above results show an Improvement in comparison 
with those of the examinations conducted on 7 May end 14 August 
respectively, yet no few Items still present a pathological condi¬ 
tion. The patient no longer denies that he Is suffering a syphili¬ 
tic disease, but a real consciousness of his Illness seems to be 
still some^-’hat lacking. For Instance, although he tells about the 
various experiences or possession he had during his former excite¬ 
ment, he cannot fully recognize them as pathological phenomena. 

He says, "The souls of a great many people came to me, such as 
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King Edv'srd VII, President V/llson, Prince Connaught etc< Th8t*‘S 
why my English improved very fast. It's not all very clear, but it 
seems there- is such a thing as the coming of souls," On being 
asked whether he did not consider this as being due to his Illness, 
he ensvers, "I am not sure about that," Though he lately complains 
from time to time of pain in the stomack, his physical health is 
on the whole satisfactory. 


Though veiry gradually, the patient seems to be coming to a 
firmer consciousness of his Illness and acknowledges the fact that 
he had mental aberrations, "It was as if I were drunk," says he, 
"But with drink one doesn't become Salgo or the Emperor Melji, 

So It's is’little different from drink too. It was really gorgeous, 
OKAWA's personality disappeared and I had no egoistic thoughts at 
all, I was only concerned about the welfare of my country. The 
reason why I talked end sang In such a manner was because I wented 
to repeat that so as not to forget those experiences," 

From the end of the month a violent stomack-ache continues 
for several days and the patient gets somewhat weaker because of 
poor appetite. The cause of th( stomack-ache is not clear yet 
though he has been examined by a physician, but it does not seem 
t^ be due to a malignant disease such as gastric ulcer. 


Present Condition 


Having recovered from the stomack-ache, the patient leads a 
quiet life again. No gross mental abnormalities are to be dis¬ 
cerned any more by looking at the outward apnerrance of his 
life and by probing into his mind through questions. His manners 
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ero correct end polite, the expression of his feelings end thoughti^

heve become markedly more moderate iwith the result the.t the former' 

ostentatious end rough behavior, elated self-feeling end fickle 

passions do no longer eppeer on the surface. The fentestic delu-

L:\o clmost faded away, He has new a correct memory and a great 

store of knowledge. In Mr, OKAWA’s own Judgment^ he speaks.*»dFB 

roadily then he used to before his illness. Thus in his pr» • orbid 

days, he did not cere to speak unless necessary, but of late he 

talks readily about anything. Further in his own opinion, he docs 

not feelirny more mental deficiencies than he used to before his 

Illness and his pov7ers of attention and understanding seem to him 

to have rather augmented. 

Thus by merely taking a general view, neither subjective nor 
objective mental disturbances ore to be seen in any striking form 
any longer. But upon closer examination we can still find symptoms 
that ere closely related to the pathological mental condition 
presented by Mr, OKAVA since lest May, One of the Important ones 
is a peculiar kind of daydreaming and s delusion-like confidence 
in these experiences. The following is an account of this as 
stated by Mr, OKAWA himself, 

"This is an experience which I heve had since last May end 
which continues until today. Thus when I concentrate my attention 
by sitting after the Zen fashion as quiet reigns around, I can 
na.ke anyone I like come to my side and freely exchange thoughts 

I 

with me. Among those I recently met in that way are Salgo Takamorl, 
Johannes Kraus (Mr, OKAWA's intimate friend, mother, <Mohammed, 
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Emperor Meljl, General Yashlro, Rokuro. Of these, Mohammed I meet 
particularly often. It is like dreaming awake. I can see the 
people, hear their voices, but it Is different from a dream In that. 
I can see anything I like at will and also In that I am awake. 
Recently I am studying Koran. I have never been able to understand 
Koran as well as I do of late. I think this must be due to my 
frequent spiritual communion with Mohammed. It must be a phenom.enop 
like telepathy. I have always believed In telepathy, but It Is only 
since my entrance In Sugamo Prison that I came to believe I have 
that capacity, a capacity which I still continue to possess today. 
Therefore, I am convinced that thoughts that are told to me In that- 
way actually belong to those people, ™hen I wps very 111 last year, 
however, my Inner need for spiritual communion was verv great and 
the visionary stories I used to tell at that time were entirely ' 
products of this fantasy. But lately such "dreams" have become 
much fewer and appear only once In about three days. That is to 
say, I was, as It were, llvlnr in the world of souls in those days, 
whereas nowadays I live rore in the world of reality. But even 
now, when I fall In such a state, I remain absorbed in that world 
from one to several hours. It Is then that I appear to be medi¬ 
tating to those around me. As It requires mental concentration, 

night is the best time for It." 

The above experience of daydreaming Is something that was 
unknown to Kr, OKA'^A when he was healthy. It appeared suddenly 

last May at the onset of his illness and, according to Hr. OKAWA's

r»win Rtntfiment- elearlv formed the source of his colorful delusions 
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shadow of doubt in his connrunlon with a great many men of old, are 
still more abnormal and might be said to be verging on delusions. 

But still more then these traits, another mental symptom, of a 
halluncinatory nature, still remains which makes us think of a rest 
of morbid mental symptoms persisting in the present Mr, OKAWA.

For, according to Mr, OKAWA's own words, he at times feels powerfuj.

orders to speak or act coming to him ever since last May, For 

instance, recently he has received the command, "Study the Koran",

and "Read the'Sutras," Feeling an authority like God's in this 
voice or mental sound, he obeys it and acts accordingly. This is 
obviously a symptom similar to auditory hallucination, suggesting Ir 
particular the well-known " Gemachtorlebnis "in that it has a compell^ 
Ing power, Oweing to these mystical experiences, Mr, OKAWA is now 
in a state of mind which he describes in the following words, 

"I am happy in the feeling that I am the object of a blessing 
which is greater than I deserve, I am glad that everything is 

I 

done through Heaven's guidance and that everything is good. Formerl 
it was resignation, but since last May it has become gratitude," 
This sounds very akin to the mental attitude reached by one who 
has been through a religious conversion. But since this conversion 
like experience of Hr, OKAWA's is clearly based on morbid symptoms 
of daydreaming and auditory hallucinations deriving from patho¬ 
logical mechanisms in the brain, there is no reason why one should 
Judge this experience and the accompanying convictions of Mr, 

OKAWA's to be normal. Obviously they are rather to be considered 
as his principal mental symptons, which, conspicuous at the beginn¬ 
ing of his illness, still persist today in a reduced form,

Explanatory Remarks 


What has been stated so for might oe summea up as 
.yehosoMtlc condition of Mr. OKAWA, who was previously In a 
state duo to general paralysis, has been gradually Improved 
,ns of malaria treatment and transfer to another hospital for 
irpose of adjusting his environment. Ho hos, however, not 
itlrely recovered, for physically, there remain slightly 

a. a_me hi find aud soinal fluid, and mentally 


there persist abnormal *-- 

power to hold spiritual communion with anyone and acting according 
to hallucinatory oyp3rlences. 

It Is very uj^e.lcult to distinguish him from normal Indlvlduq 
at first sight pccauso emotional elation, delusions of grandeur 
and Immoder.iite behavior have all disappeared and his power of 
memory is sound. In addition to that, he gives the Impression of 
a superior man of learning and an upright personality. For all 
that, however, an experienced psychiatrist will never fall to detec 
no slight mental symptoxs remaining concealed behind the outward 
appearance of Mr. OKAWA who has recovered composure. Those symp¬ 
toms, though of a passive kind and manifesting themselves only 
upon close Inquiry, arc of such a nature as to exert a tremendous 
influence upon Mr. OKAWA*s personality, Judgment and conduct. 

Since Mr. OKA^A's conviction that he is in possession of tele¬ 
pathic power and that ho is dally holding spiritual communion 
with any one at will was not to be found in his prem.orbld person. 
It can rightly be Judged to be a product of his illness. Whereas, 

at the initial stage of his illness this morbid Idea was con- 
__ne mnin r.ansG for the colorful deluslons of 
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grandeur. It has co-o now to form the basis of Mr. OKAWA<s though* 
In his conviction that this Is a great blessing bestnsed upon him 
by God, an Idea that serves as a motive In bringing about a radl?^ 
change In Mr. OKAWA's view of life. Consequently, I consider that 
this symptom has been causing a tremendous change In Mr. OKAWA's,^- 
personality not only at the Initial period of his Illness, but 
also at present. I further Infer that, ns s result of this, Mr. 
OMWA's way of thinking and Judgment of things ore still differ- . 

ent froir what they used tobe before his illness. 

Besides this symptom, there Is a second one, called -voice 
of God" by Mr. OKAWA, which has no less Important effects. If 
It Is true that, as he himself says, Mr. 0KA”fA talks and acts . 
according to the "voice", then we can hardly coll his speech 
and behavli;r normal acts governed by a healthy will any longer. 
Though Mr. OKAWA considers It supremo os a voice coming from 
Heaven, from a medical point of view It Is nothing but the patient 
listening to the echo of morbid thoughts produced by his own sick 
brain.

But since general paralysis is by its nature a 
serious disease bringing about the destruction of the brain, no 
few specialists claim that a perfect recovery of legal responsi¬ 
bility is never to bo recognized oven though the patient gets so 
well as to have no pathological signs detectable by detailed 
objective examinations. It goes without saying-that this should 
be all the more true in a case whore there actually remain more or 
less pathological symptoms.

improved. Yot pathological symptoms still remain in ooisn 
respects and especially in his mental condition. As delusions 
and hallucinations hove undermined his personality fairly deeply, 
the possibility is great that his Judgment and behavior be 
influenced by these symptoms.

1, Ckawa, Shumel, was admitted to this hospital for 
psychiatric reevaluatlon after treatment in Japanese hos- 
pltals, r.e was admitted on 24 February 1947 and discharged 
on 12 March 1947. Psychiatric reevalu tlon was requested by 
the Prosecution Section of the International Tribunal. A 
psychiatrist was appointed to examine the prisoner for the 
Defense, and the commanding officer of this Installation was 
»*equested to select a neuropsychlatrlst to evaluate the pris¬ 
oner for the Prosecution. The following report Is submitted 
regarding the physical and mental status of this prisoner. 

This Japanese prisoner of war was first admitted to 
this hospital on 4 Hay 1946 and discharged on 11 June 1946. 

Kls diagnoses at discharge were: 

Syphilis, tertiary - . 

a) Psychosis with syphilitic racningo-encephalltls 

(general paresis); manifested by overactivity, emo¬ 
tional lability., euphoria, grandiose delusions,

1. ) Tuberculosis, pulmonary, bilateral, chronic, 
activity undetermined. 

2. ) Arteriosclerosis, generalized, mild. 

Following his discharge from this hospital, he was malaria 

fever therapy at a Japanese hospital and transferred thereafter 
to L.atsuzawa Hospital for the Insane. This transfer occurred 
about August of 1946. 
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The story of this prisoner's illness indicates 
that he probably contracted syphilis sometime between the 
ages of thirty-three and thirty-five. During the only period 
of his life in which he engaged in promiscuous sexual rela¬ 
tionships, there is no history of a genital lesion. 

The first symptoms of psychosis that we were able 
to elicit occurred in early April of 1946 and consisted of 
one or two Isolated visual and auditory hallucinatory exper¬ 
iences. These symptoms progressed rapidly and at the time of 
his admission to this hospital in Kay, he was grossly and 
overtly psychotic. Apparent improvement in his psychotic 
symptoms occurred after fever therapy in about August of 1946. 

KEfTAL STATUS ; 

General : The prisoner is a tall, very thin, sixty- 
one year old man who appears about the stated age. His gen¬ 
eral appearance is unusual and decidedly unattractive. His 
face is thin and gaunt. He has a rather prominent nose, at 
the base of which rests a pair of glasses with strong, convex 
lenses which give prominence to his black eyes and tiny pupils. 

The prisoner spoke freely in English during all inter¬ 
views. He seemed to enjoy his conversations with the examiner. 
His English vocabulary is excellent. He expresses himself well, 
frequently using descriptive slmilies and metaphors. FIs pro- 
nitnciation is poor. ' 

Perception : The prisoner's attitude toward his ill¬ 
ness is ra'iher unusual. He does not accept his previous psy¬ 
chotic behavior as necessarily indicative of illness. He speaks 
of it as a dream and states that if he were insane he would not 
now remember his psychotic episode. He is fully aware, however, 
that his previous reactions were completely abnormal, and in¬ 
tellectually realizes that this constituted illness. He re¬ 
members his previous psychotic episode with slight impairment. 

He describes his enjoyment of the euphoria present at that time. 

At present, he believes that Mohammed comes to him. 

In his vision, he states that he sees Mohammed dressed in a 
green mantle and white turban. Mohammed's eyes glow brilliantly, 
and his presence fills him with courage, enthusiasm, and content¬ 
ment. ^'ohammed does not speak to him, does not move, and looks 
like the only picture he ever saw of Mohammed. Patient believes • 
that this is a religious experience. Mohammed enables him to 
understand the "Koran" as he was never able to understand it 
before. 


There is no conflict with his Buddhist faith because 
he states there is only one God; and Mohammed, Christ, and 
Buddha are all prophets of the same God. 
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The prisoner is well oriented for time, place, and 
persons. Recent memory Is Impaired somewhat In that he remem¬ 
bers minor occurrences with difficulty or not at all. Ke does 
remember everything that Is of practical Importance to him In 
his daily existence. 

There are no other hallucinations, no delusions or 

Illusions. 

Intellection : The prisoner's thought content when 
alone Is frequently of* Mohammed and of this religion. His 
principal Interest Is now In Mohammed Ism and In the transla¬ 
tion and Interpretation of the "Koran". His former wide 
variety of Interests have diminished. He speaks with Interest, 
however, about a large number of topics. He seemed to enjoy 
speaking of his childhood and past life. 

Remote memory Is Intact. 

Intelligence is far above average. 

Judgment Is slightly Impaired as indicated by his 
partial Inability to accept his complete Irrationality as Ill¬ 
ness, by the fact that his complete absorption with Mohammedlsm 
Is not considered to be alien to his Buddhist faith, and by his 
Inability to criticize his previous and present hallucinations, 
considering them largely only as religious experiences. 

Insight Into previous and present Illness Incomplete. 

His verbalized response to questions Is concise, co¬ 
herent, and reasonable. Ke speaks with excellent lorlc on 
nearly every subject brought out for discussion. There were 
Indications of nothing more than a very mild concentration Im¬ 
pairment. 

Emotion : The prisoner's mood remains on the euphoric 
side. He makes the best of any situation. He Is somewhat pas¬ 
sive. He does not anger easily and few things disturb his com¬ 
posure. 


Patient Is tall, asthenic, emaciated. Blood pres¬ 
sure l'2C'/50. Pupils are constricted and do not respond to 
light or accomodation. There Is flaccldlty of the Iris muscles 
so that the Iris undergoes an undulating movement when either 
the eyes or head are moved. The heart Is not enlarged to per¬ 
cussion. Rhythm Is regular. In the third and fourth left 
Interspace, there Is a blowing systolic murmur. In the third 
left Interspace, there Is a faint early diastolic murmur. There 
Is slight dullness In the right sub-clavicular region. Over the 
left apex there are diminished breathing sounds. No rales are 
















heard over the lung areas. Examination of the abdomen was 
essentially negative. The ankle Jerks are absent even with 
reenforcement. The remainder of the deep tendon reflexes 
are hypo-active but equal. The remainder of the Neuro¬ 
logical examination Is essentially unreveallng.

X-Ray of Chest : Examination In the posteroanterlor 
projection snows normal diaphragm and no pleural pathology. 

The heart Is small and thin In type. The aorta shows uniform 
dilatation and there are numerous calcifications visible in 
the wall of the arch and the descending portion Indicating 
arteriosclerotic changes which, however, are compatible with 
the patient's age. The upper thirds of both lung fields show 
numerous stringy, mottled and linear opacities, which are 
dense, scattered and Indefinitely outlined. No definite cavi¬ 
tation la seen. The lower two thirds of both lung fields are 
clear. These findings are characteristic of pulmonary tubercu¬ 
losis. The fact that little or no change Is noted In the char¬ 
acter of the lesions from the films of 6 Kay 1946 with exception 
of the left subaplc'al region where some slight Increase in 
density Is noted Indicates that the process Is stable at the 
present time although the patient's Infectiousness or non-

Sir William Webb, President of the International Military Tribunal for the 
Par East, ordered on 14iy 4th 1946, that Dr« ^humei OK^WA be medically examined 
by peychiatrlsts with a view to ascertaining his mental condition and hie cap¬ 
acity to plead to the indictment. Havixig been appointed for the prupose by Mr. 
Shlniohi OHARA* Japanese Defense Counsel for Dr, Shumei OKA'^A, I, Yxishl UCHIMURA 
examined Dr. OKAWA tnioe on May 7th and 9th respectively at the 361st Station 
Hospital. Based on the results of these examinations and the additional in¬ 
formation gathered f^om his wife, Imne MATSUI and two guardians who were famil¬ 
iar with the dally life of Dr, OKAWA at Sugamo Prison, I have arrived at the 
following opinion on his mental condition as reported herewith. 


Report of Pevohiatric Examination 
(a) Menta l Condition 

0KAW4 is a Japanese male, tiller than the avorage and has an appearance 
in keeping with his age of 61. When bx*ought to the room for medical examination 
he took a seat unceremoniously without making any greeting to those around him, 
and before the examiner could Introduse himself, began to talk to him familiarly 
as if he ^rere an old acquaintance. OKAWA's speech was rapid, loquacious, some¬ 
what indistinct, and flowed on almost imitarruptedly. His attire was slovenly 
and his manners extremely rude, Uivlng absolutely no head to his surroundings,

he spoke out elatedly anything and everything that came to his mind. After a 
while, however, when I asked him to let no conduct an oral and physical eranln- 
atlon, he comi^led with my request on the whole submlsplvoly. Only In a few oasch 
when the process of examination was lengthy, he shorred signs of Impatience and 
refused to submit. His talk was very fluent and ran on topics of religion, poli¬ 
tics and science, erotic remarks being also not Infrequently Inserted. Crltlclsmt 
and appraisals of other people Trere highly outspoken, as ho tended to speak highly 
of himself at the expense of others. The sense of self was conspicuously hel^t- 
ened and made 0KA17A fancy*hlmself as too greatest man under the sun. In a word, 
he presented In geneml a condition entirely devoid of Inhibition. 

CKAFA spoke In Japanese freely mixed with English and German, not seldom 

using only English. Ho had an ample stock of topics ttoloh easily shifted tron one 

( 

to another, often before one hod reached Its conclusion. His Ibellngs during the 
conversation were extremely exalted and exhilarated, and his facial expression 
showed a corresponding liveliness. But when met with onoosltlon or retort, he 
Immediately became highly dl'-pleased and assumed a contemptuous attitude towards 
the examiner as If he despised the stupidity or Ignorance of the latter. ^Is 11! 
temper, however, usual''y would not la'^t long, but would soon be retraced by the 
former happy mood In which OKAWA would go on talking ns cheerfully as ever. 

Such a speech and conduct lacking In restraint and s*'oh an unbalanced emotloi 
al state rapidly changing f^om a Joyful mood to 111 humour, show In themselves a 
definite abnormal mental condition that Is never to be found In a healthy Individ¬ 
ual In normal condition, loroovor, necor'Ing to his wife and relatives, OKAWA 
ordinarily Is said to be rather taciturn, patient and extremely oormet In his 
toilet and manners. In view of these facts, there Is no doubt that the mental 
condition presented by OKA'^A at the medical examination ois definitely out of the 
normal. To put It In pssroMatrlo terms. It Is to be called typical manic states. 
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But this nanio condition is not const^uit diiring the nhole diy. In Ms room 
0K4'^A scnttors ibout tobacco aches, writes disconnected things by way of letters, 
gives imperious orders to his nwse, but is said to be usually quiet when fev 
people ore around him, and to sleep veil at night giving no trouble to his sur^ * 
roundings by making noise. That Is to say, OKAWA's manic condition varies accord¬ 
ing to the milieu and Is highly dependent upon the amount of ex'emal stimuli. 
Even at Its strongest, his excitement never reaches such a frensy as to make him 
lose all distinction of persons or places or to go beyond a certain limit In his 
actions, ^t Is a condition of diminished Inhibition, but not entirely lacking in 
restraint. Therefore, ve believe wo can summarise It as a mental condition cor¬ 
responding to the psyohlatrlo term of hypomanlc state. 

Of all the mental symptomn presented by OKAWA, rrhat draws most the attention 
of the people around him and gives most the Impression of a psychosis Is the 
content of his thoughts. Befitting his cheerful mood, his thought content Is 'not 
only remarkably optimistic, but also markedly grandiose In obiraoter. Not only doc. 
he give an exaggerated account of his work, abilities and circumstances, but also 
very often states as facts fantastic Ideas that a normal person could never hold 
true, but vhleh OKA^A seems to believe In. Consequently these are not merely ex¬ 
aggerated ideas, but are actually delusions of grandeur with absurd contents, Fo. 
lowing are given some quotations ftren OKAWA's talk illustrating the nature of tho. 
delusions of grandeur. They hay at the same time also serve to shew how morbidly 

exalt his sense of self Is, and how constantly the topics of conversation keep

changing under the stress of an aboundant flow of Ideas. (Note: these words were 

spoken Japanese unless othorvlse specified i) 

"In Sugamo Prison, I did not eat because I con take nutritive elements tron

"I an a doctor of medicine, science and engineering, I received the Nobel 
prise throe times.

i?e see here many ideas that are hl|^y abstird considering they are uttered bv 
such a cultured Individual as OKAWA. Therefore, I wondered whether they were not 
said by way of jokes or on purpose. But OKA^'A was extremely serious about them, 
and always reacted with ill humour when such qtiestlons were asked. Consequently T 
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Judged from It that auoh words as the above represent actual delusions of grandeur 
A problem arises hero is to Tbether this may not be a phenomenon caused by a lower 
ing of Intelligence. On the papers used by OKAWA for writing are written in a die 
ordered handwriting many a fragmentary sentences and words» which may make one sue 
pect a fill of OKA'VA's Intellecutal level, ^t according to our numerous experlenct 
of oases of manic statesy grandiose delusions and altered handwriting are symptoms 
that can occur without a lowering of the Intellectual facilities. OKAWA's grandlosi 
delusions kocp coming one after another continuously, the former fading away ns 
another tikes its place so that it is sol^om that delusions with similar contents 
are repeated, ^hnt is, those delusions of grandeur are fluctuating and do not havt 
the fixed and systenntised character of delusions seen in paranoi'.o cases. Among 
OKA*'A's delusions there are many that con be considered as transient products of a 
cheerful mood and an elatod sense of self, ^nd this is a characteristic usually 
seen in the deli sions held in a manic condition. 

There are no other remarkable mental symptoms, ^loading of consciousness 
con not be proved. His memory for remote events seems to be fairly correct, ^t 
every time I tried to examine his memory precisely, and systematically, he did not 
give me appropriate answers, saying:"! do not remember such useless matter".. 
Therefore, I must be satisfied with estimation of his memory through conversations 
in general. His memory for recent events could be tested by such questions as 
what he ate this morning, and was found to be somewhat defective. However, it can 
not be immediately conculded r/ith this that it shows the impairment of his intelli¬ 
gence, because this kind of weakness can be often observed in a manic state merely 
due to flucuation of attention. Bvon if his intelligence may bo already impaired, 

I believe that the Impairment must be very slight yet, taking the whole picture 
of his in consideration. 

(b) Physical Condition 

Through physical examination, I obtained the following findings which are suff 
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dent to explain the cause of the mental symptoms. 

The most Important somatic findings are: (l) Syphilitic reaction (Kahn react¬ 
ion) of the blood seiaim is strongly positive; (2) Various pathological changes in 
the spinal fluids especially here too a sthongly po'>ltlvB syphilitic reaction 
(Wassermann reaction); other changes are: lymphocytosis (jC/lcmm); increase of th<: 
total amount of protain (0,6S^); Pandy and Nonne«Aploet reactions strongly positiv 
Takata-Ara reaction strongly positive. Among thorn the Takata-Ara reaction is tPP- 
ically of the parotic type, a form of reaction that is uidoly recognised as appear 
ing most frequently in general paralysis, (3) Other important svnqjtoms contrlbut* 
ing to the diagnosis are: Sluggish reaction of the luplls to light; Asymmetrical 
knee-jerks, the right side failing; Achllles-tondon reflex lost on both sides;-all 
of T/hich are generally knonn as symptoms frequently seen in general paralysis. 
Other somatic symptoms are: a light murmur in the acrtlc tone of the heart, 
and a change in olektrecardiogram suggesting an lns\iffleient function of the nort' 
valve. But neither subjectively nor objectively are to be found further signs of 
actual circulatory disorders corresponding to the above symptoms. In X-ray film 
seen a calcification of the descending aorta, reprosonting oithor artorlosolerosi. 
corresponding to OKAWA's age or a syphilitic vascular change. In any ease it is 
not to be considered a noteworthy symptom, nor does it have any direct connection 
with the mental condition of the patient. SjjcUarly in Z-ray film there is a sha< 
over a ''ide area extending fTcm the apex to the 3rd intercostal space bilaterally 
that appears to be tuberculous in nature. It reprecents, hoT/ever, an old lesion 
and is not active at present. According to his wife, OK'.IA suffered from severe 
"colds" once or tTd.co in the past, which might have been the illness that brought 
about those shadows, but nothing can be ascertained in thisnspect. The blood 
pressure, 150 mm Hq at the highest and 50 mm Hg at the lowest, is about propor¬ 
tionate 'to his age. A trace of protein is found in urln. In the ocular fundus 1 
seen a picture of a slight arteriosclerosis, but it is also merely a sign corres- 
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ponding to OKAFA's ige and la of no special significance. 

Sunning up the results of the phsrsloal examination, vo recognise some typical 
symptoms of general paralysis providing sufficient explanations to OKAWA's present 
mental condition, but the rest of the symptoms are slight and of no Importanso. 

Explanatory Remarks 

FVom the record of the psychiatric examination stated above, I am In a posltlc 
to give an Tmquostlonable diagnosis of the condition presented by 0KA9A. It Is the 
syidiUltlc disease of the brain called general paralysis (dementia paralytica) In 
Its manic or expansive form. I have been able to ascertain the presense of all the 
symptoms necessary for the diagnosis of this mental disease. According to the stat 
ment of his wife and relatives; OKAFA has been generally healthy ever since he was 
born on December 6, 1R86, throughout his childhood, youth and adult periods, and 
has experienced no marked disease except neuralgia and "colds". Since graduating 
from the Department of Indian Philospp^, Tok 3 ro Imperial University, he Is said to 
have never been hindered In his social activities by reasons of health. But since 
his thirties, he seems to ha've boen connected with certain wemon, and his -Infeotlcr 
of venereal diseases must be dated sometime around this period. His marriage is 

I 

said to have been postponed till his 4l8t year partly because of his having gonor¬ 
rhoea. His character is by nature fastidious and uathodloal, nervous and passlona^ 
Being reticent, however he Is usually \inable to ask a person to shorten his visit 
and rather than asking he listens patiently to his visitor's talk for hours. Polli 
in his manners and correct In his attire, he has a high taste especially In his 
dress. Such a oharaotor and habits have continued till his entrance in Stigamo 
Prison In January of 1946, and neither neurasthenic complaints nor psychotic conduc 
have been noticed at all up to that time. The only point to bo considered as show 
Ing an abnormal constitution Is his peculiar reaction to olc^'hol. Prom the first he 
drank but little, but used to get excited with a small amount of alchol. As this 
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pooullarity of his bocame more pronounoed since his flftleSf those around him 
usually tried to moke h'm avoid drinking. In his alooholio excitement, 0K&fZ4 is 
said to become rude, talkative and irritable in his feelings, a condition that must 
bo someuhat slmlliar to his present state. 

According to the statomont of the former General I’nne MTSUI, an old acquaint 
oneo of OKA^A's and his roomate at Sugamo Prison fta)m the beginning of March this 
year, OKAWA at first shoned no change Arom his usual self. But from the end of Mar 
he began oomidalning of troubles in sloop and using sleeping drugs. At first he 
busied himself reading through most of Gibbon's History of Rome, but around the be¬ 
ginning of April, ho starb-^d rnritlng dom his post experiences saying he felt unusu 
rrell and rrondored nhy he T?as able to urito such humorous and interesting things as 
he did not boliove Mmsolf capable of. About the middle of April, he began reoitin 
the sutras to tho K'-annon goddess, getting more and more engrossed in it so that ^ 
finally ho said he rras being possessed by the goddess. Also around this time he 
learned horr to make pootry in tho old chinoso rny becoming likeulso quite absorbed 
in day and night and making about fifty poems in ten days. Since about that time 

ho became disorderly in his attire, ’Trote a letter to Gonex^l IKcArthur to the offo 

« 

that tho stiprome commander should be more kind to the Japanese, and said that if 
Mrs. MaoArthur road that letter, she would surely send him at least some books. 

Both MITSUI and one of tho gmrdians say that OKAWA became markedly excited tram 
the end of April, staying awake all night, knocking at the door and talking loudly 
so as to occasion complaints among those arotmd him. He is then said to have boast 
ed he is the commander of the prison. A visitor who saw him on A'pril 25, also not¬ 
iced OKAWA<s abnormal mental condition. 

Inferring from tho above anamnesis and statements, it appears that the onset 
of illness took place after OKAWA's entrance in ^ugamo Ibrlson, beginning with neurc- 
thenlo symptoms from the end of March, showing signs of a slight exaltation Ihom 
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the beginning of April, and developing Into a clearly peyohotlc condition by the on 
of April. S uch a cotirao at the onset of Illness Is often seen in general paxanlysit 

General paralysis is a severe disease of the nervous sjrstoD caused by pathogen 
organisms of syphilis contracted long before coming to invade a uide area of the ba 
and the spinal cord. Unless adequate therapy Is given at the earliest period possl 
ble, the disease will make a constant progress and after two or three years will 
cause a general enfeeblomont usually leading to death. Tho disorders of mental fun 
ctions aro most conspicuous, showing In the initial stage palnly such emotional 
troubles as manic or depressive conditions, but subsequently In all cases aecomp* 
anled ^ith serious Impodlnonts of the intelUgenoe so that finally tho patients 
falls Into a severe condition of dementia which deprives him of all human traits. 

Tho present mental condition of OKA^^A s, as above stated, a manic state rich 
In grandiose delusions with but slight troubles of tho Intelligence as yet. And It 

I 

Is only one and a half month sineA the Initial mental symptoms wore i.jtiowd. Prom 
these facts we can infer that OKA^A's actual condition obviously belongs to the 
Initial stage of the disease. However, altho\]gh it Is an Initial condition present¬ 
ing but few s]rmptoms of Intellectual disorders xro can by no means call it a condit¬ 
ion of merely slight mental abnormality. An Intense and exalted sense of self, 
grandiose delusions that make him believe In any Impossibilities, an attention that 
fluctuates constantly from one thing to another—all those morbid symptoms malio It 
difficult for OKAWA to secure calm judgment, careful thinking and orderly condtuct. 
The actual condition of Okawa, speaking out and doing as he does ansrthlng on the sp 
of the moment, must be considered as a seriously psychotic state. Consequently whe. 
he will assist at the Ullltary Tribunal and receive tho indictment, what will govern 
Okawa's mind will most likely be violent passions and uncontrolled delusions of 
grandeur, and nmver tho moderation and mature dellveratlon that are to be expected 
ttom him In his normal state. His present Arame of mind Is comnarablo to the stron 
ly exalted mental condition caused by drinking. Therefore OKAHA is actually In- 
o-apable of making such responsible conduct as In his normal health, nor should 
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those around him expect this Arom his present self. This all the more true In case 
rrhore the object to be considered ftqUires calm, rational and critical thinking, L 
follotra that It is almost utterly impossible for OKATTA in his present mental con¬ 
dition to judge of such an Important matter as pleading to the indlotmentf a natter 
of greatest freight both personally and International''y, ](t Is trldely recognised In 
judicial psychiatry that all competency Is to be denied In a ease of general para¬ 
lysis that has not been submitted to treatment or that of a narked manic condition. 

The discovery of the fever therapy for.gen ral paralysis Is one of the greates''’ 
progreses made in modern medicine. Its effectiveness Is the more conspicuous the 
earlier the stage of the disease. Therefore If the treatment proceeds smoothly theri 
is a great possibility that OKATZA idll obtain a fblrly good recovery Aron his patho¬ 
logical mental condition, severe as It Is. It nay not even be Impossible for him V 
regain a full capacity for assuming responsibility. Thus I olose this xeport by 
expressing the desire from a medical point of view that an adequate treatment be 


givon to 0KAT7A as soon as possible

As declared in the Special Proclamation, dded 19 January 19U5, or 
Supreme Commander for the Allied Pov/ers, the International Milita-y Tribunal 
for the Far East is a special Tribunal established in accordance with a pro¬ 
vision, declared as one of the terms of surrender of Japan in the Potsdam Decla¬ 
ration of 26 July 19lip, vri^lch was accepted by the Japanese Government on 2 
September of the same I'nar when the Instrur.ent of Surrender of Japan was executed 

at Tokyo Bay. 

Therefore, it m'ost be emphasized that the .lurisr’iction of this 
Tribunal should be confined v/ithin such a sco.to as may be justified by the 
npnt. interoretat ion of the ter", "war cr Lminals" emploj'od in the Potsdam

customs of warfare. I^or instance, violations of rules of warfare by members 
of armed forces, hostilities in arms of individuals ^rtio are not members of the 
armed forces, harmful acts of dis'^uised jicrsons, espionage, ’.Tar treason and 
other offenses of like nature, have hitherto been regarded as war criines. Dut 
participation in the planning, preparation, initiation or v/aging of war, 
whatever the nature of the war may bo, had never been included in the recognized 
conception of war crimes before July IpIiU - not to mention acts against humanity 
durin? or before war. The Articles )4iil and I 4 U 2 of the Ilanual of British .lili- 
tary Lavf amended in 1''29 may suffice to maintvain this standpoint. The Article 
UUl of the lianual, givinr; a definition to vnr crime, provides that the tenn 
"war crime" is th*. technical cxpi'casiou for such an act of enemy soldiers and 
enemy civilians as may be visited by punishment or capture of the defenders, 
vfhile the Article IUi2, classifj'ln-j war crimes, provides as follows: 

"T.’ar crime.s may be divided into four classes - 

1. Viol.ation of the rc.co^'nlzed rules of v'arfarc by mem¬ 


bers of the armed forces. 

2. Illigitimate hostilities in arms committed by indi 
viduals who arc not members of tlx* armed forces. 


3 . 3s?ionage and vrar treason. 

U. ilarauding" 

and explanatory notes in a book published on 31 January 1936 by the British T.'ar 
Ministry regarding the term "war crime" reads as follo.rs:- 

. "According to the customar:/ usage of the term during the period 
of 1911 j- 1'^, the tern "war crime" meant violation of the recognized rules of 
warfare, rather than those cnui.xro.ted in the text, but it must be remenbored 
that the term has been !r.aVjre.d and determined by the Intornational Law."

Nor doesthe Pact of 1925 renouncing recourse to war for the solution 


of internal.ional conflicts expand the scope of v/ar crimes. The Article I of 


the Pact, providing that "High contracting parties solemnly declare in tho name 
of thoir respective peoples that they condemn recourse to war for the solution 


of international controversies", should not necessarily be construed to mean 


that the waging of v/ar for tho solution of international controversies has been 


taken for granted as v/ar crime, but it sho ild bo construed to mean that tho 


powers concerned simply condemned and renounced recourse to v/ar as an instrument 
of national policy in their relations with one another". In fact, tho Manual 
of British Military Law, as well as tho two books cited above, still adopt such 


definition and classification of v/ar crimes as shor/n above, in spite of tho fact 


that tho former was amended and tho latter v/as published after 192^> vhen tho Pact 


was signed. No other intornational treaties, modifying the recognized conception 
of v/ar crimes could be traced, excepting that at some particular conferonccs of 


a certain limited number of ndbions, e.g. Pan-American Conference, an attempt was 


made for the modification of tho recognized conception of war crime by class! 


fylng aggressive war as war crime; But it must be emphasized that any decision 
adopted at a conference of this nature has no authority of binding any country 
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that was not ropresentod at the conference. Needless to say, attempts that have 
been made after 26 July 19li5 I'hen the Potsdam Declaration ^vas issued, o.g. the 


Charter of the Neurenberg Tribunal, have no concern vdth the interpretation of 


the Potsdam Declaration of 26 July 19ii5* In connection with the Charter cited 


above, it must be emphasized that anj’- decision adopted by the victorious 
nations after 26 July 19U5 for the prosecution of those responsible for a parti 
cular state that had surrendered unconditionally has no power of altering the 


terms of surrender determined before that date for other belligerents. 

At the beginning of the Snocial Proclamation of Supreme Commander 
for the Allied Powers, that was issued simultaneously with the Charter of this 


Tribunal, is stated that "vfhcrcas the- United States and the nations allied 


therewith in opposing the illegal wai' of aggression of the Axis nations, have 


from time to time made declarations of their intention that r/ar criminals should 


be brought to justice". But it must bo remembered that declarations dirocted 
to any state other than Japan should have no connection with the Charter of 
this Tribunal. In no declaration binding Japan is there any pertinent provision 
that could possibly help the clear cut interpretation of the terms of siu*rcnder 
of Japan; nor docs any declaration provide or suggest the punishment of those 
who planned or prepared war or those who performed against humanity before or 
during war. Furthermore, His Excellency, President Truman stated in his 
message to the Congress of January 19U6, that "For the first time in history the 
legal culpability of war makers is being determined." This clearly explains 
that the "war makers", namely, those v/ho participated only in the formulation or 


execution of v/ar are not included in the category of conventional war criminal 


In consideration of the above statement, now we may safely conclude 


that those who participated only in the planning, preparation, initiation or 
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execution of war in a greenroom arc not included in war criminals denoted in the 
Potsdam Declaration of 26 July 19ii5j namely, those who held the important 
official positions of the Japanese Government, as t/oII as those high military 
officers and other civilian loaders of Japan should not bo treated as war 
criminals simply because of their having participated in the formulation or 
execution of war in a greenroom. In other v/ords, it may bo admitted to con¬ 
strue that the term "war criminal" in the Potsdam Declaration of 26 July 19hS 
was used in its recognized sense and vfas accepted by Japan in that sense only. 

Disregarding all the theories and precedents cited above. Chief of 
Counsel, together with his associated counsels, alleges, in his indictment 
delivered to defendants on 29 and 30 April 19.'46, that those enumerated below 
should be included in the category of war crime’s, as well as conventional war 

i 

crimes; namely:- 

1. Participation as loaders, i’.istigators or accomplices in the 
formulation or execution of a common war or conspiracy (Count 
1-36 under "Crimes against Peace"). 

2. Violations of treaties, etc., e.g. Treaties and Final Protocol 
for the suppression of the abuse of opiiun and other drugs which 

are not regarded as conventional rules of v/arfare (Count 53 - 
55 under "Crimes agwiinst Humanity** v.’ith the exception of those 
concerning conventional war crimes and Appendix 3) 

3. Acts inflicting injuries upon the lives of members of the 
armed forces or civilians at the outbreak of war or by attacks 
during war. (Counts 37 - 52 under "Murder’'). 

I request that the foregoing acts indicted, being outside the 
jurisdiction of the International Military Tribunal for the Far East, be excluded 
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from its trial 


In connoction tdth this rcqixost, a fow words must bo added regarding 
Crimos against Ponce and Crimos against Humanity vrhich aro provided in the 
Article V of the amended Charter of International Military Tribunal for the 
Far East, issued on 26 April 19h6 in the name of Supreme Commander for tho 
Allied Powers. As shown in the Special Proclamation cited at the beginning 
of Part I of this motion, the governments of tho Allied Powers have conferred 


upon Supreme Connander for the Allied PovTors "the authority to issue all 
orders for the implementation of the Terms of Surrender” of Japan. But it 
could hardly be believed that tho governments of the Allied Powers could have 
conferred upon the Supreme Cor-mnder any authority that they have not pos¬ 
sessed themselves for tho implementation of tho Terms of 3un*ender of Japan 
by virtue of the Potsdam Declaration of 26 July 19h^ <and the Instrument of 
Surrender of Jap.an executed on 2 September of the same year at Tokyo Bay. 


Supposing that the Supremo Commander had believed theb he had the authority 


Trtiich the governmcints of the Allied Powers have never conferred upon him and 


made now Rules of Punishment by virtue of that authority, the rules set forth 


under such circumstances should be vetoed as null and void. If any one could 


make new rules or change them at will without my pertinent authority, tho 


principle against ex post facto laws which is recognized by all civilized 
nations as tho Supreme Law, would utterly b<i disregarded. 


As pointed out in Part I of this notion, tho Jurisdiction of tho 
International Military Tribunal for the Far Dast is based on tho provision 
regarding tho punishment of v/ar criminals tlmt had been declared, inter alia 
in the Allied Declaration of 26 July 19U5 -md the Instinimont of Surrender of 
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japan executed on the 2nd September. Inasmuch as the purpose of these docu¬ 
ments was to terminate the state of war existing at that time between Jap.an 
and the Allied Powers and the objects dealt with in those documents are of 
such nature as is solely related to that particular war, the prosecution of 
war criminals suggested in those documents should be confined within a scope 
of war criminals in, or relating to, the war which these documents sought to 
terminate. But in the indictment cited above are enumerated come affairs and 
incidents that had occurred quite independently from the 
and the Allied Powers and 


rar betvroen Japan 

some acts performed in connection rdth such affairs 
or incidents arc indicted as war crimes; namely:- 

1. Activities of the Japanese Governmont in the Provinces of 
Hioo-ning, Kirin, Heilimg-Kiang and Johol (Count U) 

2. Armed conflicts betraon Japan and the Union of Soviet 
Socialistic Republics that had been settled some years 
before the outbreak of war between Jrpan and the Allied 
PovTcrs (Count 25, 26, 3$, 36, 51 and 52). 

In connection 7dth these incidents and affairs, it must be pointed 
out that two agreements wore executed betv/een Japan and the U3.S.R. in August 
1938 and in September 1939 for the settlement of the Lake Khas-an Affairs and 
the Khochln Col River Affairs respectively (Vide Evidences Nos. 1 t 2, sub¬ 
mitted by defendants). 

These two agreements wore followed by the; Russo—Jaeanesc Neutrality 
Pact of 19U1. The preamble and the Article I of this Pact read as follows: 

"With a view to stabilizing peaceful and friendly relations between 
the two countries, etc., etc. 

"Article I. Both contracting oartios agree to maintain peaceful 
and friendly relations between themselves and mutually respect the territorial 
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integrity and inviolability of the other contracting parties". 

Tied up with this friendly Pact, Japan and the U.S.3.R, had main- 

I 

tained vory peaceful and friendly relations till August 19U5 and really there 
existed no state of war between the two countries when the Potsdam Declaration 
was issued on the 26th July 19h5. 

Suoposing that such war crimes as enumerated in Counts 25 and 26 had 
been committed in connection v/ith the incidents mentioned therein, they arc 
not the war crimes to be dealt rdth in accordance with the Potsdam Declaration 
of 26 July 19U5 and the Instruixnt of Surrender of Japan executed on 2nd 
September of the same year, because those two affairs had occurred long 
before the outbreak of war betv/een Japan and the Allied Powers and had no con¬ 
nection with it. 

Therefore, I request that those counts enumerated above be excluded 
from the trial of the International ‘llitary Tribunal for the Far £.ast. 

Part III 

As pointed out in Part I of this motion, the Jurisdiction of the 
International Liilitary Tribunal for the Far 3ast is based on the provisions 
regarding the punishment of v/ar criminals that had been declared, inter alia, 
in the Alli-d Declaration of 26th July 19^5 and tho Instrument of Surrender 
of Japan executed on 2nd September of the same year. Inasmuch as the purpose 
of these two documents was to torninato the state of war existed at that time 
between Japan and tho Allied Po-z/ers, the prosecution of war criminals sug¬ 
gested in these documents should bo confined vzithin a scope of those who 
might have committed war crim'.’S in connection with the war between Japan and 
tho Allied Powers. In other words, war criminals to bo prosecuted in con¬ 
nection with war or conflict between Japan and any non-allied nation have no 
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concern with the Pctsdaia Declaration and tho Instrument of Surrender mentioned 


above. As is well known, Japan and tho Kingdom of Thailand had maintained a 
very friendly relation throughout tho war botr/oon Japan and tho Allied Powers. 
In fact, on the 31st December 19lil, Japan was related more closely rdth tho 
Kingdom of Thailand by concluding the treaty of alliance vrhich v/as still offoc 
tive on that very day wlicn tho Potsdam Declaration of 26th July 19h$ vras 
issued. Therefore it could hardly be prosiunod that tho Potsdam Declaration 


should have expected the punishment of crimes as far as the relations between 
Japan and the Kingdom of Thailand were concerned. Supposing that there had 
existed war between Japan and the Kingdom of Thailand, the latter was not a 
member of the Allied Powers. Chief of Counsel, hov/ever, together with his 
associated Counsels, alleges in liis indictment cited above that all defendints 
are responsible for the aggressive war or the v/ar in viol"! ion of treaties 
which Japan is alleged to have waged upon tho Kingdom of Thailand (Count li, 
in part. Count 16, 2h and 3hX 


The request stated in Part I of this notion concerns with the 
interpretation of tvfo official documents; namely, tho Potsdam Declaration of 
26th July I 9 I 45 and the Instrument of Surrender of Japan executed on 2nd 
September of the same year. T/hen any doubt is raised as to tho interpretation 
of document, I believe it admissible in accordance with the Law of Svidonco, 
to submit ovidcncos in order to ascertain such doubtful points as may bo 


suggested. I, therefore, request tfiat '.ritnosscs mentioned in a list appended 
herevriLth be summoned, and submit Evidence No. 1-3 end Evidence No. U in support 
of my request related in Part II and Part , respectively.

Counts 1 to 17, inclusive, and the alleged pre¬ 
amble to such counts; counts 19 to 25, inclusive; counts 
27 to 38 , inclusive; counts 37 to 47, Inclusive, and the 
alleged preamble to such counts; and count 52 . 

The points to be argued are: 

1. The foregoing counts and parts of the alleged 
Indictment do not charge the commission by this defendant 
of any offense known to any body of la^7 in the world. 

2, The defendant occupied the high office in 
the Japanese Government of Ambassador to Russia, Foreign 
Minister, and Prime Minister. Ho is indicted for alleged 
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acts and possibly nets of omission while serving in his 
official capacity as aforesaid In the Japanese Governmentj 
and not otherwise. The actions taken by the defendant 
while occupying the aforesaid offices in the Japanese 
Government are beyond the reach of any body or system of 
low known to the world, and are immune to re-examination 
by any sovereign nation or group of nations anywhere in 
the world. 

3 . The alleged acts and possibly acts of omission 
charged against the defendant in the foregoing counts and 
parts of the alleged Indictment wore acts of the Japanese 
Government acting in its sovereign capacity as a govern¬ 
ment, and this defendant is not subject to prosecution as 
an individual or by reason of having been an actor in the 
performance of his governmental functions.

Into consideration the new developments both at home and abroa'^, 
and constructing a state structure for national defens*, capable 
of brlnglna Into full play the total strength of the nation. 

Japan's foreign policy, which alms ultimately at. the 
construction of a new order In Greater trast Asia, will bo directed, 
first of all, toward a complete settlement of the China Affair, 
and the advancement of the national fortune by taking a far¬ 
sighted view of the drastic changes In the International 
situation and formulating both constructive and flexible measures.

What is urgently reoulred In Internal administration Is the 
laying of the foundation for a state structure for national

the fundamental principles of the national polity, and 
also the establishment of ethical principles of the nation 
stressing, above all, service to the state and eradicating 
all selfish and materialistic thoughts.

Japanese and prP-communist policy our country will not lay 
down Its arm.s—never tintll that regime is crushed. 

What Japan seeks is the establishment of a new order which 
will Insure the permanent stability of ’^’ast Asia. In this lies 
the ultimate purpose of our present military campaign. 

This new order has for its foundation a tripartite relation¬ 
ship of mutual aid and co-ordination between Japan, Jfanchoukuo 
and China In political, economic, cultural and other fields. 

Its object is to secure International Justice, to perfect the 
Joint defence against Communism, and to create a new cultu’^e 
and realize a close economic cohesion throughout ^ast Asia.

Tho Oovernraonts of the United States nnd of Japan accept 
Joint responsibility for the initiation and conlusion of a 
general agrccnent disposing the resumption of our traditional 
friendly relatJor.s. 

Without reference to specific causes of recent estrangement, 
it is the- sincere desire of both Oovernr'cnts that the ireiderts 
which l6d to the deterioration of amicable sentimert F.^or\£ our 
peoples should be preverted from recurrence and corrected in 
their unforeseen and unfortunate consequences. 

It is our present hepr that, by a joint effort, both 
Oovernnents establish a Just peace in the Paciflc and by the 
rapid cencvmmxtlon of cn enfentc cordlale, arrest, if not 
dispel, the tragic confusion that now threatens to engulf 
civilization. 

Por such dfcislve action, protracted negotiations would 
seen ill-suited and v/eakening. Wc, therefore, suggest that 
adequate lnstru>^ntalltics should be developed for the realization 
cf a general iigi*cerr.ent v.'hich would tlr.d, rcanwbllr, both 
Governments in honor and in act. 

It is our’bellef that such cn understanding should cemerlse 
only the pivotal issues cf urgency one not the rcccssorj concerns 
which woulc be deliberated at a later conference and appropriately 
confirmed, by our respective Governments.

5. Employees of the North Manohurla Railway (Chinese Eastern 

Railway), who are citizens of the Union of Soviet Socialist Re¬ 
publics and who have retired through dismissal or of their own 
accord and who leave for the territory- of the Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republics within two months after their retirement, 
shall be granted the privilege of free transport over the North 
Manohurla Railway (Chinese Eastern Railway) for themselves, their 
families, and their personal and household effects either to the 
station of Manchull or to the station of Sulfenho, at their own 

option. 
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to employees of the North Manchuria Railway ^oninese tasuoni

• 3. Discharge allowances and other payments relative to 
service concerning the rallv;ay, and compensations for Injuilcs 
sustained In such service, as well as savings and the prescribed 
interest thereon, shall be paid within a fortnight from the day 
of dismissal or retirement, provided that In respect of persons 
who shall be dismissed, half the amount of such savings shall be 
paid within two months from the date of the notice of such dis¬ 
missal . 

The block grants to persons who have been In the service 
of the Railway for less than ten years as well as payments addi¬ 
tional to savings together with the prescribed Interest thereon 
shall bo paid In four oqual Intalmcnts within two years from 
the date of dismissal or retirement.

Persons v/ho have been in the service of the Rallv/oy for 
ten years or more shall be deemed entitled to pensions v/lthout 
undergoing the cxanlnatlon of their vforUlng efficiency, and the 
s>ald pensions, Instead of being paid annually, shall be paid in 
a block grant, that is to say, a sum eight and a half tines 
the sum payable annually in respect of a pension shall be paid 
to the recipient in four equal Instalments in the course of 
two years, in accordance with the provisions of the preceding 
paragraph• 

Note. 1. The examination of the working efficiency 
employees v/ho havo been in the service of the Rallv/ay 
for less than ten years will be effected according to the 
regulations of the North Manchuria Railway 0Chinese East¬ 
ern Rallv;ay) in force up to the date of the coming into 
force of the present Agreement. 

Note 2. Pensions for personal injuries. Instead of 
being paid annually, shall be paid in block grants, that 
is to say, a sum eight and a half times the stun payable 
annually shall be paid to the recipients in the some 
manner as for persons who have been in the service of the 
Railway for ten years or more. 

4. anployees of the North Manchuria Railway (Chinese

5» The various descriptions of retiring allowances and 
payments shall be paid In the currency of Manchoukuo at the 
exchange rate against, the rouble of the North Manchuria Railway 
(Chinese Eastern Railway) existing at the date of the coming 
Into force of the present Agi’eemcnt and applied by the said 
Railway for settlements v/lth their employees.

the Europeans consider themselves as the only rightful heirs to 
culture and protend to be the masters of culture, believing that 
culture will never originate anywhere outside Europe and that in- 
• dependence trends are against culture, and therefore European 
culture la in accord with justice end humanity while Asiatic culture 
is not. As for the atr^'.us of culLvu’e in tho lest one hundred years, 
European material civil:zetion has greatly advanced as never else¬ 
where while r>ur Oriental civilization has not shown a greet advance 
at ell. S>3 IT compared only superficially, Europe is ahead of Asia, 
but if closely analyzed, what has boon their so-called culture in 
the last one hundred years? Their civilization-moans sclontiflo 
culture end utilitarian culture. This culture when applied to 
human society is material c.ivilizttion. By materiel civilization 
is meant airplanes end bombs, rifles end cannon—a kind of military 
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culture’. In recent yorrs wo /.sirtics crn hrrdly iiipko progruss 
booeuse the Europor.ns ere 'Opprossing us solely with this militpry 
culture of theirs.

So /sletic culture is the culture of Odo* '-'ith the de¬ 
velopment of material civilization rnd v;ith the prevalence of rule 
of might in Europe the various countries of the world have seen a 
daily decline of morality. Even in /.sir. there have teen a consider¬ 
able number of countries which saw a serious decline in their 
morality. But in recent yeers some of the scholars in Europe rnd 
America interested in Oriental culture at all, have gradually come 
to appreciate that Oriental morality is far higher then Western 
morality, while Oriental material civilization is behind that of 
the Occident, 

As to which is more advantageous after all for the promotion 
of Justice rnd humanity, Odo culture or Hado; or which v/ill prove 
more advantageous for peoples and nations, you must have clearly- 
seen. Here, by v/ay of illustration, I will briefly dwell on this 
point. During the period of over one thousand years between 2000 
years ago end 500 years ago, China was the most powerful country 
of the world, occupying Just the same position of present-day 
Britain or America. Britain end America are at present powers but 
China in those former days v/a.s the only power, V/oll then, what 
kind of attitude did Chino assume toward the weaker minor peoples 
and countries in those days?

SIR: ’ ith reference to ity telegrcu No 383 of August 1, 9 (3) 
p.m., I have the honor to ercloso hersuirh in confidence a copy of a 
letter addressed to the Chdxrnm of the Cyianlssion of otudy of the 
League of Nations now investiguting the causes of trouble betwe^ 
Japan and China by the Jnpanoso ir.besf..->r, which encloses an epito¬ 
mized record of tho statenentc which C-cirnt Lcnida made at the in¬ 
terviews with that Commission in Dai X*dAl ClalJl Tokyo. I was permit¬ 
ted to make copies of this document for my ccnfidential information, 
and I have the honor to request that tho Department treat the docu¬ 
ment as confidential. 


As stated in my telegram, my information is that while this 
document does not accurately set forth all that Coimt Uchida said 
to tho Commission while it was in Tokyo, it is nevertheless believed 
to bo a clear and accurate statement of the policy which Count Uchida 
as Minister of Foreign Affairs will follow in dealing with the Man¬ 
churian situation.

So much for the condition of China. In Ihnohuria to which I now turn, 
anti-foreign agitation was oonoontratod on us.

Japanese investments in 
railways, mines and other enterprises, - v/hioh had boon of incaloulable bene¬ 
fit to the Chinese people, - were to be taken avay. They were slowly to bo 
tortured out of the country. ra..ph5pt3 and papers wore printed and circulated, 
posters placarded on the walls of the cities, a):d npoeohes wero made in pri¬ 
vate and public v/ith this object in view. jbcpa/;ar,tii£ts, trained and oxpori- 
onood in anti-foreiga oampaignlng, directed th'i work. Tho army of Cliang 
Usuoh-llang, numbering over throe hundred thousand men, v/ero indootrinated 
with tho prinoiplo.

Korean settlers v/oro 
subjected to systtmaiic pors'<jv.cicn. Vai icus orders and instructions of an 
anti-Japanese nature-vorc issued. ' In April, 1931, at a Conference of tho 
Pooplo's Foreign Policy Assooiatlon, held at IMkdon, "the possibility of li¬ 
quidating tho Japanese pcsiticn in Ijanchuria was discussed, tho rcoovery of 
tho South Ibnchuria Railv/ay being included in the resolutions adopted".

Tho Japanese Government, informed of all those oomnunications, also did 
not fail to omphosize in their note of May 26, 1926, to tho American 
Ambassador, that "Tho proposal of tho United States is understood to contain 
nothing that would refuse to indopendont states the right of self dofonso." 


In face of these express reserves, and in view of the organized hostility 
prevailing against our interests, our people and our forces at the time, the 
Japanese Government, which is the acknov/ledged judge in the matter, regards 
the action of its army as entirely one of self defense, tho right to which 
tho Pact of Paris was so oxplioity understood not to question or to deny to 
any nation. 

"Why did wo not refer the matter of IJanohuria to the League of Nations!" 
is a question that has often been asked. Tho answer, in brief, is first that 
Japanese national sentiment would not permit outside interference in tho 
Manchurian question. Secondly, had we referred the matter to the League, the 
position of Japanese subjects, including Koreans, in I'anchuria would have been 
seriously underLiined, in viow of the delay invariably incidental to League 
procedure. Thirdly, there is a difforenoe between Japanese and T.'estern men¬ 
tality. The Tfosternor would begin to argue before the situation booamo acute, 
while tho Japanese persists, perhaps too long, in tho hope of a solution. 
Fourthly, when tho breaking point cane unexpectedly, events took their own 
natural course. 


In regard to Ijanohuria, tho Observations w'hioh v’e have presented to the 
Council differ materially from tho Report of the Commission. Tie disagree with 
tho contention that Manchuria was an integral part of China. It v/as distinctly 
and almost exclusively a Crown Domain or a private estate appanage of tho 
Manohu Dynasty up to the beginning of tho present century. And never has any 
of the recognized governments of China controlled it. Only bn occasions, its 
dictator saw fit to ally hiuself with one or another of those governments. 

He have gone into this matter at sene length in our Observations. 

Chang Tso-lin and Chang Hsueh-liang, who together ruled >ianohurla for tho 
entire term of the Republican regime, v/ere independent or allied with one or 
another faction in China entirely according to their will and Interests, and 
no power in China Proper was over in a position to dislodge then. 


Ho agree entirely v-ith tho Commission in their statement that the return 
of Manchuria to the status quo ante would be an unsatisfactory solution. But 
we entirely disagree with the statement that "the maintenance and recognition 
of the present regime would be equally unsatisfactory."

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the mutual protection of the two oountries. More consideration on our part 
of an alternative solution might”possibly lay the whole Far Eastern situation 
open to serious disorders.

vniile it is true that without tho prosonoo of the Japanese troops in 
lianohuria the neiv Oovernmont v'ould have had difficulty in establishing itsolf, 
tho question might bo askod hew tho Nationalist 3o7cr:uaQnt could have boon 
sot up at Nanking v/lthout tho aid of arms, men and mono;' obtained from abroad? 

In our Observations ro havo also given some details with regard to tho 
progress of lianohoukuo. Beside tho slow progross in China this progress is 
oomparativoly amazing. I nood olto in ovidonoo but one tolling fact, nnmoly, 
tho valuo of tho paper dollar of the Central Bank. The Commission's Report 
expresses doubt of tho sucooss of that Back. But tho fact is that its paper 
dollar stands already at a premium over tho valuo of tho silver dollar - a 
fact unprooedonted in Iknohurlan history under tho long rule of tho Changs, 
Vihllo ovon, on one occasion, tho summan/ decapitation of several pronlnont 
Chinese business men at Marshal Chang Tso-lln's command, was not a suffioiont 
example to koo? tho price of hir currency at par, the paper monoj' of tho 
present Oovernmont, ac I havo said| is already at a premium, I submit that 
this is extraordinary ovldonoe of stability and of the oonfidonoe the people 
plaee in their Government, Tho Report also expresses pessimism as regards 
tho budgetary question. But this problem also leaves no room, as facts bear 
out, to any reasonable approhension. It oan bo soon plainly in the report 
of tho Financial Department of Lanchoukuo, It may here bj added that lanohuria 
has boon enjoying a surplus of from one to two million yen in exports over 
imports for more than a decade. 

It is true that tho suppression of outlawr;'^ and banditry has not yet 
been fully aooompllshed, Soattered remnants of tho troops of tho old dictator's 
forces are still in arms in opposition to the now Governmont and tho Japanese 
foroes. Banditry has been a moans of livelihood and a professional business 
in Manohuria for sooros of years, and tho territory is too wide for us to 
expect to suppress it, in cooperation with tho Manohoukuo forces, in a few 
months or only a year. 


Tho present outlawry is being, to some extent, supported from China 
Proper for the express purpose, - thoro oan bo little doubt, - of i.iaking 
a demonstration of discontent before the TTostern World, - while at tho same 
time special efforts are likewise being made to cover or to excuse the rmrfare 
that prevails in China, 


It is unjust to make Japan responsible for what has happened in 
Uanohuria, We did not seek the change. Had China as a vdiolo, or oven Ikin- 
ohuria alone, been properly governed, had tho rights and interests and the 
lives of the Japanese pooplo boon free from deliberately destructive efforts 
there would have been no change, V/e acted spontaneously in self defense; 
and when we acted, the independence movement developed spontaneously. 


It is not inappropriate to recall the case of Navarino, rdjen a conflict 
was so little desired or expected that one of tho governments involved des¬ 
cribed it as an "untoward event". Tho Egyptian amanent had come to assist 
tho Turks to suppress tho revolt in Greece; they were faced by a fleet of 
English, French and Russian vessels, which were bent on preventing them from 
doing so. In that state of tension, a chance shot furnished tho spark that 
produced the conflict. The result destroyed the Egyptian fleet and Turkish 
hopes, and set the seal on the Independenoe of Greece, Yet it began in mere 
self defense - the return of fire. Tills illustrates hov/ iirpossible it is to 
limit the consequences of self defensive measures. 


We might also recall the fact that the United States sent expeditions 
into Uexioo in the years 1916 and 1917, because the Uexican Government of the 
time was unable to protect the lives of its people. In the case of iianchuria 
the authoritios themselves wore actually encouraging the anti-Japanese ac¬ 
tivities, We are not to bo hold responsible for tho results. China and tho 
independent government of Chang Hsuch-liang are themsolvos responsible. It 
was their doing, not ours, and it ims done against our repeated and persistent 
Tmmings. We have violated neither tho Covenant of the League, nor tho Kino 
Povfor Treaty nor the Pact of Paris. 
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I would ask the Counoil to look at tho rooord of Japan sinoo she openod 
her doors, eighty years ago, to foreign intoroourso. For three hundred years, 
a longer record than any other nation in tho world, - we had had no foreign 
war. Subsequently V6 had cccasicn to participate in several. Have wo sought 
in these wars anything but our erm security from the monanoe of others^ On 
tho other hand, for how many years has tho condition of China been a laonaoo 
to tho peace of the world and hovi long will it continue to be? 

I ask of tho Council a little patior.oo. If tho V/estern world will 
boatevv upon us only a fraotior. of tho fcolurnnoo it has so generously bostor/ed 
upon China it v;ill bo grutcfuiiy rooeired. 

Tho policy, the hope, tho determination of n\y country is the maintonanoe 
of pcaoe.‘ Tfe want war with no nation, '•.'c -.varx no more territory. Tfo aro 
no aggressors. V/o desire deeply and oarncstiy tho welfare of our groat 
neighbour. 

For decades the unhappj' oonditicn of China has boon a dangerous in¬ 
fluence while the poJioios of Japan have boor cho stabilising and protective 
influence in tho Far Sast. It would be difficult for the Japanese mtlon to 
understand tho attitude of Vies torn Po\fcr8 if they should accuse us to tho 
contrary. 

In conclusion permit me, H. lo President, again to express the hoarWelt 
thanks of the Japanese Govemr.ont and tho Japanese Delegation to Lord Lytton 
and tho other distinguished Members of the Gontoission of enquiry, vdiose 
arduous travel and able work wo sinooroly and truly appreciate.

(1) The May 30 Incldent(pp. 77-78). On May 15^ of the 14^ 
year of the Pepublic of Ciilnu, KI^, Cheng Hon, a work^tian employed 
by a Japanese Cotton spinning, mill In Shant^hai was shot to death 
by a Japanese. Some students gathered In the Settlewnt to 
collect condolence mo.ney but \^ere arrested by British patrolmen. 

Both the students and the workmen became very indignant. On the 
30th, they formed a large formation, marched into the Settlement, 
and made speeches. At 3.00 p.m. British patrolmen nabbed the 
student who v&s maV.injt the speech. The crowd of students who 
were on NangVJng FonJ i.nl Chlklang ’^oad were all seized and went 
to the front of the po?.lce station with the student (TPj who was 
taken prisoner) 

Py this tine the British patrol Chief had aun';'’oned many 
patrolmen and were haw.i.ng them guard the police station, when 
things reached the point whether the crowd would break its ranks 
or not the Patrol chief ordered tVicm to fire. The patrolmen fired 
twice in succession gaining, results of several scores of dead and 
wounded. Since the opening of the port of Shanghai this was the 
first tragedy of such proportions. (Teaching material for

Government of Ni-^pon announced; 

Nippon at present is devoting her energy to the establishment of 
new orderbased on genuine intenia-ional justice throughout cast Asia, 
the attainment of which end is not only en indisin-nsaole condition of 
the very existence of Nincon, bat also constitutes the very foundation 
of the endui’ing oeace and stabJlity of East Asia,^ It is *he firm con¬ 
viction of the N?i)pcnese Governmant that in the face of the new situation, 
fast developing in Esst Asia, ?s<y attempt to apoly to the conditions of 
today ai)d tomorrow iriapllcnbie ida-s and niineinles of uhe past wo-^d 
neither contrib-n-so to'-’ird the eotsbiish.-.rjpt cf a real peace in Easo 
Asia nor solve the inuaediate issues, however, os long as «hese points 
are understood, Nipnen has not the slightest Jnclination to opnose the 
pai-ic.pation of the United states a.id othsr Pov/ero in the great work 
of reconstructing East Asia along all lines of induatry and trade. 

Nippons's cnnooncenent of the policy of establishing a new order in 
East 'sia evoked a cioo of criticisms from divcrce American quarters, 
and »merican oroclivity of ailing Chiang Kai-shek reached a new height. 
The United States ^xrxjrt-Import Bank on December 15, 1938, Placed a 
credit of '25,CX}0,000 at Chvir.gking's diaposai; in addition, the United 
States Treasury extended the Chinese American monetary a«preement oi 
July 9, 1937 thereby enabling Chungking to dispose of its silver and 
obtain dollar exchange agaiust is gold reserves accumulated in New 
York, The Conference on the Cause and Oore of 'Jar, meeting at ashlng- 
ton in January 1939, ’ ont on record fer the first time in favor of ^ 
embargo on war materials to Nln-x>n. In I'^y 1939 the General Assembly 
of the Presby terian Church adopted a resolution condemning America s 
continued "partnership in aggi-ession" and urging Immediate legislation 
by Congress to prevent the sale of munitions and war material to Niopon. 
Several bills placing limitations on Nippon's trade with the United 
States were offered by members of tho House of Representatives and the 
Senate. A resolution was sponsored by Senator Pittman empo”ering the 
President to impose an embargo on war suprlles to Nippon. The Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee re'-uosted Secretary Hull to indicate ••hether 
the proposed action would "violate any treaty." Although H^l on

N0-1JE,:0T0, Grandson of AI/.TEilASU-O-ITIOU’I and tho first 
sovereign of Japan) v/lio-cultivated and nurtured tho right¬ 
eousness. V/ould it not, then, bo good to ondcavoui’ to build 
a holy capital covering the entire land and 'to make one fami¬ 
ly out of the whole world?- VASRlll'XA, a locality lying to 
the southeast of Mt, UjHIBI, seems to bo tho cuitro of tho • 
land. This shall be the site for Our Capitol.

Tno Pupoien lAAaasy had clroeiy moved and tho rest of the foreign embassies 
and legatione at Hankow had oocjpiotod removing to Chungking with tho Ministry of 
Foreign i.ffoirs by tho ond of Jiily-. 

y.t any rato, tho dofuns^ of yucheng and Honkow was got r^ady by Chiang Kai- 
sliok in 0 purely miJ^tery formcxicn- &it about tho final stops for dofonse, the 
Cocaunists end Kuomirtsng did not agree. Tno formor inaisted upon fighting to 
tho lest whilo tho letter insistod on retreating as usual after some amount of 
fighting. It is reported( howovor. that Ihe insistence of tho Kuomintang on 
finally abandoning Henlcow proveiled upon the rest. 
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Chieng Kaioehak droir ttTo defense linos for HcnkoTr and \7uchang — an outer and 
an inner one* The outer lino ran from Kushih in the nest of iinhwei Province 
through Yingshant Taihu and Kiukiangi to Nanchong* ^t Kushiht Yingshan and in 
their env:Lrona the Hupeh• Szechwan and Yunnan Amies were poBtod« liiilo at Kiukiang 
Nanchang and in their neighbourhood were -posted the five divisions of the newly 
organized Kwantung itrcy besides more than lOOiOOO troops gathered from Kiangsi aiid 
Hunan* The inner defense line ran from 'Tushongkwan through libcheng and Huangkaog 
to Sohengt and was defended by the Hunan irny newly created by Chang Chih^Chung* 
Chief of Hunan* j'ind most of the Cenzral Amy ties reported to have been gathered 




under the caanand of Chon Chong around '.Tuchang and Hankow* defending the Peiping- 
Hankow RailtToy at the-section between Hangkow and TTushengkwan* end the Canton- 
Honkow Railway at the section between ffuohang and Changsha* But the outer line had 
already boon broken through by the Japanese offensives* 


Japan's objective in attacking 'Vuchang end Hankow lies not so much in the 
taking—though important in itself—of those big political and military footholds 
of the Nationalist Oovommant* os in tho pursuit of the two vital results to be 
produced by tho Chiong Koi-shok Oovornmont's retreat into tho interior and bo¬ 
soming a more local power* One of them is the opening to be made for tho ostrango- 
wont of tho Connunists from the Kuominteng by cutting the so-called rod route and 
isolating each sphere of influence f rom Iho other* The other is the possibility 
for disappointing the Powers by the dogenoration of the National Government into a 
potty local regime and causing them to give up thoir support of it* 

Those two ore tho fundamental objectives of Japan in this campaign* though 
there are minor motives such os destroying tho utility for tho Chinese of the 
Canton-Hankow Railway* and securing tho economic and military utility of tho 
Yangtze Kicng for tho Japanese* 

Let ua consider tho first objective* Tho Coemunists* as I have said before* 
strongly insisted upon defending f7uohong end Hankow to the lost* Tho Hsin Hub Jib 
Pao * a Hankow Coonunist paper* published under tho joint signature of such leading 
Coonninlsts os Chon Sao-yu (Wong-min)* Chou Qi-lui* and Chin Pang-hsion (Po-ku)* on 
opinion regarding *tho third stage of resistance** Tho gist of it is as followsi. 


Tho Spanish pooplo hold Madrid* thoir capital* against Ihoir onomy for 
two years* Why can't tho bravo labourors and soldiers of Wuchang and Hankow 
defend their citiesT Tho crucial point is Tdiother or not wo take octuol 
defensive steps* end not whether wo are in a position todifend tho cities or 
not* 

The most important footer tozork throughout *tho third stage of rosistonoe* 
is tho political and economic power of Wuchang and Hankow* The success or 
failure in the defense of the two cities greatly affects not only the third 
stage of resistance but the home and foreign affairs of China horsolf* 
Consequently* the third stage of resistance is closely knit with the course 
of this defense*. 
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"(That are, then, the effective measures for the defense of '.Tuchang and 
Hankow os well as for the rusistauce of tho third period? 

"On tho military side, it is necessary to strengthen tho defense of Vuohong 
and Hankow, end also of tho Yangtze Hivor, and toioinforoo our air force and 
air dofonso propcrationso floi-kozs, students and citizens should be organized 
into a solf>defen3o corps end given military eguipniont end training* 

"On the political side, a committeo should be formed ot once for a general 
mobilization for the defense of ffuthang and Hankow with tho representatives 
of not only tho Nationalist liilitary Committeo and Garrison Headquarters but 
also :>f tho Communists as well es of the industrial, agricultural, or coomeroiel 
oircljs, cultural arganizations end also v/omen's organizations. 

"Besides tho ebovc-*montionod items, the following may be suggested as ex¬ 
pressing general opinions regci*ding the military side of the third stage 
resistance- Namely, the reinforcement of the equipment and disposition of the 
front, unification of conznond, organization of different ar^y corps, military 
training of tho masses, development of guerilla tactics, improvement in the 
method of conscription, etc* 

"Moreover, as on active preparatory step for the third stage resistance, a 
political dopartn»nt should bo at once established in everyone of tho corps 
of different classes** 


Apparently, those claims of tho Communists woi'o not accepted by the Kuomlntang* 

The loss of Ifuchang and Hankow will affect tho Communists more severely than 
any other group* It will, at tho same time, provo not a small blow to the Soviet 
Union who is helping Chino through tho Chinese Communists* Thofact that the 
Japanese are advancing on Hankow instead of Kwangtung, will delicotely effect the 
-elations between the Soviet Union and Bi*ltain, tho two main supporters of China 
■M present* 

Let us now consider the second objective. The Powers now stand at a turning 
point to decide their attitudes towards tho China Incident* On one hand they seem 
to intensify their antipathy against Japan and more talks are abroad about their 
intended aid and loans to help China directly. But on the other hand there ere 
some signs indicative of their approach towards Japan* 

From this point of view wo pay spocial attention to tho discussions hold at 
tho British Parliament on July 26-27* 

Sir Sinclair, a member of tho House of Commons, saidt "It is difficult for us 
to serd any fleet or armj' to tho Far East to support tho Chinese Army* So wo shoul> 
odvanco loans to China instead*" 

■In Older to curb Japon's foolhardiness," stated Lord Bribonk (TNj phonetic), 
"I propose to raise tho customs tariff on tho goods imported from Japon into tho 
British Isles and Dominions and, if necessary, to norogato tho Anglo-Japanese 
Ccmnerciol Treaty of 1911-* 

"It is better to chock Japan in some way rather than to aid China”, insisted 
Lord Cecil* 

"Japon has repeatedly avowed her respoots for British rights and Interests in 
Chino and tho maintenance of the open-door policy there* But in many coses, she 
has acted to tho contrary. V/o don't want to hoar Japon harp on the same string 
any more* ^Thot does the Government say about it?” demanded Milne*

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Conoernln^ this border diaputot some su8peot«from the close Russo^Chinese 
relationst the irorking of some cooperative arrangoments between the two countries 
at this crucial momont« This suspicion seems well grounded idien we consider the 
abova-described importance of Hankow in Russia's Chinese policies as well as in 
tho policies of the Chinese Comnuniets especially at this Juncture when the city 
is about to fall* A further thought may lead us to conclude that the political 
crisis in Europoi caused by the quick advance of the Germans in Czechoslovakia* 
having been alleviated by the recent Anglo-German understanding! it temporarily 
allowed Russia to act more freely in the Far East.

.xtemally to divert the attention of tho people from Stalin's too rigorous purges* 
which might otherwise result in internal unrest end conflict* or that this is a 
Russian demonstration against tho case of 3rd General Lusbkow (TN< phonetic) who 
recently escaped from Russia to tho protection of the Japanose Govemmont* 

Tho writer* however* would liko to take it as a moro border dispute* though a 
rather complicated one* limitod to tho al'foctod region vhioh both parties are 
fighting to occupy* each believing and claiming it as their own* 

But from tho gonoral objective conditions of tho present Russo-Japanese re¬ 
lations wo cannot pass it over as a mere local border dispute* It entails questions 
of critical nature* 

Every Japanese l8d>oply interested in* and cuixious about* tho developments of 
Russo-Japr.iose relations. 

iit tho beginning of this articloi tho writer has said that the Japanese as a 
whole are very quiet Just now*'so quiet that tho writor cannot help feeling uneasy i 
about it* Ib?obobly tho Japanese pooplo aro boginning to realize 'ttie seriousness of 
ttio situation they oro confronted with* Thoir apparent calmness is not a mere 
sign of thoir roslgnatlon but somothing more deeply rootod* 

Many of us will quite agree '.7ith a certain rodicol political loader tho said 
to tho writert 

■It seems that a kind of apathetic resignation is prevailing among the present- 
day Japanose youth* I feel depressed not to hoar them discuss foreign or internal 
social questions vigorously** 

Bo that as it may* it is most important for tho Japanese public to know the 
seriousness of thoir present oiroumstences, for in doing so* they can never be 
vain-gloriousr Y/e firmly believe thot they will in time rise from the present 
chaos with their, own means of solution for this crisis* They will then surely 
display thoir genuine courage toward thoir homo and foreign questions*

At tho request of tho Forolcn irinlstcr, iir, Kokl Hlrota, 
tho British Ambassador, sir Robert Craigic, called upon the 
Foreign Linlst^r on the 30th J>Jccmbor, and was handed the Note 
of the japanes' Government with respect to the incidents of 
attacks made on tho ladybird and other British vessels. 

Essential contents cf the Japanese ijote arc as follows: 

Monsieur L^Ambessadour, 

Concerning tho incidents that occurred on the 12th 
Instant lii which Japanese forces attacked British mrn-of-war 
P.115 and merchant vessels by mlctolce, i had the honour to address 
a Note under date of tho I4th Instunt tendering the profound 
apology of th3 Japanese Government, and stating that they have 
taken tho nocoesary steps to prevent the recurrence of similar 
incldonts, and that they would dom properly -ith those rcs- 
ponslble'ond also defray tho necessary compensation. Your 
Excellency sent a Note in reply under date of the 16th instant, 
in which Your Excellency, after describing the clrcumctr.nocs 
surrounding the incident, said (l) that tho British Government 
were glad to receive my Note of the Kth mentioned above, (2) 
that they requested an assurance that the contents of my Note 
would apply to tho attacks upon tho British merchant vessels, 
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thick fog or haze, visibility vjcs extrciaely poor: and there, 
is no room for doubt as to the fact that our forces never at¬ 
tacked those vessels intentionally, knowing them to be of 
British nationality. This is clearly apparent in the light 
of the one fact alone that our naval air squadrons and military 
units ccasod firing the instant they discovered the nation¬ 
ality of the ships, and our soldiers gave assistance in taking 
car;.- of the drad and wounded of the "ladybird". 

As regards the assertion adv >nood to the effect that our 
military commander concorned spoke of his having received ah 

order to fir*: upon ft 11 vessels on the Yangtze, the Japanese

Gov^rnmont havd, with epeolal concern, investigated ths natter, 
p/ll7 and it has been established f'Qt the alleged order applied only 
to all vcooolG used for military purposes by the onomy, and it 
was nov:r meant to apply to the vessols of third powers. 

As regards tho natters of an apology on behalf of the 
Japanese Gevernmont and compensation, it is only necessary to 
r?affirra rhnt I have said in my previous Note, as for the 
treatment of those re spoils ib lo, although’ it has been establish¬ 
ed that the Incidents wor^' entirely due to a mistake, the 
jteponepc Government, in order to insure against oil possibility 
of similar mietakes, hovo dealt properly with those responsible 
on the ground that thay foiled to tCke the fullest measures of 
prconutlon. 


Finally, t;c r'.-gords the guarantee for the future, the 
Army end the N .vy Irsucd, immediately after tho inoidonts. 
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Strict orders to the forces to guard againot o repetition of 
such mistake by exercising tho greatest caution In every area 
where vessels of Greet Britain and other third Fo^rers are found. 
Also, both the military, naval and diplomatic authoritlos on 
the spot have, in view of tho present untoward Incidents, 
renewed the rigid instructions that had been repeatedly given 
to safeguard life and property in the case of third porers. 

The Japanese Government are studying, and expect to carry out, 
every possible means of realizing the above aims. For instance, 
they intend to ascertain, In still closer cooperation with tho 
British authorities, the whereabouts of British nationals and 
interests, and to communicate intclllgonce thereof to the 
authorities on the spot, and also to subordinate units, and 
'.liethoy hovo taken stops to improve the facilities of communica¬ 
tion for the speedy and offcctivo transmission of ordoro, 

Tho Japanese Government have token all these measures

But thoy aro improsood by tho 
from unimpoachoblo sources —o.g* those 
Jepenoso Oovommont—havo boon pussod over 
boon occordod to dubious information coming 
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vested with no special qualifications* It is a fact worthy of roRark that 
this kind of evidence emanating from Indefinite and uncertain sources is 
invariably used to corr-Vcorato Chinese contentions as apalust those of Japan. 
The Japanese Oovernment liad no means of ascertaininf; in sr.cn c&co the source 
of such information and refuting it, and roust necessarily rcacrva the right of 
making further enquiries to elucidate the degree of credit v.’h.ich is to be 
attached to such material. 

The reception of this kind of dubious or worthless e/id-nce is p’.i ti- 
cularly noticeable in the sections dealing vrith tne Incident oi j.o 5epiei;’oer 
and with the establishment of the Independent v'tate of IJanchoukuo. In tho 
former case it leads to a complete misconstrue.-/lor. of the motives which 
actuated the Japanese armed forces and in the latter case to the pr&ser.tttl-on 
of suggestions for the future goveriuncnt of i?a;i3ru;ria which are ctnsis-ent 
neither with the tenor of the remainder of the F.eptrt nor with tie '''-a ■'■.tlos 
of tho situation. 

In its future deliberations directed to sucuri.ig vho ci th-f b’ar 

East, the League of Nations cannot, in fact, avoid takir.g ;n:'' ascc'irt the 
whole of the existing circuiastancos in this part of the world — in ohina 
as well as in Manchuria, including the events which have transpired sub- 
soquently to tho nircparation of the* Report. It is with a view to af-ord what 
assistance they can to this endeavour that tho present observations have boon 
drawn up, so that Members of tho League may have a clear comprehension of tho 
real situation in all its bearings. 

Whon, in tho course of these observations, reflections aro unavoidably 
cast on tho conduct of the Chln^so, it may bo well to disclaim tho idea, 
somotlmos latent in tho Report, that Japan entertains foclings of bittorness 
or hostility towards the Chinese people. The Jananose Oovornraent bollovc that 
tho Chinosc people have boon much mislc'd, much torrorized and much misrcorcson- 
tod and that their main dcsiro is to enjoy in peace and quiet the results w 
their industry, Japan, maintaining her old friendly attitude, looks forward 
to ages of prosperous and neighbourly cooperation between tho two nations. 

CHAPTER I 
CHINA 

A« Qenoral Survey 

Tho Report Vv,ry properly endeavours, before dealing with the situation 
in Manchu'.la, to give in Chapter I a genera' vicrf c" Cjnna and to foi.nish some 
account of Vne i.ntemal conditions thcro pr-vailing. 

Unfortunately, it reveals that tho investigations conducted by the Com¬ 
mission have been not only incomolcto, but sora..what superficial. It contains, 
indeed, many Just conclusions flovflng for tho most part from observed facts. 
But all those observations and conclusions aro enveloped in a mist of optimism, 
tho glamour of which is certain to bo mialoadlng to anyone who docs not know 
tho true facts. 
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Tho Commission appear to bo •airpristid at such statem'^nts as that "China 
is not an organized State" (p. 17) and that "China is in a condition of com- 
ploto.chaos and incredible anarchy." (p. 17) They call attention to "an 
altogether different attitude that was taken at tlit time- of the ashington 
Conference by all the participating lowers," when in fact there were two com¬ 
pletely separate 0ovemm>.nt3 in CliJ.naj one at Peking and another at Canton — 
v/hon banditry ./as rife, frequently interfering with tho communicat'ons in the 
interior, and when oreparations were being made for a civil v/ar ’.rtilch a £‘s,f 
months aftorv/ards ovorth^e^/ the; Central Covemmont -and sot up a third inde¬ 
pendent government in llanchuria; when, in sh^^rt, "there existed no fewer 
three Qovernmonts orofessing to bo independent, not to mention the virtually 
autonomous status of a number of provinces or parts of provinces." (p. 17) 

At that time, conditions vrore certainly not ideal. But there 7/erc then 
only three main rivals in the field. ?>op.; there is a .-holo kaleidoscope. Outer 
Kongolia and Thibet have been almost entirely lost, \Mlr. th's National Oovem- 
ment at Nanking not only secure no ob<.'di^nco from various local leaders, es¬ 
pecially, the Southern faction at Canton, but are actually threaten-jd by tho 
tronondous conmu-slst aggre-gation /hich has its centr'..’ in tho ^rovincjs of 
Hupei, Fiiclon and Kiangsl. That most of the faeVons aim at the id'.al of a 
United China, of v/hlch each thln''B to bo the roast .r, is oossiblc enough, but 
that does not make China united,’as th- Report seems inclirod to assert. 

At th 3 time of tho V’ashington confer-nco, it uaa possible to hope for 
an early restoration of unity and pence to China, but events hav b<iliod tliat 
hooe. The disunion and anarchy of China have gon from bad to v/orsw;. Thu 
stinjiggles of rival militarists hav-.. boon v/oven into the veiy fabric and struc¬ 
ture of Chim-se politics, comm’onism has deeply entrenched itsell in the heart 
of the country. ‘The habit of civil strife has bucome ingrained and endemicj 
and it is only unreasoning optimism, or a failure to acquaint oneself with the 
conditions on the spot, which can prompt an obo;.rvr?r to detect progress since 

1922. 

Thu Japan-se Government i\;cognize tho Justice and force of many of the 
conclusions of th*. Report in so far as it diials in ChapUr I with th-j present 
conditions H'evailing in China. 

"Political upheavals, civil v/ars, social and economic univ.st, with the 
resulting weakness of the Central Qovernmont, have been tlv. char.act-ri3tlc3 
of China since tlK revolution of 1911. Thos- conditions have adversely 
affected all the nations vd.th ^/hich China has been brought into contact, and 
until remedi-d vdll contino^ a m.naci to world peac- and a contributory cause 
of world.ocoMomic depression." (p. 13) 

At p. 1)/| doalin" y/lth the nrobluns ofi and transforma¬ 

tion ^/bich confronted both Janan and China, th-- Reaort oinphasizos the special 
conditions of China "o’./ing to th; vaitmas of her territory, the lack of 
national unity of her oeople, .and traditional financial .system, vendor ’^ich 
tlve whole of th-. revinue coll-icted did not roach the Cen1i*al Treasury. It 
remarks that "tho reluctance of China to receive foreigners, and her attitude 
to/ard those who 'Tcrc in tho country was bound to have serious cmsoqu.-.ncos, 
and that "it concentrated tho atVjntlon of her rulers on resistance to and 
restriction of foreign influence," and it adds that "as a resist, the con¬ 
structive reform n-ccssary to enable the country to cop‘ with the new con¬ 
ditions was alraoust completely neglcct^id." 
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At p, 16, the Rcoort calls the fact that from 1911i to 1928, "China v/as 
ravaged by warring factions; and the uvor-present bandits grc\r into voritablo 
armies by the onlistjjc.ab of ruined farmers, desperate inhabitants of famine 
stricken districts, or unpaid soldiers. Even the constitutionalists, who were 
fighting in tho South, v/ore repeatedly exposed lu the danger of militarist feuds 
arising in their midst." 

At pp. 16-17, it rotes that upon the establishment of a government at 
Nanking in 1927," toe pi’rty was nerr ready to put into operation its schonwe of 
political and ccono.a..o r.-c.)-£ irr.etien, o'lt •i.-as prevented from doing so by in¬ 
to rna', d'.asensio.as. Vac revolt of various Qcnorals v/ith personal 

arwAca, and tho mcaroo of C »ri‘nJ In fact, the Central Oovomnent had re¬ 
peated?^ to fight for its very existence." 

Finally, on a. 17, it renarlrs that "for a time unity vvis maintained on 
tho rarfaco. But not even the sembhnee of unity could bo preserved when 
por.TCrful war lords concluded alliances amongst thcms. lvos and marched their 
armies against Nanking. Though they never succeeded in their object, they 
remained, even after defeat, potential forces to be reckoned \d.th. I'oroovcr, 
they never took the position that war agiinst the Central Government '.vas an act 
of rebellion. It was in their eyes sijtply a struggle for supremacy between 
their faction and another one -./hich happ'.ned to reside in the national capital 
and to bo recognized ns tho Central Government by foreign Powers," and roaches 
tho conclusion that "from this summary description it appears that disruptive 
forces in China are still po^ferful." (p. 17) 

How can these entirely Justified wtatomonts bo reconciled -.Tlth the opti¬ 
mistic vlcnfs to Tfhich exprosbion is given in the same Chapter? It is stated, 
for instance, on p. 17, that "although, at present, the Central Oovommont's 
authority is still weak in a number of provinces, tho central authority is not, 
at least openly, repudiated." 

It is hardly necessary to recall facts of recent date, subsequent to the 
composition of the Report, ifhich prove that tho struggles bett/eon rival war lords 
are very far from having come to an end- In the North, despite the injunction 
of tho National Government, General Liu Ohon-nien and General Han Fu-chu live 
boon carrying on hostilities since the middle of September. In tho South, 
for Instance, tho struggle for the presidency of the Provincial Govomnent of 
Fukien has also brought about fights botT/con opoosing military and civil fac¬ 
tions. In the ’/est, Thibetan troops haw occupied the Provinces of Hsikang 
and Kokowor, In ti;c Province of Szechuan military operations have taken place 
botv.'cen General L:.n Hsiiing: and in swite of an urgent telegram from General 
Chia.ig Kal-^iiek, wriiiwcling them that ruii bihivicer ir- calculated to produce 
an inr.’csslan of vc.-t af --n. f;.-. x-he^o hostlliti.-a hive gone on uaabatod. 
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Upon this rapid revicv/ of the "disruptive‘forces," the continually con¬ 
trolling nature of which the Report duly recognizes, it’is the conviction of tho 
Japanese Qovornment that, contrary to the viev/ expressed on p. 17 of the Report, 
that "considerable progress has in fact boon made" since the date of the VJ’ash- 
ington Conference^ an Impartial examination vd.ll shov/ that the condition of 
China is in fact much worse. 

B. ANTI-FORZIOII ACTIVITI’;*^ IN CHI^^A 

Tho many intense manifestations of anti-foreign sentiment that have taken 
place in China n.va plr.T'd no less a part than those conditions of anarchy and 
disturbance vdiica h'vo 'lost beo!; described, in creating the atmosphere that gave 
rise to tho recent un.fortunate conflict. 
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The Report itself takes occasion to pronounce that:- 

"Having started upon the road of international cooperation for the purpose 
of solving her difficulties, as was done at Washington, China might have made 
more substantial progress in tho ton years that have Aince elapsed had she 
continued to follow that road. She has only been hampered by the virulence of 
the anti-foreign propaganda -which has been pursued. In t/o particulars has this 
been carried so far as to contribute to the creation of the atmosphere in 
which the present conflict arose, namely, the use made of the economic boycott 
and tho introduction of anti-foreign propaganda into the schools." (P. 18) 

Anti-foreign propaganda (in the schools especially) and boycott are cir¬ 
cumstances of aggravation which are unfortunately dissevered from each other 
in tho Report. They must bo attentively co-ordinated, if we desire to under¬ 
stand the real state of things v/hich prevailed in China, vrtion special causes 
of tension in Manchuria resulted in the Incident of 18 September, 1931* 

Tho "National" Government aro permeated by acute anti-foreign fooling, 
and work earnestly to instil a \'lrulont hatred of foreigners into the minds of 
the younger generation. Fifey millions of young Chinese aro gi-o-wing up under 
the influence of '/iolent id'.t-s, thus constituting a terrific problem for the 
inmediato future. The Nan\-1-.^ Governmom; arc doing their best to foster this 
alarming process. Let vu cico :'ram -lihe Report: — 

"The ideas of Dr. Sn Yat sen arc now taught in the schools as if they 
had the same authority as f :at of th.) Classics in foianor centuries. The 
sayings of the Master rcee-./e tho same TOncratior. .as the sayings of Confucius 
received in the days boforj Mie Revolution. ’Jn.'feotuavately, hov/cver, more 
attention has been given to the negative than tr iJ.e eor.stinictive side ef 
nationalism in tho education of the young, A perusal of the text books used 
in tho schools leaves the impression on tho mind of a reader that their authors 
have sought to kindle patriotism with tho flame of hcatr.;(i, and to build up 
manliness upon a sense of injury. As a result of +'i..s virulent anti-foreign 
propaganda, begun in the schools and ca.v.»''<cd through every phase of public 
life, the students have Ivjc.' i i'.h;<vjd •'•o ong'.ge in por.it-cal activities vfhich 
sometimes have culminated in attacl.s on tho persons, homes or offices of 
Ministers and. other .^u’tho.-x^.isu, to ovTirthx-ow tho Government." 

(p. 19) 
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Til. Report recognises t’vit th. OhM'sc boycotts have ^cn the dcf^lto 
expression of i hostile attitude on th -'Xt of China to.:ards Japan, tiiat they 

in1ur. the economic interests of Ja-onn, ind that tney -^e ^ r.on»^.hA 

dwtrinento;. to friendl;- relations hetvocn Jiaan and Chma both from -a c 
logical r.nd from a material point of vioiY. Th^so observations confirm trioat 
the Japanose GovemiKut have ar.?"y3 cnnsi3tentl.v maintained. 

3ono remarks may, ho'.r.ver, be made on the special character of Chinese 
boycotts '’nd on the question of responsibility for then. 

In recent years, ♦he boycott has dovi loped in China 
teristic of being onnloy^ d not only as a means of yo^st against ^o^tina 
'»''''sur -3 of fcroij’n ?o ;' rs to prot-ot t-'o lives and property of their 
rospcxtlvc subjects in China, but also as an instnuy-nt of national policy 
to secure tl»e abieidonront by onoihor nation of its treaty rights. 

As to the question of governmental ri snonsibility, the Reynrt 
th't "th-re is no doubt" as to the resoonsibllity of the ihernintang for the 
bovLtS ThL is p-’tently corr.ct, and it must be added that the Kuomintang, 
o?^?ei;.tio^a^ls^ ?;.ri?, is not a kmple political party in the Occidcnt.al • 
a r\« ts*-* bu't ^ i*crtil*''r of Chirwi in ■''.ccord'uicc ^fith thw 

?i3n=. I? th.t li. ..ot, .ntaU national r=spo„.l- 

biU.ty uaon the National Qovemnent. 

No isolated doscriptlons, hovr;.ver minute and detailed, of rjitl-foroign 
methods of education and of the operation of boycott movements can bo suffl- 
nf of t'Kjmselv s to f»ivc a full understanding of the actual conditions 
'r "5iUn^1[rSnl I? 1^ nocess^ that th. *olo sho>ad he =o-oi-dtn,ted, 
so as to reveal, undcrlj'ing these t-.ro phases of anti-forci^ activity, the 
onti-forcign oolicv of the Kuouintang and the Nationalist Oove^ent. This 
feature th. Ron<>rt fails to bring out. It is notcvfortly that the 
■>nC tlic I.’ationoliot lovoramont began to play an Important role in 
fo-T ve-’rs of the V/asW-ngton Conference.. They have persisVjntly pursudod tho^ 
-o-cal' -d "revolut‘on''ry pblicry" evor since t’i..y came into po'fcr. It is ^hls 

^oli^^of tlleJv?, as arcll as t'« la rless conditions s’obsisting in Chl^, 
‘^-t has alare.d foreign Po-ers and has Incroascd tholr reluctance to .surrender 
t-;e rights rrtiich constitute at t'.xs noront their onl:.' protection. 

Cn thi- ocint, the r.ooort i p Oi* states that "tha i'^Tly^nce 
•f-ucr^ntanr- rrs antroduced into th. nati'^nalism of China an additional .and 
aino^S tl^o of bittomoss agaV.ist nil foreign 

th' r turn 5' l-as.d t.rritori.5, of adeiinistrative and other not purclj com- 
o!yclal rights .xercised by a foreign agency in railrray yeas, of administra¬ 
tive ri.tits in eonscssions •'Jid settlerxjnts, and of ejrtraterritylal ri ,h s 
'dilch Imoly that forcign-rs arc not ancnabl. to Chinese l»rp, Imr courts 
taxation" (a. 1'’’), and t’.iat"Chlna domoJids ii,mediately the syrender of certain 
exceptional pcr.f..r 3 and privileges because they arc felt to be dcrogatorj to 
her national* di.gnity and sovereignty." (p.23) 

Further studh' v/ould hav. revealed to the commission that they varc not 
emoty "fornjida", but tliat th. Cliln.se authorities v/cro dctera^cd to push them 
through to friiition by their ov/n unilateral declarations and their OT/n brute 

force. 
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The Kuojnint-ing ?irty h-.s tint, md ac-iin announced as its basic foroign 
policy the abolition of foreign ri'^hts, vrith the avowed intention of denouncing 
"unequal" troati- s ’uiilatoraliy, if nacd be, rogardleas of the .attitude of tho 
other signatory '’o .' .rs. In 1926, Ocn-Tal Chiang Kai-shek declared that sho’old 
the ’{''tionalist revolution sjcc-od, China '.ronld '•bolish all "unequal" treatios 
iriaedlately and unllat-rally. In i-'»na'’Ty, 1927, the British Concossions in 
Hankor.’ and Kiuklang ^.'C^c forcibly’’ seized by the ’’uonlntang. 'ts actions may 
have becom.' 3oai,’./hTt mono rodcrato '‘JTtcr thn v.stnblishncnt of the Fationalist 
Government at ITanking in inril, th“. san yc.ar, but its nolicy did not change. 
They repeatedly proclaimi.d their intention of abrogating "unequal" treaties 
aiid of doing auaj' -.'ith tho ri.rhts and Interests acquired by foreigners in 
China. Th„y i\.-x,atedl;/ pledged thonselves to the nubile to cany out this 
policy. Acting upon the oledgo, th- Government on December 23, 1029, oromu- 
lgatf..d a la-j orovidin.g for thv, abolition of extraterritoriality, as from January 
1 , 1030 , and again in Janu'>r;/’ 1931 , declaivd that uni., as a satisfactory settlc- 
m_nt of th I extrateri-itoriality issue could b. arrived at by the end of 
F-bru-’ry, the sa-me year, tho Govemment would proceed idth thoir proclaimed 
policy of abolishing ..xtraterritoriality by other than diplomatic rx-ans. At 
the a.amo time, thexa: ucro Issue-d "R .gulations regarding the Adrainisistration 
of Justice in tho case of Foreigners," and thus they oocnly expressed their 
intention of unilaterally doing avfay r/i'h tho treaties, announcing tho fact 
to thw intoir.ested Po.vc-rs. 

It '.vill be aaparv,nt that foreigners and their rights in China woro faced 
•■/ith serious dangers prior to the Incident of 13 Sopterabor. And, as the Rcoort 
observes, "so far as ja)an is China's .nearest neighbour and largest cjjstoracr, sho 
-has suffered more than .'iny otlxr ?o'./tir from the lawless conditions." (p. 23) 

C. Abnormal Status of Foreigners in China. 

The internal disintegration r/hich in fact llos at the very heart of the' 
capital question of China, togt.thcr "rith tho state of constant insecurity to 
which the lives and ororuirty of .foreigners arc consequ'.ntly exposed? the 
incu].callon of hatred in the schools and the anti-fbrei'*n prooaganda ar»on«» tho 
adol^.ac .r.t? tiK^>. m-t’;od.s of boycott to be' a'anlled to .foreigners of 

on. nr.tionalit,,'~or another; the imilatoral donunciatlon of ti'caties, r.lo.ng 
r.lth th, r..ot of the roeasur- a derived fro.a tho theories of "revolutionai”' 
diplomr.c:/", all contribut-o to 1nv at th' probl.ins '.rhich arc presented by China, 
dertltute as .ahe is of a strong and united gov.^rnmont, with an entirely .aoccial 
cuar-'cter, and prevent the application of usual nethads of solution. Such 
anti-foreign ch-iraeteristics as have been described (and •.•diioh ai*o unparalleled 
.an;aThwre else), have oblig..d foreign POT«.rs to maintain a system for the pro¬ 
tection of their rights and inter,sts at their arm hand. Those Po'^/ers not only 
possess rights cf wXtratcrritorl.al .juri.sdiction In China, but maintain (of 
coiupso bcs.idcs their Icas-d territories) cone-solons in Tientsin, Hankor/, 

Shanghai'.and ot)i.,r cities, v:hleh th ,y themsclvos police and. administer. T/hllc 
thus .making due provision to nininlzc the evil effects of Chinisc lawlessness, 
thvse Pavers hold thorns jIvcs in a condition to protect their rights by force 
of arms.

Vost of th.,se ’owors -ilso h'lve forces station.-d in Shanghai, not under treaty. 
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♦.h sir.plc n-cosaiti s oi* sjlf-defence--.", state of affairs T?hich has 
coriw cbout altog.-ther subsequently to th., w^phington Conference of 1922, .and 
thus shovrs the deterioration of conditions 3?.ncc that date. Uany racn-of-wor 
arc also stationed, not only at sea-ports like Shan^jhat and Tsingtao, but also 
in inland mters, such .as the: Yonitzo P.i /er and th. P.aihc. 

Nor is this an enpty forni There navo b -cn nr.nj'' occasions on r/hich those 
^troops "nd vessels have been o’nploy:d in active solf-defonce. 

Betides such conspicuous ca.aes as tho.ac arosentod by the firing by 
foreiqn forces at Shaojjcen in l?25j th: bonbardnent of '’’^onhsicn in 1926 and that 
of Nanking in 1927, ther- ha’/e been nuncrous case.s in vhich foreign mcn-of-mr 
aavigating the Yangtze P.tv<r have be. n co’»ip-]l-d to return th. unorovoked fire 
of Chinv-sc troops from th- b"jrik3. Th .so unprovok-d attacks have indeed boon 
on the increase in r-c-nt years, particularly since the Kuord.nt.ang cotk; into 
po'./er. 


It is thus cl-or that the po.aitJ.on of foreign Por.a;rs in China is on 
altogether exceptional on-, 'rithout nornllcl in other narts cf the world. Intcr- 
nntion.al usages and the n"jin-r of -xercising tlK right of sclf-dofcnce arc there 
narked by charactcrirtics xmlik- any to be found in other civilized countries. 

The Report itself state's on o. 23 that "the realisation of Chin.a's national 
aspirations in the field of foreign r-'l-ations depends on her ability to dis¬ 
charge th.- function.^ of a nodem Govi'-rnri'int in the sphere of domestic aff.airs, 
and until the discixponcy bcta.'‘;-n these has boon removed the danger of intcr- 
nr.tional friction and of incidents, boycotts, and .arned intorvcntl.ons Trill 
continue." 


The application of vrhat nay be called "Pc.acc liachinery" such .as resort to 
International Courts or Arbitrators encounters i.nsuper.".blu obsbaolcs in the case 
of Cl.iaa, It has b-cn found impo.ssiblc in the p.a3t to jiakc use of these organs 
oven in disputes -.ahlch did not involve vital intc'rcsts. The abnormal conditions 
of Cliiaa and the- fact that the Po'^'ors refuse, in view of thoir exist.ncc, to 
modify the 'hnomol and extraordinaiy ■’ '.stltuions .abov’c-rxntionf d arc sufficient 
proof or t’lo impossibilit:' of auulying ■‘r. Chinese disput-.s the normal "Peace . 
r'r.chinory", as c.rnstitutcd at pres -nt.

A. General Survey 

The Connission socm thro-Aghout to b.; influenced by the assumption that 
ilanchuri.a is natura'ly and nec-ssarily poi’t of Chiria. In fact, on p. 29, they 
3"y it has always be.-n coiisidwivd "an integral part of Chinn." As a matter of 
fact, tho union of lionchui'la './ith China has only been temporary and .accidental. 
This is aopar.-nt from th.i Report, .rhich passes lightly over the situation which 
suporvenv.d on tho dethro.uc.rKiiit of the I'anehu Dynasty. In act al fact, although 
th. Ivanchurian authorities may have "followed the load of Yuan Shih-!:ai," and 
nanytcvo-.n’otconc-rnrd thuisv-lv-s very much about th.-ir constitutional posi¬ 
tion, it is 3 f- to 'ccept th- conoid.:rv:d opinion of Sscarra, .an .advisor to 
th- Nar’'ir.g gevomment, (Li Chine ot lo Droit Int::mation.al, p, 21 aO), that tho 
di.sappearance of the U.anchu Dynasty from China and the consequent disappoarancu 
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o^ ♦he 5 iib‘?tr".'tiin (”sunport") of* the dyn'.stic bond wnich unit»-d j.^nchurin is

Even nssuning thnt in this nbi^uous stnte of thin.-^s linnchurin must bo 
oronounced to hnve'becn for the ff.or.ont duly innoroornted uith Chinn--n largo 
nss-jription—the fall of the United Republic after the death of Yuan Shih-kal in 
1916 signalized the bfenk-up all u:\lty c" govemrent in Chinn. None of the gov- 
emnonts arising in thnt vast area had - y title to supreniacy over the rest, 
and the eventual estnblishr.ont of a gov.. rjnunt at M.an^:in 2 and its recognition 
as a logitinatc govorment by th.- Powers could not invest it with '•uf'ority 
over regions, such as lianchuria, which had never been subject to its sway. 

In point of fact, Ch-’ng Tso-lin never took orders fron any of tho various 
o-" tl 03 who fron tine to tir.io s-izod authority in Poiping, though he may ^vo 
coiissatcd their inclinations '..hen it suited hin to do so. "His attitude from 
tine to tine," says the Report (p. 2B), "depended on the nature of his personal 
relations ’.rith the nilitarj' loaders v7ho controlled the changing central auworl- 
ties. He seens to have look..d unon his relations rdth the Ooveran.nt in the 
sense of a personal alliance." Th- Report gives many instances of his in- 
dopendence and proceeds to d.-Velop the thcor;'', that in assorting indepcndenco 
of, and free alliance alth, the Chinese Qovcrnriv,nt, he did not mean to be 
indcuen''; nt o'* C'dna. (no. 20-29) This aFscrtlon can only r an, at most, that 
Chan'p desired and vrovld have arclco-s.;d .a United China ccmtlsing his o^m Ifan- 
churia. That may or ma;'' not have been th . case, hut it obviously in no rospect 
•’ffccts th- status of ;!^c’'.uria, v/hich dc xjnds solely on facts and not upon 
surmises. In point of fact, in his declaration of I?.ay, 1922, Chang c^ressly 
says that th<. North Eastern Provinces "are not recognized as territories of tho 
Republic of C:a?na."* 

Chang Tso-lin’s sen and successor, General Chang Hsueh-liang, has 
-dopted _ssentlall;r the sar.:= attitude; not repudiating the ideal of a United 
China :*ich shou.lc Include l'a:'.c::uria, and acco xtir.g the Nanlcing Go^'ernmont as 
a syr.ibol of that ic .al unity, but entirely repudiating any subjection to it in 
practjcc. As tho Report says (p. 30), "Th. relationship ’^rith the Central 
Oowmnont depended in all affairs nilitar;/, civil, financial and ^oreign, on 
volunt-'r/- ce-operation. Orders or ins’-a'Ctiona requiring \mquestioning 
obedience would not have been tolcrateu Aopointm-nts or dismissals against 
the •.'Ishes of the lianchwi-.n autliorities Were unthinkable." 


IIXo the Foreign I'i-.iistors in Peking, th- Foreign Consuls in Tientsin 
aad the Foreign Residents both Civil and Rilit-'JV in Tong-shan. 
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Tho Report thus clc.'^rly demo istratcs the entire independence of ?i'anchuria 
under tho Changs from subjection to, or intorferenca by, any Chinese governnont. 

’.'hen, ■Uiercfore, on p. 2?, the P.onort declares I’anchuria to havo "ronained 
1 integral part of China" •’nd clseviherc declares that such is still itsposition, 
t contradicts all that it has ad'Jucod to prove its perfect independence. 

" ivoking against Japan tho Lav/ of Nations, it collides v/ith the nost fundaraon- 
tal doctrine of that lav/, viz., tlict a state must possess and continue to 
_ :esess ono suprerje govornnent. Since 1P16 no single government has over 
c-’-.orted actual authority over the v/hole of China. 

As a further attempt to prove that Nanchuria ought to be regarded as a 
part of China, the Report relies on tho undoubted fact that many or most of the 
present inhabitants of riineauria are Chinese irinigrants. To this, it is suffi¬ 
cient to remark that, as the Rooort itself observes, the Chinese have not a 
l oon sense of nationality, and to add. that tiy: doctrine of tho Report would have 
very /w/k.ard consequences for the territorial status of many countries and for 
tho poaco of the world, if applied ciso-./hoi'o. 
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• D. L'isgovernment of tho Chang Dynasty. 


I ha’A! laecoivod from Hsu S.hih-chang a comunicatlon giving av/ay Throe 
'.tern Provinces, the special areas, Jehol and Cha Ha-crh, also tho Inner and 
wie Outer Mongolia. All these aro not recognizjd as territories of the Repub¬ 
lic of China. 


I, vdth mcr' special position, C'mnot but a*’sune all the res eons ibilities 
thereof, and do my ut/iiost to protect tho lives .and properties of all the 
friendly nations, cultivating friendly relationship with then. All the ii.tpor- 
tant treaties which liave been radc under the Ilanchu Regime and the Republic of 
China will be fully recognized and respected. Tie Foreign Ministers, the 
Foreign Consuls and Foreign Residents ^lo v/ish to conduct negotiations on other 
matters and affairs can corjiiunicatc >/ith my office at Lancha.-/. I shall hcro- 
after hnv closer donmercial rolationsliip than over before v/ith the friendly 
nations in order to promote the happiness and prosperity of the people, b'hat* 
ever tro tics Hsu Sliih-chang will make .after the fir.st day of this month with 
reforenqo to the Throe Eastern Provinces, tho Inner and the Outer Mongolia, 
J..hol and Cha Ha-orh, and which do not havo my diroct ijon.dsslon, v/ill not bo 
recognized by no, and I shall look upon them as somothing done with bad in¬ 
tention by Hsu Shih-chang. (Signed) Chang Tso-lin Connandcr-in-chicf of 
r ligtien Troops." 
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Tho independence of the Threo Eastern Provinces, .and subsequently of the 
Four North-Eastern Provinces, and the maintenance oven subsequently to December 
19^, of their administrative unity, does not mem that lianchurl.a was well 
governed. The Comission note, '.diilo tiiey soiacwh-at extenuate, tho .maladninl.stra- 
tion rdiich prevailed under tho Changs. (p. 31) 


"The il.''nchurian authorities realized that, as beforo, their po\7or derived 
...uch more from their armies than from Nanking. 
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"This fact explains the maintcmmcc of Large standing amios n'mbering 
about 250,000 non, and of the hugo arsenal on v/liich noro tlian v200,000,000 
(silver) are reported to have boon spent. Military expenses ore estimated to 
have amounted to 30 percent of the total expend!t’lre, Thu remainder ’.ns not 
sufficient to provide for the costs of administration, police, .lusticc and edu¬ 
cation. The treasury was not capable of paying adcqua.tc s.alarics to the official.' 
As all power rested in the hnndsof a fert military men; office could bu wmod 
only through then. Mepobisa, corruption and aaladrd.nistration coutined to be 
unavoidable consequences of this state of .affairs. The CoTnission found grave 
complaints concerning this mal’dmlni.atration to be v/idcly current. This state of 
affairs, however, was not peculiar tu V u’.chari.i, as similar or even ’.vorse con¬ 
ditions existed in other pr.coa of Cuin.:'. 

"Heavy taxation was needed for the upkeep of the army. As ordinary 
revenues were still insufficient, the authorities further taxed the people by 
steadily depreciating the Irrcdconablo provincial currencies. This was often 
done, particularly of Late, in connection with "official bean-buying" operations, 
which by 1930 had already assumed monopolistic proportions. By gaining .control 
over Manchuria's staple products, the authorities had hoped to orJiancc their 
gains by conqaclling the foreign bean-buyers, pai-ticularly tlic Japanese, to pay 
higher prlcos. Sudi tr.ansactlons show the extent to ’./hlch the authorities con¬ 
trolled bonks and commerce. Officials likculsu engaged frooly in all sorts of 
private enterprise and used their power to g.at'.icr wealth for themselves and 
their favourites." 

This gloony picture is^vscvor'j.y edited summary of the material presented 
by the Japanese Assessor to tnc Commission in Chapter VIII of "The Present Con¬ 
dition of China", and only imperfectly reflects the true and act’oal conditions, 
^7hich were even worse (c.spccially as regards the administration of Justice and 
the police) than the above extract vrould suggest. But the passage is cffcctivo, 
oven in its moderate st.atoraunts, a.s sho^Ting hovf the llanchurian people laboured 
under an oppressive yoke of official and militarist victimization and how un¬ 
likely it was that any artificial Japanese stimulus was neccss.ary in order to 
induce then to break it when the opportunity came. 

C. Special Position of JapvOn 

It is in this region that Jarxxn has acquired a "special positbn." The 
"special position" of Japan in Manchuria, to ivhich so much mystery is attached, 
is in reality a very simple matter. It is nothing but the aggregate of 
Jap.an's oxceptianal treaty rights in that country, plus the nitur.al consequences 
•which flow from her close noighbo’xrhood and goographical situation .and from her 
historical associations. Her measures of self-defense must be measured by the 
extent of her interests and her interest.*? are exceptional, intimate .-uid vital. 

In the standaxxl ease of the C.arolinc, it was t’lc propinquity to the IMitod 
States and the cxtisjmc import.ancc and disturbed conditions of Canada that led 
the Uni "tod Slates to acq’aiosCc in the action of Great Britain in invading A-oieri- 
can soil'.', and destroying the instant ncnaco. 

Every act of self-defense must depend for its Justification on the im¬ 
portance of the interests to be defended, on the imminence of the danger, and 
on tho necessity of the act. Japanese interests in !'anchuria are commnding; 
her territory is contiguous, and Japan can not depend wholly upon the local force. 
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Her ”special position" in at once apparent# It does not Rive her, nor is ii 
as^^rted to fjive her, a general a?iu vaxatious riRht of intei*vention in the ad- 
ministration of the country. Hut It certainly creates a position in which she 
inust defend herself with uncorjraon energy against military attack. 

The Japanese Government agree fully with the passages in which 'the 
Commission enumerate the rights acquired by Japan in Manchuria by virtue of the 
"raaties of 1905 and 1915, which it is satisfactory to Icnov/ tliat they recognize 
are in full force and cannot )e abolished by unilateral action. 

At p. 38 they observe: — 

"This siunnary of the long, list of Japan's rights in Manchuria s’lov/s 
loarly the exceptional character of the political, economic and legal relations 
reated between that country and China in Manchuria. There is probably nowhere 
in the world an exact parallel to this situation, no example of a country en¬ 
joying in the territory of a neighbouring State such extensive economic and 
administrative privileges."

"Japanese interests in M;incliuria differ both in c’laracter and degree from 
those of any other foreign country, Deep in the mind of every Japanese is the 
iiienory of their country s great struggle with Russia 1 *^ fought on the 

nlalns of Manchuria, at }’u!:den and Liaoyang, along the line of tlie South ..an- 
churia P. ilway, at the Yalu River, and in the Liaotung Peninsula. To the 
Japaneae the war with Russia will ever be romonbered as a life and death 
struggle fought in self-defence against the menace of Russian encroachments, 

The fact that a hundred thousand Japanese soldiers died in this war, and that 
two billion Igold Yen were expended, have created in Japanese tiindq a doterrtlna- 
tlon- that'these sacrifices shall not have been made in vain." - • u '•. •.>- 

• There is nothing in this »'i>ecial position" conflicting (as the Report 
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The "special position" of Japan> so persistently assailed^ has resulted 
In Japan's accomplishment, in spite of many embarrassments, of a great work 
of elvlllaation in Kanchuria. The principal agent id this development has 
been the South Uanchurla Railway in its multiform activities. But neither 
in Chapter II nor in Chapter VIII of the Report is any acknowledgement made 
of the work so acconqjlished — in fact, the Railway is scarcely mentioned at 
all, although great stress is laid on the activities of Chinese Inmigrants, 

The present prosperity of Manchuria is no doubt due as the Report says, in no 
small measure to the influx of a hard-working and plain-livirg Chinese popula¬ 
tion. This can not be ascribed to an official Chinese policy of emigration. 

The phenomenon is simply and solely due to ohe attractiveness of L!anchuria 
to the Chinese farmer. Arid ll<.nchuria was attractive, not because it was well- 
governed, but because, owing to the presence of Japan, it was free from the 
scourge of war. The Chinese, as is well knovin, and'as is pointed out in the 
Report, are highly adaptable to envlroninent and aro destitute of any strong 
natioruil feeling. Their connection, if any, with China is a matter of social 
and family sentiment. It inqplies no political attachment whatever. "The ties", 
as the Report observes (p 125),"between Manchuria and the rest of China remain 
chiefly racial and social," l.o., they are not political. They are "racial 
and social rather than economic^" (p 123) In view of this, it is difficult 
to understand the eiq>hasis which is placed by the Report on the political 
efficiency of this non-political, non-economic tie. 


D. Attacks on Japan's Position 


Although the Report says littlo concerning the entez*prises and estab¬ 
lishments of the Japanese in Manchuria, it is these enterprises and establish¬ 
ments which have been the objects of Chinese direct attack, and in Chapter III 
of the Report these particular questions are examined, vist- 

1. The encircling policy directed against the South Manchuria 
Railway. 

2. The embairassments placed in the way of leasing land and 
of the exercise of other treaty rights. 

3. The oppression exercised upon Japanese subjects, and es¬ 
pecially on those of Korean origin. 

li. The assassination of Captain Nakamura. 

But the Repox*t, neither in Chapter III nor anywhere else evinces any 
condemnation of the deliberate policy of violation and repudiation of treaties 
and other engagements pursued by China,—it even inclines to excuse them on 
the plea of the nationalist prograrame of emancipation. Nor docs the Report 
touch on the impossibility, by reason of the hostile attitude of China, of 
arriving at any satisfactory solution of pending questions. It is to be re¬ 
gretted that the Report deals vrith those natters piecemeal and here again 
falls to co-ordinato them into one whole. If that had boon done, it would 
have been apparent that one basic cause un<^erlay them allj and that, whatever 
the precise rights or wrongs of each case, they wore manifestations of a 
fixed Intention to annihilate Jaoanuse rights in }!anchurla. 
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Tiiat conclusion is more clearly ap'^i^nt in the sunnary given in the re¬ 
port (pp 30 - 31 ) of the situation as it developed in Manchuria after the alliance 
of Qonoral C:\ani» Hsueh-liang v.lth the Governricnt at Nanking. 

"In the. do;;iain of foreign polip^*, the union of Manchuria rdth tho 
Nationalist flovornnent was to have moi'o important consequences^ although in 
this respect, the local authorities 'Yore also left much liberty of action, 
persistent assaults of Chang Tso-lin on tho position of the Chinese Eastern 
Rail'vay in Manchuria, and hi.s disregard of certain rights claimed by Japan, 

3 ho \7 that in Manchuria a "fox’.vard policy" had already boon adopted before tho a »■ 
union with the Nationalists. Hovwvcr, after tho union, Manchuria vras opened to '■ 
T/ell-organized and systematic Kuonint.ang propaganda. In its official party 
publications and numerous affiliated organs, it never ceased to insist on the '*■' 
primai*j' importance of the recovery of lost sovoi'cign rights, and abolition, of , 
unequal treaties, and the wickedness of imperialism. Such prt aaganda was bound, 
to make a profoimd impression in l!anc)iuria, \ihore tho reality of foreign _ 

interests, ooiirts, police, guai’ds or soldiers on Chinese soil, was apparent. " 
Througii the Nationalist school-books party propaganda entered the schools. 
Associations such as the Liaoning -Voole' 6 Foreign Policy Association raado 
their an’pearanco. Thoy stimulated and intonslfie'd the nationalist sentiment 
and carried on an anti-Jananosc agitation. Pross’jre \fas brou^^t to bear on 
Chinoso houso-ov.'nors and landlor-'s to raise tho rents of Jaoanosc and Norcan 
tenants, or to re-fuse rcnc^ral of rent contracts. The Jananosc reported to the 
Connlssion irany cases of this nature. Koitjan settlers were subjected to 
systomatlo persecution. V.-jrious ordoxs and instructions of an anti-Jaoancso , 
n.atuj ’0 were issued. C.ascs of friction accumulated, and dangerous tension dcvol-^- 
oped. The ruomintang ‘’arty headquarters in tho provincial capitals v/oro ostab- 
lished in March, 1931, and subsequently branch organizations woro set up in the ’ 
other towixs and districts. Party props*andists from China came North in in- _ 
creasing numbers. Tho Japanese compla’.ned that tho anti-Japanos* agitation,. , 
was intensified every day. In April, 1931, a five days' conference under the 
a’lsp.iccs of the ?eo.plc's Foreign Policy Association was held at Kidcdon, with , ’ 
over three hundred delegates from various parts of I^anchuria in attendance. 

The possibility of Ij.qaidating tJio Japanese position in Manchuria </as discussed, 
tlie rccovoi’l'' of tho Louth Manchuria Railway being included in the resolutions 
ndcp+.ed. At tiiC same timo, tho U.S.S.R. and her citizens suffered from similar.-; 
tendencies, while tho t.Tiito Russians, altliou.gh they had no soverci.gn rights , < 
or exceptional privileges to surrender, v/oi'c subjected to huniliatlon and ill” 




treatnont." 

Urifortunatcly, t!xis mmrvary, which gives an adequate picture of tho 
situation ns it existed on the evo of 18 Gepteraber, is only to be found in 
Chaotcr II of th-o Rooort, and notlilng is said about it in con-cction with the 
aoco-unt of the incident of that dr.to (which is dealt xri-th in Cluaptcr IV). - ^

In dealing Tri.th that crucial subject in Chapter IV, the Report evinces 
no anprociation of its connection ‘with tho long chain of Chinese attacks on 
Japanese interests. Neither tho Intcnslvo boycott of Japanese goods, nor the ' 
deni.al of vrJidlty to Japanese treaties, nor tho dostructive coi^etition \.lth 
tlie Jaoanose railvrays, nor the obstructions put in the way of Korean immigrants, 
nor the uannaoshan affair, is referred toj and the case of Captain Nakamura 
is only incicantally touched upon. Tho vrtiole background of tho Incident is 
cut adrift,

The Incident of IB Sept..mber and Subsequent Operations 

The Jananese military authorities hav^ fui’nished to the Commission both 
’.Triting and in conversations id.th the Headquarters Staff of tho K.^antung 
' rmy. with a coriplcto and detailed information rogardiiig the vai’ious pha.sc8 
cf tills Incident. This infomatfl.on is considered by the Japanese Governm-nt 
'1 acrurato and truthful account, ajid they n-xst sustain it in its integrity. 

Th. Report sums up t'.iis infer,nrtion in six paragraphs entit^-d "The 
P.oa.nc 80 Version", (p? 67-.'i9) rrom this suranr.ry, nuiniy not unimport^t details 
*.• 0 omitted: acnordinglj’, i:.mtirs of the Council, vho ^rish for f’irtl^r in- 
••urmatlon, are referred to the accounts s’xppliod by the prlnciral actors 
""•.-..msclvcs and inserted in tho docunents presented by the Japanese Covornnent. 
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Iftev suTining up also the "Chinese version", the Report for- 
nulates certain conclusions v/hich cannot but cause surprise, as 
they aie not the 'Jogical consequence of the tv/o versions which P**®" 
cede then, and appeor, ns tne Report itself adi.iits, to be especially 
unfluencea by Infornation dravm frori other and unoal’ielol sources* 

The Cornission recognize (p)71) bhe fact of the explosion, 
but they add that the damage done was not of itself sufficient to 
justify military action. Kere they fail to take into account two 
' cher factors, which they nevertheless admit to have existed, viz., 
[rhe state of acute tension already existing between the conflicting 
’illtary forces and the existence of '’n emergency plan of crnpalgn 
.'»;iich the Japanese army, like any other organized force, must neces¬ 
sarily prepare whenever it is stationed on or in the neighbourhood 
of foreign territory, particularly v/hen repeated occurrences show 
that prompt measures nay become iriper®tive. 

This state of acute tension, admitted by the Report to have 
xisted, - gener''! and growing tension between China and Japan and 
i.ocal tension between the r.llltary forces in close contac.^, “ 
as has already been observed, insufficiently brought out in the Re¬ 
port. 

As respects the assertion th“t the Japanese had "a carefully 
prepared plan to meet the case of possible hostilities between them¬ 
selves and the Chinese" (p.71), it is only necessary to look for a 
moment at the facts, to be convinced th'-t no other Power or its 
Trmed forces could possibly have acted cthorwise. 


T .e Japanese Army in Manchuria before l8 September, in view 
of its much inferior strength faced as it was by very superior 
forces provided v/ith a vast supply of material including aeroplanes, 
reserve munitions and a greet arsenal, natur*‘lly had to 
the event of some occurence or a Chinese attack obliging it to take 
immediate steps to prevent itself from being overwhelr.ed by a more 
numerous adversary. That the Jap»'nese Army had its plans for deal¬ 
ing with such a situation is undoubtedly the case and it would have 
been a gross lerellcticn of duty if it had not. Every possible com¬ 
bination had been minutely worked out; frequent manoeuvres helped 
*0 make the execution of thr pl"n almost automatic. And although a 
certain amount of initiative had to be left to those who were on 
the spot in any given conjuncture, the main objectives in 
•IV attack were foreseen and well known. It was therefor*} perfectly 
untural tn-^t after the explosion on the railway line and the firing 
of the first snots, - all the work of Chinese soldiery - the plan 
as "put into operation with swiftness and precision," (p.71) 


The Report draws a contrast between the preparation of 
cJ.ergercy plan, a most legitimate and necessary r;easure of security, 
and the absence on the Chinese side of any plan "of ettarkirg the 
Japanese troops, or of endargerir.g thr lives or property of Japanese 
m^tionals at this particular tine or place." (p.71) Thev rely, in 
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support of this attitude, on a telegr«>n supposed to have sent 

on 6 Septenber by Gerer*'! Ch^ng J .uch-liang, ir.structArg the Chinese 
forces to exercise pt t'.e'ice and avoid having recourse to force» Sup¬ 
posing - though the oop^nese have no knowledge on the point - that 
such a telogr«K was in fact despatched, received and circulated, 
and further th-t these orders were not subsequehtly cancelled or 
modified by General Ch'»ng Hiiueh-iianj h’’nseli‘, the v.siegvan in It¬ 
self could not, in the nolorioua stat ^ of indiscipline^ ci a ‘..hlnese 
army, give any guarantee that the Chinese would never nave £, 
the Japanese, ncr could it furnish any c'^cisive proof tha^c Jiey did 
not naice the attack of the Itith of September 4 And it is to be re¬ 
marked that in point of fact the Chinese troops did attack on that 
night '»nd continued to resist by fcrce cf arms. The Commission s 
st'>tGrent that "the Chinoft-- made- no li-d or authorised attack 

on the Japanese forces," rho’>? th'^t they ds not discard the hypo¬ 
thesis of n Chinese attack, net would limit its te»' -ing on the case 
by refusing to call it "c-orcerted”' cr Authorized", According to 
the Report, the attack night be the werk of soldiery acting on their 
own initiative and without orders L'vcr. their superiors. 

But in any event there remains the solid fact that the explo- 
sibn did take place, and that an attack was launched by Chinese 
soldiers: in consequence, the Japanese emergency plan was automati¬ 
cally put in notion long before such questions -as the extent of the 
damage could over be discussed. 

In dealing with the events of the night of I 8 September, the 
Coniilssion have thought it their duty further to add that "the nill- 
t«>rv operations of the Japanese troops during this night. . . . , 
cannot be regarded as measures ol legitimate scif‘*defence» (p./l/ 


It is entirely impossible to accept this opinion, which must 
be a surprising one to anyone belonging to those countries which 
are parties to the Briand-Kellogg Treaty for the Outlawry of War. 

The paragraph concerning the right of self-defence contained 
in the Identic Note of Mr. Kellogg, Secret«‘ry of State, dated 23 
June, 1928 , reads: - 

"(1) Self-defense. There is nothing in the American draft 
of an anti-war treaty which restricts or impairs in any way the 
right of self-defense. That right is Inher ent in every aovereiga 
9t»tG and is imulicit in every treaty . Evei^ation is free at 
^ll tines" and reg^dless of treaty provisions to defend its-ter¬ 
ritory from attack or invasion and it alone is competent to de¬ 
cide whether circumstances require recourse to war in self- 
defense. ..." 


The Resolution adopted by the Senate of the United States at 
the time of r-’tificatlon of th"t Treaty st«tes: -

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The Gern«n Governnent in their letter of April, 1928, to 
the Anericen Anbessador jo Perlln, also dechre th^t ■'.•hey start With 
the presunption th’^t the proposed 'ov-ef-ty ' would not put 'in question 
the sovereign right of any state to defend itself.-' 

The Japanese Governnent, inforned of ell these comunicationa, 
also did not fail to enphasize in their note of 26 May. 192c, to 
the Anerican Ar.bassador, thet "the proposal of the United States 
is understood to contain nothing th‘»t would refuse to independent 
states the right of self-defense." 

In the face of these express reserves, the right to pronounce 
a decisive opinion on ar act of self-defence, fa11^ solely within 
the sovereign appreciation of the interested stat<^. And on this 
point the finding! of the CannlssJon explicitly is th''t "the Connls- 
slon does rot exeJude the bVpotbesij th»t the officers on the spot 
nay have thought tr.ay were acting in seii'-defence." (p.71) 
case of this Inciden-. of 18 &''ntc’^b'=‘r, one eyxept the officers 
on the spot could possibly be qcalH'i. -i to j-odge whether or not 
the action undertaken by the Japanese Arny 7jss a r.o.asureof self- 
defence. 

It is unnecessary hero to enlarge on the nature of the right 
of self-defence. It has never been better defined than by Mr. 

Daniel Webster when as Secretary of State of the Anerlcan Republic^ 
he laid down th^'t it denanded for its Just exercise a case of 
"necessity, Instant and overwhelning, allowing no choice of means 
-nd no instant for deliberation." With those conditions the Inci¬ 
dent of 18 September preoisely..cor.plies. There was the necessity of 
meeting a great and innlnent danger - an overt attack by nenbers of 
a vastly superior force, capable, if not nipped in the bud, of driv¬ 
ing the Japanese into the sea. There was no choice of means - 
what else was to be done? There was no instant for deliberation - 
the open attack w^s launched upon then. It is fortunately unneces¬ 
sary to consider whether the magnitude of the Interests at stake 
warran-ted forcible m.easures. For these Interests were nothing less 
than the whole position of Japan in the Far East. 

It is as Ir.possible as it would be unjust to make Japan re¬ 
sponsible for the further events which supervened on the Chinese . 
resist^rce. Measures of self-protection usually meet no resistance 
and are at once settled by anlcable di.acus.aion bc-i.'esn the govern¬ 
ments concerned. If, however, they are met by aimed opposition, 
there is no knowing how far they nay develop, and necessarily so. 

It may not be inappropriate to recall the case of Navarlno. 
where a conflict was so little desired or expected th«t one of the 
governments involved described it as an "untoward event." The 
Egyptian nrnoment had cor.e to assist the Turks to suppress the re¬ 
volt in Greece; they were faced by a fleet of English, French end 
Russians, who were bent on preventing them, from doing so. In that 
stete of tension, c chance shot furnished the spark thet produced 
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Ihe conflict. The result dcstroycvi the E^;yption fleet «>nd Turkish 
hopes, end set the so”! on the independence of Greece._ Yet it be¬ 
gan in nore self-defence •• the return of fire. This illustrates 
how inpossible it is to lli it the consequences of self-defensive 
neasures. 

The Connission, v/hlle dr''v/ing attention to the synchroniza¬ 
tion of the operations which took place on IS Septenber throughout 
the entire extent of the South M''nchuria Rallwny Zone, onit to 
notice the necessity for such sinuit^neous action. There was no 
other pltern’>ti'/'c for the Japanese Conriander, with his 10,400 troop 
otaticned all along -"'n eleven-hvncxed kiionetre lino of r»llwpy, 
and faced by 2;?0;,0j0 Chinese troops (without reckoning 110,00 be¬ 
yond the Great V*?!! also under Gener*>i Chang Ksueh-li^ng's connand) 
At Mukden itself, a single Japanese roginent of reduced strength 
together v/ith a few r^’llway patrols, 1,W0 non in all, were f«ced 
by 15,000 Chinese with sone forty guns; and a sinilar situation 
existed at Changchun end elsewhere. The Japanese Cormander-ln-Chief 
was in fact responsible for the protection of over ® nlllion Jap¬ 
anese subjects residing in Manchuri'*. In c^’se of an attack at one 
point, and with the evident possibility before hln of attacks at 
other points, the only possible v/ay of assuring that protection 
was to use all the transport facilities that the railway afforded, 
and to take the Chinese troops by surprise before they could have 
tine to nove. 

To sun up,, the operations which connenced on the night of 
18 Soptenber wore only the putting into active execution of a plan 
prepared to neet the case of a Chinese attack, and whose pror.ipt and 
accurate execution had always been considered by the Connender-ln- 
Chlef as absolutely essential for the fulfilnent of the task of 
prohection which was incuribent on hin, in view of the great local 
superiority of the Chinese. These operations had no relation to 
anything but self-defence, and the Japanese Governnent cannot allow 
either their necessity or their appropriateness to be the subject 
of dispute. 

The Report relates at considerable length the ensuing opera¬ 
tions undertaken subsequently to l8 Septenber v/ith a view to ef¬ 
fectively ensuring the safety of Japanese life and property. The 
Japanese* Governnent will not here enter into the nuiierous points 
of detail on v/hlch otserv''tlons would h^ve to be nade. They are con¬ 
scious of never having transgressed the due Units of the right bf 
self-defence. 


CHAPTER IV 
THE NEV/ STATE

The Report concludes, in the first Pl’^ce, that nothing was

It has been clearly explained above, however, that Manchuria 
has always constituted s special territory, geogrrphically -^^d hls^ 
"orlcally distinct fron China Proper. It constituted a separate 
;::aai{; donainr there was no power in the Republic or its f i'icers 
to annex it to China Proper, and its Innepcndehce was ®t le-st tw-j 
proclained by Chang Tso-lin, os the Report Itself ^

ted by the Report. At the expense cf “‘'nchuria, their ^nbltlon an 
greed induced then to enb-^rk on costly and disastrous invasions of 
China, and it is natter of history th-t this led very long ago to 
the cry of "Manchuria for the Manchurians," enbodled in the nove- 
iSent SoSn as "Paoching Aanln" (Preserve the frontiers and give us 
peace). Fron such a novenent to oonplete independence, in nne a 
well as in fact, was a very snail step. The exxstcnce of no 

went is no supposlrltlous fignent; its leaders «re perfectly well 
known* they were Mr. wor^g Yung-chiang (Prov-ncl”! Governor of 
Fengtien under Chr.ng Tso-lin) and Ur. Yu Chung-han, one of Chang s 
counsellors. Both h^d to r»"sign and give way to Chang s grandiose 
schemes. It was this Yu who subsequent to tno 
tenber becane the organizer of the Self-Gove rnnent Guiding 
^IStlonef l"torV In this he wns not yleldlne t° 

tlons; he wes nerely o.rrylne on his Interrupted work. His osse is 
typical, ^21- 
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The point need not be ol^borntcd by citing the other inde¬ 
pendence noVenents of different slr'dea which ^rose in the tine of 
the Chengs. Buc e cortein surprise riey be ovowed th'^t the Report 
avers th?t the idea of independence did not exist. 

The nis^o/ernnent and extortions of Chang Tso-lln and General 
Chang Hsueh-l.'.ong had long driven the educated Chinese and Manchus 
to consider the itece.saiiv' of reforrs. Dr. Cheo Hsin-po, President 
of the Lawyers Assooiatlon of MoF.dan, broached the subject to 
Chang Tso-lin, but he had refused to listen to hlti. At the Feng- 
Srung University, in Mukden, a group of professors also took up the 
study of the political reforr.s rendered necessary in order to coun¬ 
teract the nilitarist policy of General Chang Hsueh-liang, and Dr* 
Chao v^ps in touch with this group. • 

There was in existence, therefore, "t a period prior to Sep- 
tenbor 1931, a novenenx. based on Manehurl''n independence, “nd here 
the Connisslon appear to have entirely left out cf sight all the 
InforT’.etlon supplied then, particularly in the course of converse*- 
tlon In Manchuria with the loading personages in the new Governnent. 

So nuch for the assertion that Manchurian Independence had 
never been heard of. We now cor.e to the node of the definite as— 
tablishnent of the independent St^te of Manchoukuo and the attitude 
of the Japanese toward it. Here the Report is very far fron being 
in accordance with the facts. 

The Report says that the noVenent to proclnin the independent 
State of Manchuria was inaugurated, organized and carried through 
by the Japanese as a solution for the situation which had arisen 
as a consequence of the everts of 18 Septenber, utilizing for this 
purpo.ae the nanes and active co-operation of cert'-in Chinese per¬ 
sonage's; rhat the aotivicies of the Japanese Headquarters Staff 
wars narked, fron 18 September onwards, by political motives; and 
that the General Staff in Tokio lent the independence rovenent 
their assistance and gave directions to its organizers. 

But a little thought will show how unfounded is this assump¬ 
tion. 

viien the authorities who under General Chang Hsueh-llang were 
respor.f.ible for the naintenance of order in Manchuria disappeared, 
as they mainly did ali;ai’ the everts of 18 September, some organiza¬ 
tion was evidently necoor-’ry ir order to carry on the nornal mach¬ 
inery of daily life; ioca' vxgi.lance committees were formed by the 
local leaders, and the Japanese Arn-' welcomed their cooperation 
and assisted then. An army Js bmmi to do as little damage to an 
occupied .territory as possible, and the preservation of the means 
of civilized life was one of the first cares of the Japanese Army 
and was aeconpiiahed in this wny. That these nuclei of government 
eventually oviletcod ^nd d^■vei•i)^3d iiiLo a genuine state is no nat¬ 
ter for aatonishi-.ent end offers no occasion for invoking an imagi¬ 
nary Japanese sc-imuius. The couuiry had been wretchedly governed 
and was only superior to CliJi'ia in this, — th^t it had one master 
and was not ravaged by the conflicts of half .a dozen. It is no 
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wonder th^t its new 'jdninlstr'^tors decided to be free of the Chang 
rogirie. To »»n 5 'onp ecqnajntpd with thr pctu**! conditions which pre- 
V'»iled in Manchuria^ before 'md pft.er the l3th of Septenber, 1931? 
it will be rendii.y apparent that the widespread deterninptlon to 
get rid of the Criar.g adn:nis*.ration was one which was easily capable 
of dcvelopinp into a novei'.^nt for the proclanption of conplete in¬ 
dependence. And in this ccnnection, it should also be renenbered 
that "nother novenent - that for the Restoration of the Manchu 
Dynesty - is as old as the Republic of China, end has been connect¬ 
ed throughout in a large degree with lionchnria, once the cradle of 
that D 3 »npsty '•nd later its own crown donaln. The "independence 
novenent," as it actu'^lly de/eloped, can h-^ve cposed no surprise to 
anyone with »n Intirate knowledge of these circun^'.pnees. And the 
supposition that it was v;hoily kT, 97 ? line 25)? or partially 
(p. 97 line 33)? the work of unidentified Japanese or of the Jap¬ 
anese General Staff nust then be discarded. 

According to the st'^tonents of the Report itself, all these 
novenents in favour of local? provincial and state Independence 
were the work of personages of high standing who were all Chinese, 
Manchus or Mongols. At Kukden, it was Dr, Chao Hsin-po, President 
of the Lawyers Association, Mr. Yuan Chin-kai. a forner Vice- 
President of the North Eastern Political Connittee under General 
Chang Hsueh-liang, Mr. Yu Chung-han, Vice-President of the Connit¬ 
tee of Peace and Order, Gener^*! Tsang Shlh-yi, Governor of the 
Province of Fengtlen. At Kirin, it was General Hsl Hsla, Acting 
President of the Provincial Gov.’-nnent; at Harbin, it was General 
Chang Chin-hsl, Adninlstr»tor of that Special District. And the 
persons who worked at the preparation of plans of the establish- 
nent of the new State were two Chinese, Mr. Yu Chang-han and Gen¬ 
eral Tsang Shih-yi. The detailed org^'nlzatlon of the state was 
franed, and the Declaration of Independence drawn up. by the prin¬ 
cipal nen of Fengtien, Kirin, Heilungkiang, Jehol ana the Special 
District, and by various Mongolian bannernen who aasenbled at Muk¬ 
den. And Chinese, Manchus and Mongols alone conprised the North- 
Eastern Adninistrative Council, which forred the gern of the new 
State.

The evident inconsistency between the facts and the conclu¬ 
sions of the Connlsslon becones a sheer contradiction if we con¬ 
sider the dates. The Connittee for the Preservation of Order in 
the region of Fengtien was established on 24 Septenber and already 
on the 26th it was issuing declarations which contenplatrd the in¬ 
dependence of that province and of the Three Eastern Provinces. On 
26 Septenber General Hsi Hsia declared the independence of the 
Province of Kirin. At Harbin, on 27 Septenber, there was established 
a Connittee for the Preservation of Order. On 1 October, General 
Chang Hal-pcng proclained his Independence at Taonan*-. On 17 Octo¬ 
ber General Yu Chi-shan, the Connander of the Liaoning Arny of De¬ 
fence, also declared his independence, dcnandlng the foundation of 
a Marchu-Mongol state with the ex-Enperor as its ruler. Can it be 
supposed that between 18 Septenber and these various Independence 
novenents, Japanese officials can have net together, concerted and 
agreed upon a progranne of initiating Independence, and secured its

'•Self-Governnent Guiding Board" organized under the nan«>genent of 
Mr. Yu Chung-han, for the purpose of co-ordinating the action of 
the various connlttees for the presert^ation of peace, or for inde¬ 
pendence, which had already been constituted in the Province of 
Fengtien since the beginning of October. Dr. Chao Hsin-po re¬ 
counted to the cotinisslon how the association of which he is Presi¬ 
dent set to work, imediately after 18 Septenber, to forn an Inde¬ 
pendence Cormittee, which sent delegates to the various provincial 
districts to ascertain the opinions of the leading personages re¬ 
garding the establlshncnt of a nev governnent. 

Finally the Report na^es the point that such a novenont in 
favour of a change of governnent could not have been carried throug'. 
But for the presence of the Japanese troops. But the Japanese 
troops were there in the exerci.se of their Just rights. They were 
stationed in the r*‘ll’-’ay zone in virtue of a right derived fron 
treaty, and they noved out of the zone in the exercise of the right 
of self-defence. If the independence novenent took advantage of the 
conditions thus created, that altered in no wise the spontaneity of 
the novenent. There are nany Instances in other Continents where the 
presence of foreign forces has afforded the possibility of attain¬ 
ing independence, «nd where th^t independence has never been ques¬ 
tioned. 

It nay be urged that the Nine Power Treaty of 1922 prevents 
the Signatory Powers fron inpalrlng the sovereignty of China. That 
la true, but irrel6V'*nt. If in the due fulfilnent of its lawful 
rights, a Signatory Power finds herself in Chinese territory, she 
cannot be held responsible for the consequences. If these conse¬ 
quences Inpalr Chinese sovereignty «nd integrity, it is not she who 
is to blane. Even supposing, therefore, th*'t Manchuri® under Gen¬ 
eral Chang Hsueh-liang v/os really an integral part of China, still 
Japan cannot be answerable for the consequences of her proper and 
necessary action. If China really were an organized state, exer¬ 
cising an integrity of administration in Manchuria, this would 
still be true. 

In short, to deny th-t the present regime is to be regarded 
as the outcome of a n»tur“l ard spontaneous novenent is to admit 
that all the evidence presented by Manchoukuo has been disregarded. 
The "Hlstolre de 1'Independence du Mandchoukouo" prepared by the 
Manchurian Governnent and presented to the Commission, cont-lns 
an account of the successive demonstrations in f-^vour of indepen¬ 
dence which took place in the v'^rious districts throughout the coun¬ 
try. Here, we have precision end open declarations; names are 
given; the text of declarntlons and resolutions is reproduced. Com¬ 
mercial, industrial, agricultural, cducatlona’’ groups, sometimes 
numbering thousands of adherents, were represented at those demon¬ 
strations. For the Constituent Assembly, delegates were appointed 
in each district, in the accustomed fashion, by the accord of the 
four leading local associations, so that the General Assembly 
which on 29 February, 1932, proclaimed «t Mukden the establishment 
of the new State was fully representative of every interest. And 
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tt Is singular that the Report, in sketching ? pr«'ctlc«l systen 
by which to escert^in the s':'’te of popul‘»r opinion on the donduct 
of a Manchurian Governiaer.t suggests this very sane traditional sys 
ten of represent" tiens of the Chanbers of Conr.rrce, the Tr^de Gull 
and othrr civil agenciao.. (p.j.3-^-) 

In fine, the concliioionc of the Connission in this section 
of Chapter VI run counter to the historic elenents which underly 
the new regine, to the piycholcgiopl and r.atcrial causes which hav 
called forth the surge of latent sentimnts, and to all the f^cts 
which go to prove the spontnnccus character of the independence 
Movenent *>nong the people of Manchuria, which has had for its re¬ 
sult the foundation of the new State. 


The Japanese Gcverrjnrnt repeat, without fear of contradic¬ 
tion, that the r.ovenent lor the proclanation of the independence 
of Manchuria was a genuine, 3Uont''neous, popular and natural one. 
The old crown donain inat"llel the descendant of its ancient 
chiefs as Its ruler, to secure it alike fron the oppressions of 
Its quondan nilitarist tyrants and fron the .anarchy of China Prop¬ 
er. Why this enlnrntly rational and natural step should be ascrib¬ 
ed to the Machinations of Japan, it is h"rd to Inaglne. The asser¬ 
tions th"t the chief agency in bringing about independence was an 
organ of the Kwantung An.y He'^dquarters (p.9?); th"t a group of 
Japanese officials conceived, organized and carried through this 
novenrnt (p.97), and th^t the activities of Jap'-nese officials 
were i "nost effective" factor in the creation of M«nchoukuo (ibid 
are assertions destitute of foundation, contrary to the express as 
surance of this Governnent, and entirely unsupported by evidence. 
In putting then forward, the Report appears sinply to have adopted 
wholesale the allegations of the Chinese Assessor*

CiGult '’ccorcled to the letters of unknown Chinese, all but two of 
v/hich are o«1.1 to be unfavourable to Manchoukuo and Japan - and the 
little weight ascribed to officlrl ner.oranda and to th*^ petitions 
and dcclar'^tiors of responsible todies, which enunerate the griev¬ 
ances which the; population had against the late administration and 
which give voice to its aspirations «nd its hopes. 


The Commission h«'ve received 1548 letters objecting to the 
foundation of the nev/ St^t^. Consi.lrring the vigour “nd activity 
of Chinese propaganda, it is rc«lJy astonishing th^t they received 
no more. There arc sor.e 30,000,000 people in Manchuria, and if one 
in tv/'- ty ft)us?nd only w'’s moved to corjiunicate his desires to the 
Commission, the f^ct is r''thfr o tribute to the credit of Manchou- 
kuo th'>r otherwise. On the other h'^nd, the positive evidence af¬ 
forded by gatherings of thousands of people in favour of Manchoukuo 
supported by the testi’.ony of responsible deleg'>tions and leading 
citizens, is simply dismissed ns gcner'-lly due to the machinations 
of th'- Japanese. It is surely intelligible th«t a people who had 
edmittfdly been systpn«>tic»lly "squeezed", oppressed and defrauded 
by their rulers wool 1 not need the stimulus of Jap'>nesr threats and 
bribes to induce them to accept **3 '>pprovc e government which at 
least offered thcrm '' chance cf s curlty fot the produce of their 
labour. Certainly the “ttitude of the f*^rners "nd workmen cannot 
be collected from the opinions of "foreigners and educated Chinese" 
(p. 109) 



As to the other classes of the population (officials, police, 
soldiers, business men, bankers, etc.), the Report not only care¬ 
fully takes rote of anyone who is hostile, but discredits those 
who support Manchoukuo as being actuated by self-interest or by 
fear, '>nd os moved by no patriotic ideals. 


Lastly, the Report, insisting on the antagonism of the Chinese 
to Manchoukuo, tries to explain av/ay the adhesion freely given to 
the new State b^' the Koreans, the Russians and the Mongols. The 
Report admits the wolcomf given by the Koreans to the new regime, 
but it connot bring Itself to do so ungrudgingly. It wonders how 
long the welcome will last. As for the Mongols, while recognizing 
their generally favourable attitude, the Report gives undue emphasis 
to one antl-Manchoukuo declaration made by a deputation of Mongol 
princes «t Peiping under the aegis of General Chang Hsueh-liang. 


The truth is fortunately more encouraging than the unfavour¬ 
able picture drawn in the Report. It is needless to recall once 
more the ran^ great popul»r demonstrations which immediately pre¬ 
ceded the establishment cf the new State, described as they are 
in detail in the document "Histoire de I'Indcpendance du Mandchou- 
kouo." Nor need there be enumerated here the signal marks of ac¬ 
ceptance which, in spite cf the efforts of the enemies of Manchou¬ 
kuo, the population has continue ’sly accorded to the new regime. It 
is a civil government, the first of this character that the people 
of the country have known since the Manchu Dynasty w“s overthrown, 
and this civil character stands out conspicuously in comparison with 
any of tho autocratic militarist governments which at present bear 
rule in China,

But from this promising materi"! the Report only concludes 
that "after making every allowance for the chort time which has 
hitherto been at the disposal of the 'Manchoukuo Government 
carrving out its policy, and after paying due regard to the^steps 
already t^ken, there is no indication th^t this Government 
in fact, be a^e to c^rry out many of its reforms. To mention but 
one example, there seen to be serious obstacles in the way of the 
realization of their budgetary and currency reforms. (p.lOo; 

The comments of the Cermis.’on on Manchoukuo above quoted 
a cftrious contrast with certain comments offered in Chapter 
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The Japanese Govcrnnpnt are not disposed to discuss the ground 
of the pessinlstlc opinion advanced by the Comisslon, because facts 
ere more eloquent than words. However, the attention of the Coun- 
^.■il is called to two inportant points; naiiely, the steps for the 
estoratlon of peace and order, in which the Japanese Army is co¬ 
perating with the Governnent of M?nchoukuo, and the financial con- 
.'.itlon of that Governnent. 

That in a newly founded st“to pe^ce and order should be dis- 
'urbed by reactionaries and nalcontents is a coanon phenonenon in 
• LI parts of tho v/orld. In the case of Manchoukuo, there is fur¬ 
ther to be observed the special circup.stonce that vast forces, en¬ 
listed in regular arnios under the old rogine, were upon tho fall of 
that regime turned adrift to becone hordes of bandits. Tho Govern¬ 
nent of Manchouuuo in their progranne fer the restoration of peace 
and order consider the first stage to be the destruction or ' 'T> 
dispersal of the major groups formed by these bandits; the second 
stage being the subjugation of the less important r6.mnants, and of 
the smaller native bands of brigands, through the police system now 
in process of complete establishment, as well as by other adminis¬ 
trative measures. At the sane tine they are improving the existing 
means of communication in or^’er to facilitate the work of restoring 
order* It should be stated th'>t much progress has been made in the 
accomplishment of the work of the first stage above Indicated since 
uhe tine when the Commission were In Manchuria. The forces dnder 
the command of General Ma Chan-shan, by fai* the most formidable foe 
CO the new State, havfe been destroyed; Those under General Li Hai- 
ching have been beaten. Those under Generals Ting Chao snd Li Tu 
have been driven into the remote regions north of the Eastern Sec¬ 
tion of the Chinese Eastern Railway. The strong brig*'nd bands 
which infested an area between the Mukden-Hallung Railway and the 
r.iver Yalu and constituted the princip'*! source of danger in South 
"anchuria, have been annihilated by the Joint forces of Japan and 
-nchoukuo. Other major groups in South M."nchuri»' are being dri'<*en 
ICO rer.oce places along the border between Mukden '^nd Jehoi. Gen- 
.*ally speaking, the present situation throughout Manchuria, North 
end South, is such as to make it possible for the Governnent of 
Manchoukuo to embark upon the second, or police, part of their pro- 
granno.

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The Centr®l Brnk of Manchoukuo, founded with n capital of 
30 .000,OCX) yuan, took ovrr fror. provinci«»l banks of the old regine 
142,000,000 yuan in notes in circulation against which it has a 
specie reserve of 82 , 000,000 yuan and 0 guarantee fund of 60,000, 
000 yuan. It opened for business on 1 July. 

In this connection it is interesting to observe that the Bank 
of Japan opened for business in 1882 with a silver capital of 
Y 10,000,000 and successfully unified all the paper currency issued 
by various national banks; and th^t the c»»pital of the Manchoukuo 
Central Bank is sufficient if one takes into due consideration the 
economic status, the tr»de conditions and the population of Man¬ 
churia * 

The Manchoukuo Governnrnt, respecting the independence of the 
bank, ore taking every precaution not to interfere with the func¬ 
tions of the institution os a note-issuing bank, and therefore it 
nay safely be said that to declare that the basis of the Central 
Bank and Manchurian currency is unstable is a flagrant error. As 
a point of fact, the Centr"! Bank, since its establishment four 
months ago, has maintained its paper currency at par, and has stab¬ 
ilized the currency, the circulation of which is very normal. It 
may be remarked that this shov/s a signal contrast to the actual 
state of things under the Chang Dynasty. 

Manchuria, having on excess of exports, receives a large 
amount of silver from abroad. Therefore, there is no doubt that 
Manchoukuo will be able to maintoin the v«lue of its currency. 

The Japanese Government desire, further, to give emphatic 
expression to their opinion formed upon nature consideration regard¬ 
ing the future prospects of the country. 

Manchoukuo has before it a brilliant future. ^’Ith a great 
extent of territory and large population, it has the advantage of 
possessing natural frontiers. Its Government have spontaneously 
declared th^t they intend to respect all international engagements 
made by China, so far as they are applicable to Manchuria, and that 
they will faithfully observe the principles of the Open Door end 
Equal Opportunity. They entertain no anti-foreign sentiments. There 
is no communist peril, such as exists in China. Manchoukuo is 
still in its infancy, but*would it not have been an act of straight¬ 
forward justice on the p^rt of the Commission, who have shown then- 
selves, in spite of "11 discouragements, so sympathetic towards 
China, to exhibit some degree of patience with a state scarcely six 
months old?

Report's observations concern the Japanese 
prefer not to dwell upon the purely gratul-

and advisers. The Report Indeed notes the oc- 
opjnion between these officials and the 
it states that the Japanese officials possess 
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all the means of exerting irresistible pressure on the Manchoukuo 
Government. This, it remarks, flows from the fact of military oc¬ 
cupation and through the dependence of Manchoukuo on the Japanese 
troops for the mainten'^nce of its sovereignty °nd independence. 

These allegations can certainly not command the attention of 
the League of Nations. There are, and there have been, numerous 
st^'tes, universally acknowledged to be independent, vrtiich employ 
the services of many officials of one or more foreign nationalities, 
fthd others v/hich have foreign troops st'^tioned within their terri¬ 
tory, The Members of the League of Nations have only recently ad¬ 
mitted th-’t the presence of such foreign troops is no obstacle to 
the admission of a st''te as a Member of th^t Society. 

Fin'‘lly, the Report emphe^s' ■'-es (p.l06) the difficulty that was 
experienced by the Coru’.ission in ieflnlng the relations between 
Jap'>n and Manchoukuo. TIi°t difficulty has now disappeared through 
the slgn''ture of the Protocol of 15 September, 1932, which reads: - 

"Whereas Japan has recognized the f«ct th®t Manchoukuo, in 
pccord'^nce with the free will of its Inhobit^nts, has org-nized and 
established itself as an independent State; and 

"V/hereas Manchoukuo has declared its Intention of abiding by 
all Internationa'] eng'«genr;nts entered into by China in so f«r as 
they ore applicable tc Manchoukuo; 

"Now the Governments of Japon and Manchoukuo have, for the 
purpose of est''bllshlng* a perpetual relationship of good neighbour¬ 
hood between Japan and Manchoukuo, each respecting the territorial 
rights of the other, and also in order to secure the peace of the 
F^r East, agreed as follows: - 

1. Manchoukuo shall confirm and respect, in so far as no 
rgrocment tc the contr"ry shall be made between Japan and Man- 
chcukViO in the future, all rights and Interests possessed by Japan 
or her subjects v;ithin the territory of M^nchoulaio by virtue of 
the. Sir.o-J"p'>nese treaties, agreements or other prr''ngenents or of 
Sin6-Japanose contr-’cts, private as well as public: 

2. J^’pan and i«i'*nchoukvo, recognizing th«t any threat to the 
territory or to the peace and order of either of the High Contract¬ 
ing Parties constitutes at the s-ne time a threat to the safety and 
existence of the other, agree tc '’o-oper^te in the maintenance of 
their national security; it being understood th^t such Japanese 
forces as ray be necessary for this purpose sh®!! be stationed in 
Manchoukuo." 


It is sc''rccly necessary to point out th-’t nothing in this 
Protocol, nor in the "cts of Japan in co-operating with tho new 
Government thus est'^blishcd, is inconsistent with anv of the public 
eng'’gerients of this country^ By the Nine Power Treaty of Washing¬ 
ton, she Joined in an undertaking to respect the sovereignty and 
the territorial and 9dnlnistr*>tive integrity of Chine.

That Manchuria has always occupied a separate position, 
historically as well os geographically, in relation to China Proper, 
and that its inhabitants bitterly resented the tyrannous rule of the 
Changs, and opposed the latter's policy which dragged Manchuria into 
the civil turmoil of China Proper; - that from this geographic and 
historical circumstance, coupled with the popular opposition to the 
Chang family, there sprang the movement known es "Preserve the fron¬ 
tiers and give us peace"; - that the foundation cf Manchoukuo was 
accomplished by the spontaneous action of the Manchurians with this 
movement, coupled with the Manchu Restor'^tion Movement, as its 
main-spring; - that Manchoukuc is making steady progress guided by 
sound policy, and has n highly promising future before it; - and 
finally, that the attitude of Japan towards the establishment of 
Manchoukuo and her eventual formal recognition of that State do not 
violate any international engagement whatever. 

In order therefore to understand correctly the questions at 
issue, it is necessary to bear constantly in mind these positions. 
First , that the abnormal conditions cf China ore such as can 
scarcely qualify her to be a modern organized state, »nd that be¬ 
cause of this abnormal condition other Powers have, in order to pro¬ 
tect their own interests by themselves, retained extraordinary pow¬ 
ers and privileges which operate as limitations on Chinese sovereign¬ 
ty, and have been accustomed, whenever those rights were threatened 
or injured, to make use of these extraordinary powers. Second , 
that this aspect of the foreign relations cf China Proper becomes 
more pronounced in the c"se of Manchuria as far as Japan is con¬ 
cerned, because of her speci®! position there and the special posi¬ 
tion which Manchuria itself occupies in relation to China Proper. 

The fact must be thrown into relief th't the Chinese problem, and 
especially the Manchurian problem, are characterized by exceptional 
complexity and by abnerm®! fe®tures, which are to be found nowhere 
else. Consequently, in handling the quite abnorm®! problem it is 
difficult to apply the formulae commonly employed in dealing with 
international questions under ordinary circumst®nces, nor can the 
procedure employed in handling such an abnormal question or any 
solution that may eventually be reached thereon establish prece¬ 
dents for ordinary cases of intrrn»tion®l dispute. With regard to 
this point the Report contains a significant passage at the be¬ 
ginning of Chapter IX: - 






























•'It r.ust be nppf^rent to every reader of the preceding chap¬ 
ters th'>t the issues involved in this conflict are not as sinple 
as they arc often represented to be. They are, on the contrary, eX' 
ceedingly ccnplic''ted, •'nd only '‘n intin^te knowledge of **11 the 
f''cts, as well as of their histc ^.c''l b'^ckground should entitle 
anyone tc express a definite cpl..on upon then. This is not a case 
in whidh one countrv hns declnred w'’r on another country without 
previously exhausting the opportunities for conciliation provided 
in the Covenant cf the League of N''tlcns. Neither is it a sinple 
case of the viol«'ticn cf the frontier cf one country' by the armed 
fcrcos of a nrighbcurlng ccuntry, because in M'^nchurla there are 
rrny fc»'tur« without on exact ppr^'llel in ether p^rts of the 
world." (p.l 26 ) 


The above are put forward as tht fund»>ncnta'> views of the 
Japanese Gevernnent with rog'^rd te the Chinese problem, and par¬ 
ticularly the Manchurian problem. A few obscyrv^'tions nay not be 
offered, on the b«sis of these fundauent**! views, on some of the 
points advanced in Chapters IX and X cf the Report. 

One pnr''gr°ph in Chapter IX reads: - 
"It must be clear from everything thtt we have already said 
th^t a mere rf stor"tion of the 3t*»tu3 quo ante would be no solu¬ 
tion. Since the present conflict arose out cf the conditions pre¬ 
vailing before last September, to restore these conditions would 
rierely be tc invjte a repetiticn of the trouble. It would be to 
treat the' whole question theoreticallv and to leave out of account 
the rcT-lltifs of the situation." (p.l27) 


The statement has the unreserved concurrence of this Govern¬ 
ment. But they ernnot agree with the opinion recorded in the same 
Chapter to the effect that the maintenance and recognition of the 
present regime in Manchuria woird be an equally unsatisfactory 
course tc adopt. In fact, even f all the passages in the Report 
bearing on the point were accepted fer the sake of argument, it is 
irpcssible tc admit th^t such an opinion can be arrived at as a 
ncccss'ry deduction. The Japanese Government's view has already 
been stated that a solution based upon th^' maintenance and recog¬ 
nition cf Manchoukuo would in no w^y be in contravention of the 
fundanental principles of international obligation. It h«s further 
been st'-ted that s»jch a solution would satisfy the. aspirations of 
the Manchurians. Mcrccver, the expectation may be confidently en¬ 
tertained that the Chinese people themselves will ultlr.ately cone 
tc realize th"t s”ch a solution alone can stabilize relations be¬ 
tween Japan and China «nd ensure peace in the Orient. At any rate, 
it can nev<-r be supposed th^t the dissolution of the new State, 
v/hich has baen set up and is raking r“pid and healthy progress, 
can really be a course adapted to "existing realities". It is the 
belief cf the Japanese Gov<-rnment th^t in view cf the necessity of 
handling and regulating these natters in accordance with the real¬ 
ities cf the situation, it cannot be a commendable policy to ig- 
n.^re th'- impressive fact of the existence of Menchoukuo, or to 
leave th't State devoid cf international intercourse. 
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J^p*in, because of the inportnnt and special position which 
jho cccupies in Manchuria, cannot afford to leave the country and 
her relations with it in a state of instability and uncertainty. 

For the above stated reasons Japan considers the general recogni¬ 
tion of Monchoukuc and international co-operation for the purpose 
of festering its healthy develcpnent. os the only solution which 
is adopted to existing circunstances and v/hlch will stabilize con¬ 
ditions in Manchuria and bring peace to the F?r East. It is be¬ 
lieved that any other country pi** ed in Japan’s position would have 
cone to the sane conclusion and would have followed the sane course. 
It was for this roosen th^t the Japanese Governnont signed the Pro¬ 
tocol cf 15 Scptei^ber which is based upon the above essential con¬ 
ditions and defines clearly the relations between the two countries. 
A fcunlation has thereby been laid down in an anicable nanner for 
the protection of Japanese rights and interests in Manchuria, for 
the preservation cf the territorial integrity of Manchoukuo, and 
fer the assurance cf Manchurian safety against external and inter¬ 
nal Menaces; in this way centributing in no snail degree to the 
securities fer the Maintenance rf pe-ce in the Far East. 

Upon this point 0 passage, occurring nt the beginning of Chap¬ 
ter X of the Report, nay be regarded as pertinent. 

"It is with this object that, whilst bearing in nind the prin¬ 
ciples cf the League cf Nations, the spirit and letter cf the 
Treaties concerning China and the general interests of peace, we 
h'-vc not overlooked existing realities, and have taken^ account of 
the adninistrative Machinery existing and in process of evolution 
in the Three Eastern Provinces. It would be the function of the 
Council, in the parancunt interests of world peace, whatever nay bo 
the eventuality, to decide how the suggestions node in our Report 
i.ay be extended “nd applied to events which are still developing 
from day to day, always with the object of securing a durable under¬ 
standing between China and Japan by utilizing all the sound forces, 
whether in ideals or persons, whether in thought or action, which 
are at present fernenting in Manchuria." (p. 132 ) 

The council of the Lengire if Nations, in studying the dtepert 
with dvQ regard to the view cf the Corinissicn expressed in this 
passage, nust necessarily desire to acquire a full cenprehension 
cf, and satisfactory infornatlon regarding, the course cf events 
as it developes fren d^y to dey, which will be found to exhibit 
continued confusion in China proper and steady progress on the part 
cf Manchoukuo. In this connection the Japanese Gcvernr.ent »re at 
all tines prepared to furnish the Council with any further infor- 
nation at their disposal, so that, in ecccrdance with what was said 
in the Intrcducticn to these observations, the Menbers of the Coun¬ 
cil nay have a thorough acqtialntance with every aspect cf the com¬ 
plex situatlcn. 

As regards certain suggestions contained in Chapter X of the 
Report, that Chapter opens with .a statement that "it is not the 
function of the Corjiisslcn to subnlt directly to the Governments 
cf China and Japan reconnend'-tions for the solution cf the present 
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dispute” (p. 132 ), which is a right and proper observ’tion in view 
of the Connission's terns of reference. The Report Itself brings 
out the point clearly th«»t these suggestions are nr rely intended 
as an illustration of ore wey in which the vrious principles con¬ 
tained in Chapter IX night be carried into practical effect. More¬ 
over, the Qonnission thmsrlves show the tentative and contingent 
nature of these suggestions, in adding the following observations:- 

"Even if the fornai rcccgniticn of 'Manchukuo' by Japan j 

should take place before our Report is considered in Geneva - an { 

eventuality which we cannot ignore - wo do not think that our work j 

will have been rendered valueless. We believe th^t, in any c“se, f 

the Council would find th«t cur Report contains suggestions which 
would be helpful for its decisions or fer its rcccnnendations to 
the two great Powers concerned, with the object of satisfying their 
vital interests in Manchuria.” (p.l32) 

In other words, the Comissicn recognized, by the vague terns in 
which they attached sone continuing inportance to th^’ir suggestions 
in such an event, that a certain nnount of doubt would be cast upon 
the utility of these suggestions in case the recognition of Mnn- 
choukuo by Jap-’n should h^ve taken place. It would, therefore, 
seen unnecessary to enter into detailed discussions of these sug¬ 
gestions. In order further to elucidate thr position, however, the 
following brief renarks on certain features of these suggestions 
nay be ventured. 

a) As we shall see. Principle 10 of Chapter IX would be j 

liable to result in an international control of China Proper. In j 

the sane way, the still nore Inportant suggestions contained in ! 

Chapter X would anount in practice to a disguised international J 

control of Manchuria, which is certain to be rejected by Manchoukuc • 
Nor fren the st^nd-point of J^p^n can these suggestions be regarded 
as acceptable. ! 


b) These suggestions appear noreovor to be of too refined 
and Intricate a n**ture. They night prove suitable, if "ppllcd to 
Europe and America, but would not prove ad''ptable to the realities 
of the Far East as they at present exist. Such a plan as is ad¬ 
vanced by the Connission calls for the nlninun requirement th«t 
the dlaputant parties shall each possess a strong »nd reliable cen^ 
tral government. To attempt to apply these suggestions to the solu¬ 
tion of the Manchurian question, which is one of unprecedented com¬ 
plexity, and one in which one Party does not possess ° strong and 
reliable central government, is to n^ke confusion worse confounded. 

c) The Japanese Gevernnent cannot persuade themselves ,th«t 
the suggestion of denllit^rizing Manchuria, maintaining peace and 
order there by a special international gendarmerie alone, would 
adapt Itself to the realities of the situation. It is questionable 
whether even in Europe, peace and order could possibly be adequate¬ 
ly maintained throughout a territory sc v^st as U»nchuria by such 

a system. It could never meet the desires of the Manchurians, and 
would be a source of great anxiety to the J?p''’nese Government as it 
would foment unrest and disturbances in that region, which is 
exactly what Japan desires above everything to avoid. Thus the

And now to retuzn to the subject of the Conference! 

After considerable thou^t the State Department finally decided to invite the 
Chinese to send a delegation* It was the first time China had ever sat in an intery 
national conference as a "free end independent Power** This element aroused so 
much enthusiasm in China that the Government sent a delegation of about three 
hundred persons, including secretaries, stenographers, and assistants; so many in 
fact that Dr* Sze, the Minister, had difficulty in feeding and housing them. 

Since the State Department's invitation was sent to the Peking Government* 
the Khomintang regime at Canton immediately raised a tremendous howl and sent a 
rival delegation which sniped at the Peking delegates throughout the meeting* 

There was even an attempt to assassinate Dr. Sun at Canton during the conference* 

The Japanese were not enthusiastic about the Washington Conference, and 
approached the meeting somewhat in the mood of a naughty child called to the 
teacher's desk for a reprimand* They were suspicious of the conference because 
they knew it was designed primarily to obstruct their schemes for China* But with 
their potential ally, Germany, out of the running and with Russia involved in a 
coomunist revolution at her very back door, the Japanese f elt it would be better to 
attend than stay out* Japan's acceptance of the invitation was actually not 
■'eceived until two weeks after all the other official acceptances were in; and it 
as widely reported that Japan's decision to attend the conference resulted from 
ssurances from British sources that Japan "would not be treated badly* at the 
leeting* However, any assurances from British circles could hardly have carried 
luch weight, in^view of the fact that one of the chief objectives of the conference, 
•hough not stated in the formal invitation, was to abrogate the Anglo*Japanese 
alliance* 

, Although strong opposition to the continuance of the Anglo-Jopaness alliance 
lad developed in the United’States during the war, it was the opposition of the 
Dominion of Canada that forced Great Britain to give serious consideration to the 
natter of discontinuing the pact* The Canadians felt, as did Americans, that the 
oelligerent clauses in the alliance imposed dangerous obligations on Great Britain 
in the event of an outbreak of war between Japan and the United States* The 
Canadians, due to the geographical situation of the two countries, also had ex¬ 
perienced conplioations with Japan over immigration questions* Immigration oompli- 
nations which the United States had experienced with Japan in California in I 908 
7ere paralleled in Canada. Thus, frtien American-Japanese relations became acute in 
In 1921 , the Dominion of Canada was more affected by the so-called "North American" 
)olnt of view as opposed to the London "imperial* viewpoint. In consequence there 
leveloped in Canada a national demand for termination of the alliance*

ell of nhom feared the menace of an aiitagonv 2 od Japan toward India and Britain's 
other territorial end economic stakes in ifastorn ilsia ond the Pacific. In the hot 
debate which ensued the delegates from Australia, New Zealand and India sided with 
Britain, while South Africa favored I'evision rother than abrogation. But Meighen 
stood his gi-xiund, and ultimately brought the imperial conference around to his 
point of view. It vaa this discussion in the Imperial Conference, plus linglend's 
desire to roach an understanding with the United States on t'ne iviril'of naval 
construction, that paved the way for tho calling of the WMShingtou Corforor-je. 

Aside from France and Italy, which possessed naval armemcr.t of ccneidt.'.'eble 
strength, and also held concessions in China, the other Eui-epean Povicrs invited to 
the oonforenoe—Netherlands, Belgium, and Portugal—held either concessiui:.s in 
China or colonial territoriea in the region of tho Pacific. 

The oonforenoe in mauy ways was of unusual significance, it was Amerioe's in> 
itial attempt to invoke an international conference for the purpose of z-caohing a 
peaceful settlement of questions which had long threatened war in :be Paoifi-'^. 
Attendance was entirely voluntary in tho sense that the oonforar.r,^ was not mode up 
of delegatesreprosonting victorious and vanquished nations, as hal been the case 
at Voraaillos. The British delegation was made up of ropresontasivea not only of 
Jroat Britain but of Canada, Austi'alia, New Zealand, and India.

It was finally agreed that tho Anglo-Japanoso alliance would be abardonsA, and 
Tapan was persuaded to accopt a 5*50 naval ratio with the United States end Groat 
Britain. A compensation for Japan was the agreement that the United States would 
aot inoroaao or continue its construction of fortifications on naval and military 
positions west oi the I80th meridian. American naval experts did their best in 
private to prevent cue limiting of our fortifications on naval positions in the 
Testez'n Pacifio, and also to prevent the curtailment of the United States naval 
cullding program, but they fought a losing fight. 

All of the agre:«ients, resolutions, and proposals at the oonforenoe were more 
ir less linked together around the central document, \tilch was the Nine-Power 
'reety with China, upon vdiioh all cooinitments depended, including tho major Iseuo 
'f li^totion of nival armament end ourtailment of construction on naval bases in 
he Pacifio area. Tho Nine-Power Treaty esme to bo knovm as the "Chinese Charter of 
iberty,* because it put an end to the old sphoro-of-influence dootrino whloh had *

Ho always rofused political offioet and never 
profited personally* although for a oonsldorablo poroid he had boon the most power¬ 
ful military man in tho country. He always insisted he was a military man sod * 
know nothing about politics—which probably explained his failure, as w^faro in 
China had become more ];>olitioal than mllitaxy. as the all-conquering Nationalists

General Feng Yu-hsiang. who in 1922 was supporting General Fu. was another 
unusual character. Fong's army, which marched to the tuno •Onward, Christian 
Soldiers.* was the predecessor of tho Communist Bif^th Route Jamy in tho Chinese 
northwest. Like tho oonmandors of tho prosont-day Chinese Red Army. Fong Yu-haioog 
also received special training in Russia and his soldiors carried Russian rifles, 
some of them being Amoricon-mado. sold or given to tho Czarist Government in iTorld 
Far I. 

Karl Radok, former Soviet publicist end disciple of Trotsky. Tiho was im¬ 
prisoned in return for his confession, in Stalin's purge, used to entertain his 
friends with stories about Fong Yu-hsiang, who was in one of Radek's classes ii 
revolutionary technique. He said that Feng, whooamofrem northorn Chinese peasant 
stock, sat stolidly through most of the lectures without evincing any outward in¬ 
terest in tho subjects under discussion. One day* however. Feng suddenly pricked 
up his oars and began asking questions. Tho particular lecture irtiich had aroused 
Feng's interest dealt with army finance and the financing of occupied territoxy, 
subjects of deep concern to Chinese generals, many of whom managed in one way or^ 
another to amass comfortable fortunes out of funds which passed through their 
hands. 

Feng came up through tho ranks and loamod tho art of war the hard way. Some¬ 
where along the line he fell under the influence of an iimerican missionary ami waa 
converted to Christianity.. T/hilo Governor of Honan he once ordered an entire 
division baptised in tho Christian faith by total inmersion in tho Yellow River* 
Qhllo he was stationed in Peking in 1924 ho married tho secretary of tho Poking 
Y.7r.C.A. Politically Feng was an undependable ally] in 1924* when Uarshal Vu Pei- 
fu was engaged in a lifo-end-doath struggle with Chag Tso-lln, Fong, who was hold¬ 
ing the Poking district, rebelled and seized tho capital. He made tho then 
Aresidont Tsao Kun a prisoner end chased the Manohu Boy Bnporor from tho Forbidden 
City, There be had resided as a govornmont ward since tho r evolution in 1911.

Four young military officerst all graduates of the '.fhampoa icademy. organized 
an antl-oocmunlst mcvamont. The four .-nen. al] destined to beooma prominent in the 
next fan months in the military'drive to the Yangtze Valleyi were Li Tsung-jen. Li 
Chi-shang» Ohu Pah-teh end ^!o Ying'*Rhin« General Chiang lCai>snek| head of the 
Central Unitary ioademy. steered clear of the lOiomintang-Oomujunlst controvarsy. 
but bis trip to Russia in 1924 causou him to be suspected of pro-Red leanings. A 
record of his aotivities in Russia, however, indicated that he had been cold to 
Soviet blaadiahmanta. is a reault of pressure by the foui' young military officers. 
General Chiang. on March 24. 1926. issued a statement that he would follow the 
taachipgg af Or* Sun's Three Principles (see praceding chapter), and would dis> 
continue all oennections with the Coomucist wing. 

General Chiang Kai-shek's disinclination to side with the Ce.jnuni8ts was due to 
two faetorsi^ First, his birth and environment in industrialized, conservative 
Chekiang Ppcvinoe and his aasodiation with tho banking and commorcial elements from 
that province which dominated Shanghai business; second, ths advice of a fellow 
provincial. Chst« Ching-kiang. ah almost mythical character who had become inmonsely 
wealthy in tho pilk and curio trpde between China and France in the latter years of 
the Ching Dynasty. (Many of tho rare Chinese works of art purchased by jbnerioan 
millionaires came to this country by way of France.) Chang Ching-kiang. tho curio 
dealer, espoused the revolutionary cause and contributed large sums to Dr. bun's 
war chest. He isrticipated in the conferences preliminary to the formation of the 
Nanking Provisional Government, but refused to accept office. Two years later he 
again helped Dr. Sun in opposing Yuan Sbih-kai's monarchist plot, and as a result 
was proscribed, along with many others, by tho Yuan regime. Chang Ching-kiang fled 
to Paris, whore he opened a profitable curio end art store and also a popular restau¬ 
rant where Chinese foods, particularly soya-boan products, were sold, ifter the 
passing of Yuan Sbih-kai. Chang rotumod to Shcnghal. whore he further increased his 
fortune in the stock and gold'bar exchanges. It was hero that he became acquainted ‘ 
with Chiang Kai-shek, and assisted him financially. In 1925 he wont to Canton and 
bsceme a member (>f tho Constitutional Oovornmont. Ho occompcniod General Chiang 
Kai-shek on tho military advance to tho Yangtze, and after the split between tho Kuo- 
mintang and Coonunist factions he Joined the Nanking Government. In his later years 
his health failed, and it became necessary for him to travel about in a wheel chair*- 
But there was impairment of his opposition to the Cennunists. 
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Hu Iton-mingi civilicn lordor of tho risht-wing Iluomintong groupi uIbo opposoQ 
tho Comnunistst but Wang Ching-’Toit tho othor civilian contondor for tho position

By tho sumuor of 19?^ tho JIctionT.J.iot oTTay# uador tho ccLizncnd of Chioag KdI** 
sh;kr started its nox’thvrard tdvcnco from Ccntoni* As o result of tho cjiti-imporiall 
propagiuidu inspired ly thu Cooirauriat footion of tho Kuonuntang* foroignors* parti* 
oularly in tho interior of tho country* wore soriously 

affoct** ^ tho Nationalist Revolution r.'hloh 7W.o swooping northwerdo Mission 
f.ahools* ohurchos end rosidoncos wore looted end thousands of missionrrios wore 
forcod to floo to Shanghai* . 

But tno most dramatic dovolopnonts of tho revolution took place at Hankow* 
Nanking end Shai^oi* whoro tho smouldoring hatred and intriguo for power between 
tho Kuomintang and tho Communists broke out in furious intornecino conflict. 

Oonorcl Chieng Kai-shok’s charge that tho Cof.imunists had sent secret onisaarios int 
tho cities for the purpose of seizing control prior to tho arrival of his troops, 
was borne out by dovolopmonts at both Hankow and Shanghai. In both oitios Comnunis 
activity originally woa directed at t)io control of student end labor organizotlons. 


Students of tho Chinese Notionalist Revolution vhoso SiTopothios have boon on 
the side of thos^diccl or communist factions hrvo purposely ignored tho dovolop¬ 
monts at Hankow which tall tho most significant story of tho failuro of Chinoao 
Communists, and thoir foreign advisors, to accomplish thoir ambitious plan of soizi 
control of tho Notionalist movomont end ostabllshing ooi.inunlstlo govornmont in Chin 
Thoy blcjao ■foreign oopltolist-imporialist influonco,* 'now uilitariam* end native 
■banker-landlord influence* for their lock of success, but while those olemonta did 
contribute, there wore other and raoro funda:’iontal causes. 

Of tho many cc.usos for tho feilui'o of tho Rod rogimu at ’loukow not tho least 
..rs tho action of tho loaders in px’oaching olaas warfare and oetoring to radical 
.itudont-lcbor groups in a society '.hich was prodominuatly agricultural and whore 
tharo had never been any classes, oxcopt tho old odacutod or •litorati* group which 
was, thoorotically at least* open to all youths of ability \.ho could pass the 
official examinations. Aftor the cepturo of tho 7>’u-’Ian citios, fiiich had boon 
Qooomplishod lorgoly by tho military stretogy of Gonorcl Chiang ICai-shok, tho left¬ 
ist Chinoao loaders and thoir foroign advisors stegod a virltoblo ‘Roman holiday* ii 
colobrotion of thoir victory ovor ‘capitalistic Imporialism** Thoro was a triol cf 
two "war prisonors* stogod in tho Huosian mannor, tho culprits boing two northom 
gonorols vAo were captured at Tuohang. Ihousrnda of laborers omployod in tho minos 
factories, end processing pltnts (Hankow is popularly known aia tho Pittsburgh of 
China) ooanod rx>rk, and lod by radical olomento spont tho deys end nij^ts in speech- 
making* parados* and demonstrations. Strouts wore filled with nc rching students 
and laborors carrying bennors insoribud with slogans, ‘Down with Capitalists and 
Imporialists," “Support tho Horld Rovolution.* ‘'forkors of tho 7orld, Unito," and 
similar sontimonts* Thousands of young poaaantsfrom Hunan Province, ^vlioro an in- 
tjnao Red propogondc had boon conducted for a oonsidorablo period, flooked into 
Hankov; to join tho festivities.

orncl system end lokos of central Chino- Thousands of ’.rorkora, nho had boon spend¬ 
ing their days celebrating tho revolution by holding parados and demonstrations, 
suddenly found thcxasolves rdthout mod tickets* 

Since tho Government had catorod to tho rcidiool elements end encouraged tho 
strikes, tho studont-lobor groups nc.turclly turned to it for support* Tho Oovom- 
aont thus found itself in c. vicious circlo of its own making, and had to adopt tho 
suioidol method of Issuing floods of pepor money in order to purchoso rico for tho 
hungry multitudes* Ihricos for food, particularly rice, shot up to prohibitive 
heights* 


In order to save the Government itself from retaliation by tho hungry crowds, 
'ropegendists attempted to tux*n the revolutionory sentiment against the foreigners* 
ifcre poredes were erganized, with banners denouncing foreign imperiolism, ond the 
British Concession was over-run* No attempt wos mode to invade the Japanese Con¬ 
cession, which wos bristling with machine guns* Tho British Concession was guarded 
only by t. small nuvcl contingent end a local v*>luntoer corps and police force* 
Unable to cope with tha excited deraenstratora who stormed tho borders cf their 
Concession, and fearing a debacle, the British Consul-General, cn Irishmen nomad 
O'Malley, erdared tha British population to irithdr* w to British ships in the harbor 
^Thich Wfs uoeomplishod without incident* Possossod of .aora political srgocity thor 
most of his compctricts, Consul-General C'firlley i;>imodictoly ont-red into negotia¬ 
tions with ths rr.diool Foreign Minister, Tuiono Chon, rjid tho outcome was tho 
uenat tional Chen-C'Mclley Agreement whoraby Gract Britain egroed to return tho 
British Ccncossion at Kenkow to Chino. The official rolocse from tha Foreign Offlc 
in London stated that the oction •ncccrdod 1th Britain's long-oxisting intention 
to return her Concessions to Chinase control** 

'Than tho Chinoso found thussolvos in possession of tho British Concossien 
calmer counsels provoilod, tho excitement diud down, end the prredars returnod to 
their quartors. 

Another oleuont w’eich hr.d l calming effect on the situation at Hankow was tho 
reooipt of alarming reports from Ncnking, som.; four hundred miles down the Yongtzo, 
stating that jenoricr.n gunboats had been forced to f ire on c mob of demonstrotors, 
including troops, which wore attacking tho American co.munity, with officials of 
tho AmoricaJi Consulcto end their families. Suddenly roolizing thes eriousnoss of 
tho oomplicotions in ^ihich thoy hadbecomo involved. Foreign i.inistar £ujono Chon 
dont c wiro to tho State Doportmont disavowing responsibility for the Nonking out¬ 
rages but offering romunoration for drmeges sufferad by foreigners at the h/jads of 
Chinas} rt.diool olemonts*

the Ihito Ruosiano with Chinese 'Fascist* holp were ottempting in invasion of 
Siberia. 

Fearing for tho sofoty of thoir fmilios, the /hits Russians sent thoir v/ivos 
and children and all elderly moles across country in a lon^ wagon train to tho roil 
way at the tovm of Hollar, obout 300 miles west of Harbin. The caravan, occomponio 
by a Russian Orthodox prioot, hod roachod a point about fifty miles north of tho 
railway when it was attacked b>' c forco of Rod Mongolian cavalry, allegedly led by 
Red army officers, 

Tho women ond boy to whom I talked and r;^io claimed to be tho only survivors of 
r.ais caravan, having xicaped into tho forost, told mo that tho liongols had olaughto 
jd ovary ottior member of tho caravan. They then built c vast funorol pyre of tho 
•/agono and their contents, consisting of firkins of buttor and large fifty-pound 
cheeses. Upon this pyro they piled the bodies of their victims, with that of tho 
prioot ot tho apex. They ignited the pyro usd, yolling and shooting thoir rifloe, 
rode thoir ponios in a wide circle about it as it burned. I could picture tho 
troops of Qenghis Khan in a similar victor:- celebration seven centuries ago» 

/,ftor about six months of fighting, mostly of tiio guoxTilla variety, tho Young 
liarshal was forced to capitulate and to restore the control of the railwaj’ to tho 
boviots, since Oonoral Chiang Kai-shek was unable to send him roinforeomonts. Later 
there was a poaco conferonoo in Msscow, but it broke up without reaching on agree¬ 
ment, and tho major issues between the two c-ountries remain unsettled to this 
'.nriting.

The text provided that if any of the territorial possessions of Jjaerlca. Russia, or 
China, or their coraoercial and property rights within the region covered by the 
agreement or the political righto and safety of their citizens residing in those 
regions, wore invaddB or encroached upon by any Power outside of the agreement, 
the oignatoiy Poirars would consult about measures to betaken to preserve tho 
stotuo quo. 

In addition to the main agreement providing for coomon action in tho Far Boat 
and tho Western Pacific, provision was made for throe supplementary agreements to 
come into effect autcmotioally in the event of an outbreak of wcjr with Japan. The 
first of these, between the Unitod States and Russia, provided that each should res¬ 
pect tho existing territory cf tho other, and that of Chino ao well, unless othoi> 
wise egrood upon with Chine's conaont. Upon tho sotisfeotory conclusion of tho war 
certain roadjustmonts of torritorioa hold by Joi>cn were to bo made. The southern 
half of Sakhalin Island was to bo returned to Russia. Mn equitable readjustment of 
Russia's rallnay interests in Manchuria was to bo made. Tho islands in tho Pacific 
mandated to Japan at tho Vorsalllos Conforonco wore to bo at tho disposition of tho 
Unitod States Oovornment. Jtoy rfrangoments in regard to tho Ihilippinos agreed 
upon by tho Unitod States and tho Ihilippinos Government wore to be rospoctod. ilnd 
finally, tho territory of Japan proper was to romain intact, provided Japan agreed 
to a sotisfactozy limitation of her naval power..

other countries where civilian communist movements exist, the 
Red faction in China is not only a political party but also 
possesses a well equipped ormy. 

''Tien Chlang v^ai-shek expelled the Communists from the party, 
Soviet regime they had set up in Hankow, and broke 
of^ rolatlons Wjth the U.S.S,R,, the Red forces withdrew into the 
inaccessible moioUeinous 'districts botnoen Kiangsi and Fukien pro¬ 
vinces, south of '..he ifa.:£;^3o Rlvoi*. Other Red forces which had 
opora ^ed in the CaaT..;n diatrre: end had tried (without success) 
to establish a Soviet Ocvarnnieut av uhe port of Swatow, near 
Canton, had also withdrawi into the mountains between Kiangsi 
and Fu.clen provinces, where they Joined the other groups* 

Intention of the Comm'vUiists to continue their defiance 
of the Central Government was indicated in interviews with various 
Chinese Rod officials and their Soviet advisers., and with American 
sympathizers who had fled to Moscow after the overthrow of the 
Red regime at Hankow. Am^ng those wh6 attempted to paint an 
optimistic future for communism in China were Eugene Chen, former 
Foreign Minister at Hankow, and Michael Borodin, the former Soviet 
adviser at Hankow* * 
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But official Voscow had tired of the cost?./ Chinese adven¬ 
ture, and furthermore, the U.S.S.R, could spare no military or 
naval forces in the Far East capable of dispatching relief to 
the Chinese Cemmunists at their headquarters in the Kiangsl 
mountains, Tho Chinese Soviet regime was therefore forced to 
shift for Itself, which it proceeded to do in characteristic 
fashion by issuing paper money, collecting taxes, and instituting 
a land-redistr?.bixtion prcgv=.ni among the farmers in Kiangsl Pro¬ 
vince, where r-xtensive land h 3 ] dings by the gentry had long been 
responsible for rooular dlscr.arent a^ong peasant farmers and 
villagers, 1 sli.ll nave in possession a silver dollar minted 
by the Chinese "Soviet Goveiri.nont=' which contains tho profile of 
Lenin on one side and the sickle and hammer on the other. 

Throughout most of tho period from 1928 to 1934, General¬ 
issimo Chlang T'al-shek and his associates were occupied in 
consolidating the positl-'n of the Nanking Governmunt and fight¬ 
ing off rival military factions. 

The Red factions in Kiangsl thus had a breathing spell in 
which to reorganize their Soviet Government and re-establish 
connections with Moscow, But the land-redistribution program 
which the Communists initiated in Kiangsl precipitated a dis¬ 
astrous famine in Northern Kiangsl and led ultimately to their 
undoing. Strong opposition developed among the land-owning 
gentry of Central China and tho Chinese bankers ip Shanghai, 
whose loans were defaulted as a result of the socialization 
(confiscation) rrccjian. Gonerallssim.o Chlang, whose Government 
was under he-i t rbJ.it'i 1:10113 to the same bankers, was again 

for«'€d’ to take totxr.n o.Soinsi ohe Chlnoso Reds, Ho finelly ac¬ 
complished their evacuari.if; of tho ^'langsi mountains by block¬ 
ading the coast of in’cvinco, building a chain of block¬ 
houses on the lani nnirn cut off their access to the Yangtze 

River, and air-bombing tt.oii rcuntMr. b.isos. 

In mid-October, 1934, the Reds, now numbering approximately 
90,000 men, quietly slloped out of their mountain hiding places 
and set out in search of a now loc’-.tlon. Following the mountainous 
regions along the provincial boundaries in South and Southwest 
China, their trek developed into an epochal march of approximately 
4,000 miles before they reached their new location in the northwest. 
They were able to make the long trip through generally hostile 
territory, by maTchin.? in small groups and sticking to the pro¬ 
vincial. Vt>wiiU<triaUo In this manner they passed through Kweichow 
ftjid Yunnan provinces in tho southwest, then turned north along the 
narrow mountain valle/s of the Upper Yangtze to Szechwan Province, 
thence over the mountains to Kansu Province, and finally reached 
northern Shensi, where they re-established their Soviet Government 
at tho town of yenan, in torritory adiaccnt to Russian-controlled 
Outer Mongolia, The F.eds were led on their long migration by two

well known Comntunist leaders, Chu Teh and Mao Tschtung, both of 
whom had been trained in Moscow under Trotsky and Radok. 

Another Red group under the command of General Ho Lung, 
which had been established in n^<rthGrn Hunan Province, also 
withdrew and joined the Rad Government at Yenan, A third Red 
force, which styled iti-elf the "anti-Japanese Fourth Army," 
and had establlsh.cd iTseif In the mountains of Anhwei Province 
on both banks of the Yangtze River, was broken up by General¬ 
issimo Chiang Kai-shek, and part of it was incorporated into 
the Nanking forces. 

The remnants withdrew to the northv;est, but not before they 
had perpetrated one of the worst atrocities against American 
missionaries since tho Nanking Incident in 1927. Two youthful 
missionaries, the Reverend and Mrs. John Stam, were seized with 
their two-weeks-old baby girl and wore publicly beheaded. The 
Stams, both recent graduates of the Moody Dlble Institute of 
Chicago, had only recently arrived in China and had been assigned 
to Anhwei Province, ?*rs. Stam, while being led to the hill where 
execution took place, hastily wrapped her baby in a bundle of old 
rags and tossed it into a Chinese house along the route of march 
to tho execution ground. Tho baby was cared for by friendly • 
Chinese peasants and was later restored to its grandparents, 
the Reverend and Mrs, Charles Ernest Scott, veteran Presbyterian 
missionaries in Shantung Province, 

The execution of the Reverend and ?^rs, Stam was staged on 
a hill before e large crowd of country ▼'ooule and was accompanied 
by an outburst of posters, banners and oratory, with the bound 
victims standing by. The speeches and posters denounced the 
United States and world capitalism, and extolled the Soviet Union. 
After the helpless victims had been beheaded, the Reds responsible 
for tho atrocity issued a bombastic statement declaring the execu¬ 
tion of tho young mlssiona’'y couple had been carried out in retallr 
tion for tho action of an American company in soiling to the Nanklr 
Government airplanes which Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek had used 
in bombing the Reds out of their Vase lx* tho iRountalns of Klangsl, 

It was estimated that not more than 25,000 out oc the original 
Red Army numbering some 90,000 survived the long trek to northwest 
China. However, their strength was quickly replenished, despite 
the barren, mountainous, and thinly populated nature of the countrj 
to which they had migrated. By the winter of 193^-37 they again 
claimed to have 100,000 troops.

Indications of impending trouble In the northwest had already 
appeared in the Shanghai newspapers in the form of dispatches from 
Sian telling of student parades and demonstrations demanding a 
cessation of pressure against the Chinese Communists and the for¬ 
mation of a "united front" against the Japanese, The Chinese Rods 
also utilized the services of an American woman leftist, who 
delivered speeches which wore broadcast in both English and Chinese 
over the Communist radio stations. The Chinese Communists were 
desirous of diverting Japanese pressure from their own front and 
hoped that Chiang Kai-shek could be forced to boar the weight of 
the Japanese onslaught. In the background was undoubtedly also 
the hand of Moscow desirous of diverting Japanese pressure from 
Siberia and Russian-controlled Outer Mongolia, The Russians wore 
anxious for Japan to become involved still more deeply in China, 
knowing full well that such involvement would ultimately load to 
complications with the United States and Great Brltian, Although 
disavowed In Moscow, evidence Do^ntcd to Russian influence as a 
vital factor in the Sian Incident. 


I first met Chang Hsuch-llang (who played the unherolc role 
of cat's-paw In the Sian Incident) at f?ukdon, In 1929 on the 
occasion of the brief war between China and the Soviet Union, 


The Young Marshal was. only thirty years old when he fell 
heir to his father's vast fortune and the position of commander- 
in-chief of the Government forces in Manchuria, He was 111 pre¬ 
pared for this responsible post, the most precarious administra¬ 
tive position in the Chinese republic, as most of his life had beer 
spent as a playboy in Mukden, the Manchurion capital, and at the 
old capital (Peking), or in his father's army, He spent one year 
in military school in Japan, and upon his return was appointed 
commander of one of the I'anchurlan armies, Somev/hero along the 
line he acquired the opium and morphine habits, v/hlch remained 
with him for several years and greatly handlcapoed his career. 

He was finally c\irod by Dr, Miller, on American Seventh Day 
Adventist missionary physician at Shanghai, 

Despite this, Chang Hsueh-llang was an ardent Nationalist 
and devoted a considerable portion of his fortune to the develop¬ 
ment of education in the Manchurian provinces. He endowed the 
National Northeastern University and the Manchurian Military 
Academy at Mukden, arid wes in process of developing a system of 
general education throxighcut M.ii.churia when the Japanese inter¬ 
vened in 1931* The Young Marsh’ii nad already defied the Japanese 
in 1928, when he unfurled the Nationulis; flag over Government 
offices throughout Manchuria and announced that the Manchurian 
provinces had Joined the Nationalist Government at Nanking, 

Again in 1929 he intorvoned at Peiping to break up a coalition 
of disgruntled militarists and politicians led by *’'ang Chlng-wol 
which opposed General Chiang Kal-shok and the new Government at 
Nanking,

The Young Marshal, was n patient in a Peiping hospital when 
the Japanese staged the so-callod Manchurian "incident" and seized 
Mukden on the night of September 18, 1931. hence his troops in the 
vicinity of the Manchurian capital offered little resistftnee to the 
Invaders on that fateful occasion. After serving in various costs 
\inder the Nanking Government, the Young Marshal was appointed direc¬ 
tor of the so-called "bandit-suppression" headquarters in southern 
Shensi province, where his chief job was to watch over the activities 
of the Chinese Comnrunlsts, who wore again becoming troublesome In the 
northwest. The Yo\mg Marshal had a force of 130,000 troops, made up 
largely of remnants of defeated Manchurian armies. There were also 
collected at his headquarters several hundred students and teachers 
who hod been forced to leave Manchuria, due to the wholesale closing 
of the schools by the Japanese. Since most of his fortune was in¬ 
vested In Manchurian lands, forests, and mines which had been seized 
by the Japanese army, the Young Marshal soon foimd himself in strait¬ 
ened circumstances and forces to depend uocn tho Nanking Government 
for f\mds. The result was that h .s troops were poorly paid and his 
schools and governmental departments impoverished. 


•It had been known for several months that Instead of opposli 
the Reds, the Young Marshal's forces were fraternizing with them and 

S ermlttlng them to spread anti-NanklnR propaganda among the people in 
is territory. Generalissimo Chiang KaJ-shek had consistently opposed 
a policy of conciliation toward the Chinese Communists since the 
original break between the Kuomlntang and the Reds at Shanghai, Nan-’ 
king, and Hankow in 1927. The Generalissimo regarded the Chinese 
Reds as creat\ares of the Moscow Comintern and refused to negotiate 
with them so long as they maintained their Russian connections and 
their Independent position in tht! northwest. It was thought that 
the Generalissimo Intended to dismiss the Young Marshal, as comiflander 
of tho antl-Communlst headquarters at Sian, and to replace him with 
another member of his staff who would continue opposition to tho Reds. 
Throe days before the departure of.the Generalissimo for Sian, the 
Nanking Executive Yuan (Council) had adooted a resolution reaffirming 
that the Chinese foreign policy laid down by Geneialissimo Chiang'Kai- 
shek should remain as the guiding princlplu oC the Central Government 
and that the antl-Communist campaign in Northwest China should be con¬ 
tinued, Generalissimo Chiang was accompan^d on the arip to Si-atf by 
ten other high government officials, some of them army commanders,.

The northv/ostern frontier town of Sian where the dramatic 
kidnaping of the Genorallssimo and his staff was staged is about 
seven hundred miles inland, due west from tho shores of tho Yellow 
Sea. Aside from its strategic location on she ancient northwest 
road connecting China .and Central Asia, Sian is important histori¬ 
cally as’ it v;as the seat of the Chou Dynasty, which had its begin¬ 
nings about 1122 B.C. and continued more than eight centuries. 

The classical period of Chinese history, which produced the 
famous scholars Confucius, Meiiclus, Lao Tzu, and Mo Tzu, fell 
within the Chou era, and many of the world’s finest examples'*of 
ancient bronze art have come dovm to us from the graves of Chou 
rulers in the vicinity of Sian, In this area also were staged 
the wars between tho houses of Chou and Shang (1400 B.C.) for 
supremacy over the valleys of the Yellow River and its tributary, 
the V'el, wherein dwelt tho ancestors of the Chinese people of 
today. 

It was a fitting stage for tho enactment of a modern drama 
of Asiatic politics involving the political interests of China, 
Japan, and Russia, and ultimately of tho entire world. 

Generalissimo Chlang Kai-shek arrived at Sian by airplane 
on December 7, and established his headquarters at a hot-springs 
resort a short- distance outside the city, Tho Generalissimo -was

In mid-January of 1937 there was o report from Sian stating 
that an American woman "with communist sympathies and having con¬ 
nections with leftist groups in the United States" had arrived in 
Sian and had delivered several addresses before mass meetings of 
students* The report said that several Chinese Communist loaders^ 
including Chu Teh, Mao Tseh-tung, Chou En-lai, and others had 
arrived in Sian to confer with her. The report alleged that the 
Shensi ’"ar Lord, Yang Hu-cheng, had sent an ultimatum to Nanking

The other tragic happening of Black Saturday occurred within 
a few minutes cf the flrH bombing, Theso bombs, five in number, 
were also aimed by Chinese aviators, flying Northrop bombers, at

The chief defender cf foreign Interests In the midst of these 
levelopnents was an American cltIson named Stirling Fessenden, who 
occupied the post cf secretary-general of the International Sottlo-

II. MATiJRAL RESOURCES OF H.\PC:RIRIA 


AGRICULTURE 


The Garde n of China—”Manchurla.” says the Encyclopedia Americana 
(1921)7 "has one of tTie richest soils in the world, and, M,th the develop¬ 
ment of the soya bean industry, iuis grown more rtpldly th.on any other Chinesi 
province. In the suiomer th% scuthern part looks to an American much like 
Illinois, and one may find on its northern hills liiies-of-the-valley, pink 
peonies, white and yellow daisies and the fragile dog roses, as in Wiscon¬ 
sin and ^^innesota, Vith the exception of the lov^ ioe?.ocl:ed ctonths, its 
fields are luxuriant with wheat, bar^ry end nlllet, so that it has cone to 
be called the '‘Garden of China," 


The "Economic History of Manchuria," oacllshed by the Bank of Chosen 
(an interesting and valvable contrirnxtlon to the growing literature of 
Manchuria) states: "Manchuria is yet the meet favored spot for agriculture 
in the If^r East, and its opportuvtities may well be termed "immense". That 
great mass of level land, extending over the whole cf Central Manchuria fluid 
comprising the basins of the Liao, Sungeri, Ncnni n~d Iwlau, the productivem 
of which can compare favorably with any part of Jantj.* or Loro?., is b’' Itself 
large as the whole of tho Chinese Peninsiila* or of tha mainland of Janan, 
and, to those who know how little ol level Icu'.d there is .In these two coun¬ 
tries that is really arable and actually under cultivation, it will not be 
all difficult to imagine the wonder in which the two peon.'.es look upon this 
apparently boundless erteasion of rich field. An Americsn genteleman ••d.th 
whom the author had the honor of traveling in rfnrichuria ejoculated, as the 
train was dra’-’ing near to Mukden, ‘This is cj-actly wliat we seo in America,' 
as though relieved at seeing something homelike after a long Joxmioy through 
apparently endless chains of luggod mountains in Japan and Chosen." 


Area imder cultivation--The aggregate area xuider cultivation in Manchuri 
and Easteiv) Inner Mongolia is about 30,000,000 acres. The arable land awaitl 
dovolopment is estimated at 34,000,000 acres. The land being reclaimed is 
estimated at about a million acres a year. 


R ailways stimulatin g egric.ilturel production—Until quite recently tho 
crops were transported through inadequate waterv'ays cu'id by primitive Manchuri 
carts, but the establishment of railways and the ?iighly effeient port of 
Dairen has made a radical iinnix>vement in trcuisoortotion methods. The Chinese 
Eastern Railway, the South HrJichuria Railway, and the Feking-Mukdon Line of 
the Chinese Government Railways arc now corrying annually large nximbers of 
immlgivints and great stocks of agricultural produce. 

Meth ods of cultivati on—Agricultural methods in many parts of Asia have 
changed little in centurios. But in Manchuria a great change has taken place 
since the South Manchuria Railway inaugurated its program of economic deve¬ 
lopment work. Modem methods arc taught tho native farmers; the fertility 
of the soil has been Incronsod; the yield and qxiality of the great staple 
crops havd been improved; and now plants and trees have been introduced. 

I 

For this reorganization of Manclmrian faming, tho Agricultrural Ex¬ 
periment Stations Instituted by tho railway am orimc.rily responsible. These 
station, similar in many respects to those in the United States, seek to 
bring to Manchuria tho latest world knowledge of scientific agricultxxre. 

At Kungchuling (in the heart of Manchuria, 400 miles north of Dairen) 
is the main experiment station. Horo ore being carried on important ex¬ 
periments in animal brooding. Merinos ftom tho United States have been 
bred with tho native sheep, Inoroasing the quality and yield of wool, and 
thus giving greet impetus to the export trade. 

Much has been done to incrc''se tho oil content of Manchuria's Chief 
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product, tho aoyu bean, and better cultural methods have been taught the 
farmer. Sugar boots are being pxovn extonsivolj, and beet sugar manufa¬ 
cture has become one of the important non Industries of Manchuria. 

Tlie arboriculture work at tho Ksiunj^oahr?" ©xperiawnt station has 
been productive of most Imporbu'at results in roioi'oa+atjon cad afforestt.^ 
tijn. Mxich of this country was barren of treas. But now big crebards 
doTc the southern pr.rt o£ Manchuria; Ame;:jcan apples '■nd grapes hrvo been 
Ei^ccessfully In trocbuced, occ tha fraGront porfiimo of acacia and pear 
bloscioms nils the all' jji springtAino, In Northern Mondwrla thare have 
been planted mny Chinese poplnrs, from tho wood of which mtoh stoiTis and 
pulp are made, 

Expcrmcats arc guLig icrwnrd at Haiuujijuocherg lor tho inprevoraent 
of the cultivation of tussah,. or wild silk, from which pongee is made, t'iid 
silk is one of Llie principal exports, 

chif f agri cultural products of Manchuria 
are soya bcuns, kaoliang (a sort of sorghum), milot, mr.lzo and wheat.

Kgol l nng (ti sort of sorghum) —The staple food of the native popuLation 
is kaolian g, and it is also the principal grain food of the numerous cninals 
kept for farm work and the carrying trado of the three provinces. 

Before soya beans attained their present iaportance, half the total 
area of the cxiltivated land in TIanchuria was devoted to kftoliajR^Tjt and a 
large amo’ont of it was exported to other provinces of China. Recently the 
cultivation of kaoliang has given place to that of beans in many places. In 
Tionchuria approximately 26^ of the cultivated area is devoted to HASUh'*.*!* 
20^ to beans. 205* to millet, 14'” to corn, 8.5^ to ’•h3i;t and 11 .to other 
crops. The acreage of com runs higher than this average in South 'anohuria, 
and that of 'vheat higher in North l.lanchuria. 


The average annual production of kfipli-^njg in Planchuria is estimated at 
about 220,000,000 bushels. It is not only used as a foodstuff for man and 
beast, bva the native spirit’oous drink is also tndo out of it. Nor are the 
grains the only useful part of it; the stalks pL.\y a very important role.

M ilie t--Aa a staple I’ood of xhe native po^nilation, millet ranks next 
to kaoli ang■ and in Ncrch I’anohuria, where kaollrrg docs net thrive so woll, 
it is the main food of the inliahltants. It is also iir-XM-tant as material 
fordistllllng huonijchu (J^cliov/ ci’ink), chile Its stra-n 5.a universally used 
for fudder. !'inct is cultivated throughout. i-.churi'., hr’t norc largely in 
the north than in the south. The annual production is about 16C,000,C'00 bush¬ 
els. Its importance as an article of trade is growing. 


Hglse—Ilalze. or Indian corn, is grown in llanohuria in the same way ns 
kaoli ang. It is divided into tlu-oo kir.es> -yellow, rod and a native breed 
colled laolclchou. It i.s gronr. in the southern part South H-irchuria and 
also in a part of North Ilonchuria, and also forras an important article of 
food. In North Manchuria, an intoxioc.it is browed from it. The stalks are 
used cs fuel, while the 6x'/ blades arc good for fodder, The o*op is about 
60,000,000 bushels. 


’'hcat —North H-anchuria ii an ideal wheat field, and this cereal is there 
grown in considerable quentltJos. T!ie best wheat fields are ajound Ningon, 
Potuna and Harbin, along nne right bank of the Sungari, and in the couritry 
around Suiwha, In S-oath tt-u.uhucia wheat fields are mostly around Hsifeng 
and Hallung, and the covjitry lyi-ig to the west of tr.o Liao, while Tiohling 
has one of the largest flour mills in Manchuria. ’Tioat lias been cultivated 
in Manchuria from very car'*y times, but only rocc-ntly hn the production 
boon sufficient to oncourag cxnort, ?!anch-.r'i-.u wheat u.*& began to ta!o its 
place in world trade. In 1920, as the result o:7 an uiMuajj.y g../Od crop and 
a keen demand in Europe, 4/4>000 tons ••ore oxpTrtod through the port of Dciren 
In 1922, howovor, only about 10,000 tons wore so exported, Manchuria imports 
largo qucTitities of wheat flour.. 


Barley —The ciiltivation of barley in largo qwrntitios dates ft'om the 
Russo-Jaoanosc War, when the Japanese army ir. MfUi-c^iuria created a demand for 
It as the grain food for horses. It is now cxiltivaced in conscdorcblc quan¬ 
tities around Changchun, Kungchuling, Llaoyang and Haichong. It is used by 
the natives as food and as food for choir oiiimuls.

i?pidcnic diseases have boon a dif''icult problr.. The Chinese 
and Kv/r.nt\mg Goverun.nts, the Iio.spitals, nedloal ct.atioa3 and doctors under the 
control of •bbe railvr.y, .and tho ..uarar.tino furiau, h.avo all \.'ork.d to check such 
opidcftios and to protect the peoplo of llanchuria from their ravages. Tho 
Quarantine luroau has boon particularly effcotivo in its vor!: in tho ports 
and along the wr.torfroat, tra-asferring ■:.ny Infected people to hospitals or 
kooping thorn in <iur.rantino. All of echos o organizations aro ooopcra.ting in a 
y.arf.are on It.nolmri.-.n flics, and aro attempting thus to o.’ctorminat'.i thr.t 
aothod of disease comiiunioation.

la addition to the above, 74 foreign typo sailing vessels 
with a tonnage of. 1,891 entered and cleared, bringing tho total for Dairen 
to 5,149 vessels of 8,203,119 tons. Entries and oloaranoos under inland stoan 
navigation rules totaled 645 of 214,496 tons. Such shipping in 1922 was en¬ 
tirely Japanese and Chinese, tho latter prodoninating with 461 vossols of 
137,674 tons. JuvJcs entered and cleared numbered 19,552 of 1,767,207 tan 
(a tan, or picul, equals 133 l/S pou:ids). By far tho greater nuabor of thoso 
were Chinoso. Tho number includc.'d 225 from Korea. 


Outgoing passengers at.Dairen in 1922 numbered 149,775, incoming 
216,756, a total of 366,531. This was more than double tho total of ton years 
before, but was bclov/ tho record of 1920,'i^on such trafx’io reached the nark 
of 453,484. By far tho greater number of thoso vorc Chinese. Foreign et-.sseng 
traffic in 1922 totaled 35,842 outgoing and 40,361 inconing. * ' 

Trade figures shev/ tho ortont to v.'hich Dairen serves as tho gateway' 
to i£inohuria. A largo proportion of its imorts arc for tho groat hinterland.

In tho Chinese customs trade returns reports of tho li'.nchurian ports 
arc given along with those of tho other Chinese ports, no separate analysis for 
Mi'.nohuria being made. Japanese analyses generally do not include all of 
?<fonohurla, but only tho southern part \/horo r.rc thoir chief interests. But, 
sinoo tho trade of tho throe ports of South Ibnohuria (Dairen, Antung and 
Yingkou, or llowchwang) is seen to represent between 80 and 90 per cent of tho 
total trado of ISanoIiurin in 1922, detailed figures for South Ikinohuria will 
give a fairly aoourate picture of tho trade of tho entire region. Tlio follov.ini

The Bolshefioeticn of Lisnohuria, however, was anything but easy 
ot thJit time owing to the strict survclllence kept by both the 
Japanose end Chinese authorities, and their efforts, great though 
they were, were of comparatively little avail, and their activitios 
soomed for a time brought to u otandstill* 

The diplomatic compliestlons of 1929 in connection with the 
Chlnoso El stern Railway afforded tho Third Internationale a rare 
chr.nee to Instigate their Kif-nchuria commlttoos to start an anti-war 
movement to disturb M-nchuria, i nd when the attitude of tho Chinese 
cuthorltios in the northoystern provinces bocamo infirm owing to the

On reading back over this diary I really ^rondar hoir I have the

or Uaouaalon. The field of Japaneae^Aaerloan relations, for instance, is 
80 croad and so impossible to cover in a running document of this kind that

i^rdsslons* Our official dispatches, taken as a whole, probably cover 
field fairly well, and from the point of view of history they snst 
furaiah the critexion. The only thing the diary oan do is to supply a 
fw illustrations to the text, but these Illustrations, historically, 
should never be considered without the text. They are too likely to give 
one«8ided and inadequate impressions. 

Our dispatches, also,* must be read as a whole and over a period 
of time to get the correct picture. Some of our disphtches, for in^anoe, 
might be regarded as inconsistent. For instance, one of our dispatches 
on the haval conversations (No. 1087), which I am told was sent to the 
President, was based on the idea that the Japanese as a whole are absolutely 
intransigent regarding the question of naval parity and that there is 
complete solidarity in the country on that issue. That is absolutely ti^M 
at present, but a fortnight later I wrote another dispatch (No. 110^ 
conveying the idea—though only as guesswork and so stated—that rdien 
the Japanese eventually find that we mean business in maintaining the 
preseni ratios, and that we Inteird to build and do build up to treaty 
strength, and propose to continue that policy even if it means a naval 
race, they, the Japanese, will seek a compromise rather than face such 
a naval race, and that although they havo burned their bridges behind 
then, they are capable of ren^dlQg public opinion and policy over o 
period of time—even during the two years elapsing before the treaty 
expires. This, as I said, can be but guesswork, but everybody in the 
Embassy, including the Counselor and the Naval and Military Attaches, 
agrees that it is o sound guess.

The Japanese Government quietly made all military prepara¬ 
tions to capture or kill the rebels, meantime maintaining the most 
perfect discipline and order in the city, and then waited for two 
days until they surrendered little by little, in small groups, as 
a result of broadcasts, leaflets dropped from airplanes into the 
grounds of the Prime Minister's residence and the Sanno Hotel, and 
a big streamer attached to a balloon, all stating that the Emperor 
called un the men to return to their barracks, where they would be 
pardoned because they hod been misled, that their parents and 
brothers and sisters were weeping at the thought of their disobey¬ 
ing the Emperor, and that unless they disbanded they would be shot. 
This had precisely the desired effect and the whole thing was set¬ 
tled with very little, if any, shooting except lor the original 
assassinations. I should call this anything but barbarism. 

We now know that when the last soldiers had loft the 
Prime Minister's residence and the Sanne Hotel, the officers who 
had engineered the revolt finally surrendered after*four days and 
that the Government gave them two hours to commit hara-kiri. 

But they didn't commit hara-kiri because they expected civil trials 
as in the case of former assassins end they fully intended to use 
the courtroom as a forum to stir up the people against the Govern¬ 
ment. It must have been a great shoe,: to them when they were tried 
by court-martial and several of them sentenced to death and shot. 

The story of one Incident, that of the attempt to kill 
Count Mokino, is deeply moving. The old gentleman was staying at 
a het-spring hotel in the country when an officer and several sol¬ 
diers arrived in the middle of the night to assassinate him. Ac¬ 
cording to the story which reached mo, and I believe it to be true.

Well, we nust carry on and try to see what it is all going 
to mean.

He has a tremendous oppor¬ 
tunity, in some ways ths same opportunity which confronted Franklin 
Roosevelt when he took office, end if he can deal effectively and 
successfully with the problem no should go d.owa in history as a 
very great statesman. 

It is easier to understand how such things as the incident 
of February 26 can occur in Japan if one steps to think that the 
history books upon which the Japanese youth is brought up are full 
of the records of Just such dooda from tno earliest times—assass¬ 
inations or suicides for motives of revenge or loyalty to one’s 
chief or the assumption of responsibility for a given situation. 
Paradoxically—end Japan is a country of paradoxes—these young 
officers held that they were acting in the interests of the Emper¬ 
or, ridding him of the alleged nefarious influences around the 
Throne, men whom the Emperor himself had chosen. And there was no 
personal animosity involved. When they had killed Saito and Watan- 
abe and Matsuo (mistaken for hia brother-in-law, the Prime Minis¬ 
ter) , they called for incense to burn beside the bodies; in the 
Takahashl house no incense could be found, so they insisted on 
placing lighted candles beside the murdered statesman. If these 
things are to be prevented in future, not only will a social and 
economic New Deal have to be brought about within the country, but 
Japanese education in the schools and in the Army will have to 
undergo a radical alteration. 

One of the pleasant things which emerged from the incident 
was the absolute unity of the Embassy staff as a single team both 
in action and spirit. This included the Naval, Military, and Com¬ 
mercial Attaches, and their several assistants who worked with the 
rest of us, hour by hour, in the closest co-operation, pooling 
their observations and information for the good of the -vhole, with¬ 
out any special thought ol their own departments. Although all our 
nerves had been pretty well tried by the end of the four days, 
there was never a sign of irritation or friction on the part of 
anyone. Of course it is easier to weld such a group into a unit 
in a place like Tokyo than in London or Paris, and we certainly 
have unity here. Our staff is made up of all sorts of heterogen¬ 
eous types and characters, yet no club membership could be more 
congenial. One of the secrets, I think, lies in the fact that any 
group of men who ploy together a lot will almost certainly work 
well together too.

The facts ooncernint the escape of the Prime Minister now 
seem to be fairly well established. Larly in the morning of Febru¬ 
ary 26 the alarm bells in the ofliciul residence rang (as they once 
rang by mistake when Alice and I v<ere dining with Viscount Saito 
when Prime Minister some four years ago and the report got around 
that we were being assassinated). Admiral Okada looked at his 
watch and remarked to his brother-in-law, Matsuo, who was sleeping 
in the same room: "Well, my last hour has come but I wonH die in 
pajamas." Matsuo replied; "Your life is too valuable 
and while Okada dressed, Matsuo ran downstairs and into the «®rden, 
shouting "Banzai," where he was pursued and promptly kiilea, oeing 
mistaken for Okada in the early-morning light. 

Five of the police guards were shot and killed at the en¬ 
trance and one wounded. Okada was pushed into the servants quar¬ 
ters and shut in a closet. There he remained until the next nipt, 
when Matsuo’s body was removed and Okada, disgu-sed, simply wa^ed 
out with the mourners. I should say that Matsuo was the jeaJ 
of the whole rebellion because, while there were 
and loyal police who met death in trying to protect their charges, 
they were acting in line of duty and Matsuo’s action was spontene- 
ous altruism.

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up of his new cabinet, including Yoshida as Minister for Foreign 
Affairs, and the press said that Yoshida was acting as his chief of 
staff in choosing the various Minlstors. This seemed to us precise¬ 
ly like waving a red flag dt e bull because not only is Yoshida a 
pronounced liberal but he is the son-in-law of Count IJeklno. But 
naturally the Army wouldn't accept him for a moment, and it was 
soon announced that Hirota had run into hot water and was having 
difficulty in forming his cabinet and that General Terauchi, his 
choice for Minister of War, would not serve unless a radical alter¬ 
ation were made in Hirota's slate. 

I can't imagine why Hirota made the announcement because he 
surely must have known that Yoshida would be impossible end it 
would seem to put him, Hirota, in a weak position to have to throw 
Yoshida overboard and revamp his cabinet at the Army's dictation. 
There must have been some deep-seated purpose in the maneuver, pos¬ 
sibly to place squarely on the Army the responsibility for tamper¬ 
ing with Hirota's foreign policy. To anticipate a little, it took 
Hirota four days to smooth out his differences of opinion with the 
Army end to submit to the Lmperor his final slate in which he him¬ 
self is to keep the portfolio of Foreign Affairs for the time be¬ 
ing. Throughout all this time very little if anything has been 
heard from the Navy, publicly that is. It is said that no love is 
lest between the two forces and that during the uprising the Navy, 
which brought several ships up to Tokyo, said to the Army: "Settle 
the affair quickly or we will either settle it fcr you or pull 
out," and they did pull out almost immediately. I am told that they 
are, in fact, thoroughly ashamed of the Army's responsibility for 
the whole business. The story of Admiral Csumi's going to the 
palace the first day of the uprising surrounded by a large body of 
bluejackets and v/ith two machine guns is perhaps significant. 

KlhOTA DI,FINLS "lOSITIiTS DIPLOXIACY"

At 3 o'clock Mr. Hirota received me in the Prime Minister's 
offioiAl residence and while I v^as waiting to go in, Klshl, who has 
now been appointed Private Secretary to the Prime Minister, showed 
me the room where Okada slept and from which Matsuo ran out into 
the garden to his death.

The (ionunci«tio»» of tnr Treaty cf 1911 
xas aLi.ost universally approved and there is cn elMCst un5.versal denand for 
an eiiJbargc against Japan nexo vinter. The presorit attitude of the 'd.uinis- 
treticn is that we vdll not ello’ ’ .-‘juerican interests tr be crowded cut of 
China. If Ja;-en retaliates cgeintt an /jserican enbargc, thoi-e ±3 every 
probability that our lover.iinei't vill ccunter-ret:liate iii some for*n or other. 

T have pointed cut that axe stnrtod or a policy cf sanctions we 
nWBt sec them through ary^ that such a pclicy nay ccrxeiv^blv lead to eventual 
wer. Tlrere is, hor/ever, no sign whatever cf wrakncss in tho adnlnistration's 
attitude now or in the attitude cf tho public. Tne 'resident and the Secre¬ 
tary of State seem decermined to sipport our position in the Far East. The 
fall naval naneuvers are tc teke place in Hai/aiian tiaters. There has been 
talk cf landing further i’merican .nmnes in Shanghai, but such e step, just 
before I left ashlngton, was held in nbej-ance. There con be little doubt, 
however, that if the Japanese military in China cc ntinue their d.epredeticns 
against ;-aericans and /■jnerican interests, ai.d if the:’ rrc': 4 ressively take 
measures tc drive them out of China, our Gcverrm;ont \;ill tal e retaliatory 
measures regardless of the eve/itu^l outcome, and the ad ardstration will be . 
supported by the great najerity of the American public. Very little is now 
heard cf the tdsdon of folding our tents and ’dthdraviing gracefully from a 
pcssibly untenable position, cur rcsiticn in the Far Ecst is regarded as an 
Laportnnt factor in our position in wrld affairs at large end not at all as

I also 
quoted the hep.rt.uent' s instruction of hcoonher 13, which I handed to the 
tinister in the form of a 2££ nemoria_. 

Adtolral fic.-nura replied orally in Jananese and tlie interpreter later 
handed me the fcllovdng translation of his remarks: 

"The fact that the American Icvemiuiit ha a decided to take 
neasures tc facilitate normal cowercial relatiOTiS oven after the termination 
cf the offectiverKSS of the Japan-Arcrica co.nmercial treaty and Your 
Excellency's efforts in this direction ere greatly aporociated. However, the 
question of the conanercial treaty is not lindted tc the cc.'iuiercial relations 
betweai the two countries but does, rather, in iMny ways rel'^te to the 
general relations between r-ur two countries. For example, even if co..ir.ercial 
relations are maintained on a nearly aormnl basis without specific agreement, 
it is impossible tc forecast day-to-day conditions in such relations. This 
is an uncertain yrospect. In view cf those censideratiuns and looking to the 
improvement of relations between the 'Jnited States and Japan from the broad 
viewpoint, I earnestly request that Ycur iicccllency's 
careful considereticn to the question of concluding a modus vivendi .

This Sunc?ay mernins there came an exceedingly important telegram 
from the f.ctir^ Secretary re-'crtir^ an cc,ually inihortant r»ro;x)sal whicli the 
rresidtnt had nade to Ad. iral Momura vdth a view to ssttlirig the whole situa¬ 
tion in the Far East and avoiding; the rapid deterioration of Japanese-Americar. 
relations as the direct result cf Japan's hv^rcssivc policies and measures in 
this part of the y.orld. I shall not at presait record the details cf this 
proposal in view of their ultraconfidential nature, but they offer to Japan 
a reasorEblo w.iy cut of her own allec',ed difficulties and the alleged encircle¬ 
ment measures of the A E C D powers wl-dch she maintai.TS are threatening her 

ovm security. 

On reading that tolegrom T thanked ray stars that I had remained in 
Tokyo and had not gone to Karuisawa because it scaaed to me of the utmost 
inyortance that I should immediately not only make sure that Admiral Toyoda 
had clearly understood the full purport cf tho proposal but that I should 
also exert every ounce of ciy own influence tc secure its accentance. I said 
cnce befbro in the dxarv that I had not gone hoiao tide summer because a 
moment might come when such influence could te exerted and this seemed to me 
tc be Tsrecisely the sort of juncture vhich I then had in .mind. I therefore 
ijnr.odLatoly taephoned to the Fern'll }dnister at I'ds private house and asked 
for an arpointraent although it was a .Sunday morning. I saw him at 11:30 at 
his official residence and in a long talk iiiode on ray w;n initiative and 
responsibility the strongest 3»-peal of which I was capable and perhaps tho 
strongest rejresentations ttat I have ever nade. 

I told the Department vhat I had done and said that although I had 
exceeded all authority I felt after careful thought that three considerations 
justified my steo: (1) the prime importance that Adfidral Toyoda diould com¬ 
pletely and accurately understand the ’'resident's proposal, (2) the inportance. 
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of the time element, »1ilch nads it impossible* for me to ask for authoritj frc. 
’.'trshington in advance, and (3) m.y belief that the-rrosident vfould wish nothiin 
to be left undone to ensure that maximum consideration sho'jld be given to his 
proposal and that the Japanese "overnrcent shoiild. fully recognize its far- 
reaching and enlightened imr-ert because u'on its rojccticn or acceptonce 
nd.Tht d^end the future peace e'f the facific. To ray astonishnent Admiral 
TOyeda said thet he had not received the. “resident's prcnosel, communicctod , 
to Adrdral Kemura three days ago, en the 2Ath, and. To;'oda confirmed this 
after leavin'; me for some five minutes obviously to telephone to the Foreign 
Office. Tk) d'vs later we learned from Tcrasaki, director of the .-jncrican 
Eurcaii of the Foreign Office, that on the day of his conversation with the 
Tresident Adadral komura h?d sent only a very brief telegram to Tokyo and 
that after my talk with Toyeda he had immediately instructed I.cmura to sub¬ 
mit a comprehensive rujort without delay, 

T’.’O days later I received a very pleasant messa.'je from Sumner 
'.elles stating thet he re^rardod my acticn at this time as cf th- greatest 
assistance and vrl'ie and thet beth the President and he himself had approved 
of vihet I hc.d done. I can't say that I am over-optimistic as to favorable ro- 
suits, but I told Admiral Toyodn in cur talk that he was now presented with 
an oppcrtuiiity to take a step cf the hi.dicst statesmanship and with a vay of 
solving the ar>pallin.^ situation v/hich faced him at the outset of his ministryj 
I said in fact that he nw had an opportunity to go dam in history as one of 
Japan's greatest statesmen, 'hethcr Japan accerts cr not, the President's 
step places the hnited otates in on unassailable position from the point of 
vievj of history and so!Tk;day history vdll record this step in full. If the 
Japanese fail to avail themselves of it, their cm position in history will 
net be enviable. Cn the 30th I sent another telegram to the Department .iiaking 
some further su'^'gestions on the foregoing subject. ’ 
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In my recent conversatiens 'idth Admiral Toyoda it occ;i:£ to me 
sif-nificant tliat the only thing which really otirr-od him up v;crc the allusione 
•-(hich I made to the belief existing in our country that German pressure is 
responsible for Japan's present policies, cnrl in each ease the I'inistcr 
emphatically denied that Germany nov' exerts any influence in Japan whatsoever. 
One of mj' colleagues, incidentally, had previously told me that ^■atsuoka him- 
slf had confirmed to him the story that he had telegraphed to von Ribbentrop 
tc ask if there vrere any basis for th^ reports that Icriv.ny was about to 
attack Soviet Russia, tlmt he h'^d received from von Ribbentrop e categorical 
deni*'!, and that forty-ci; 7 ht hau's later Germany's invasion of Soviet Russia 
hed cceurred. Once again it is abundantly clear that the Jaraneso arc getting 
fed up vdth the Gennsns, who have obviously, as usual, overplayed thoir hand.

The .u-Aassadcr refers to his various tole^aphic reports during 
several months past analyzing the factors affecting policy in Jaonn and says 
he has nothing to add thereto nor ar^r substantial revision to make thereof. 

In his opinion, a conclusive estimate .cay be had of Japan's position through 
the application to the e dstiny situ'tion ?n^ the Lnmedinto future of the 
fcllcwing points: 

(a) It is not vorsible for Jai-cn to dissoci-te either jQoan or 
the conflict with China from the war in Jiirone aijd its fluctuations. 

(b) In Japan pcliticr.1 thought rrnTcs from mediev"! to liberal 
Ideas pnd public opinion is thus a v ri'ble quantity. The iar'ct of events 
and conditions beyond Japan may determine at any j^ven time viiich school of 
thought sYrll predominate. (In the danccracies, on the other hand, owing to 
a horaojeneouB body of .Tinciplss vhich influence and direct foreign policy 
and because methods instead of crincicles are more likely to cause differences 
of opinion, rublic opinion is formed differently.) For example, in Japan the 
pro-:o(is elements gained poher foilcs-^irx; I'.st yerr's lerxan victories in 
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’.estern .iurore; then J-x>niese <?iubt of u.Himrte Dora^n victor” vr.s crested

(c) :n attempt to correct the error of 1940 be found in the 
efforts to adjust Jao'-nese rel-titns vith the United St'.tes -nd thereby to 
lend the ”«v to corclusion of oeace uith Chin , .ic’e by Frince Konoje '.nd 
rroclsed by the Tojo c-binet. If f'is attemrt fails, and if success con¬ 
tinues U frver -or,-nan arrs , a fian, closer /jds ali;nf..ent may be expected. • 

(d) The .irfJ^ssy in Japan has never been convinced by the theory 
th't Japan's collanse “s e milit ristic power weald shortly result from the 
depletion and the eventual exh-usti.n of Japan's financial and economic 
resources, ss propounded by ra‘'r.y leac’ln .juerioan economists. Such fore¬ 
casts were uncousciousl.v b^sed uaon the assuirntion tlr.t n dominant considern- 
ticn would he Ja’a-n's rete.ition of the cnitalistic system. The outcome 
they predicted h'-s not tranenired, although it is true that the gre-ter part 
of Japan's cc,jrerce has been lost, Jao'nese industrial arcduction has been 
drastic«'lly curtailed, erf Jno«n's n'tioi.al resoiu-ces have been dealeted. 
Instead,, there h^s been » dr-stic -rcsocution of the orocess to integrate 
Jer^n's n-tio-l economy, led in whdeh there .riight veil have occurred the 
predicted ccll» ^se cf J-p-n. •‘h'-t has h-'-ened to date therefore does not 
su-”'crt the view that continuation cf tr*de Pab'r-ces ^nd.

CLAUSE 34 -- The Treatment of Prisoners of War Oft the 
Japanese Mainland 

Those prisoners of war to be sent back- ^'rom Manchuria 
to Janan proper were mustered in DAIREN for the time being 
and transported by water to UJINA, the military anchorage 
. headquarters. Near UJINA they were landed for disinfeotlon 
on the Island of NIJIMA situated in the oloturesque Inland 
Sea. The wounded and Invalid ererC transported by’Japan 
Rad Cross ships or by array hosoitai shlos with Rod Cross 
relief members on board. 

The healthy prisoners of war wore sent by water 
from NIJIMA or by rail from UJINA to MATSUYAMA, HAMADBRA, 

HIMBJI, PUSHIMI, OSAFA, SENDAI and NARASHINO, and interned 
in detention camps, army barracks, of f i olal. res idenoes , 

Buddhist temples -r in private villas.

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The places for the war prisoners' detention were all 
soleoted, the chief considerations being the hoaIthfulness 
and ease of supervision. Some of the wounded and invalids 
wore interned in hospitals specially sot up for prisoner 
patients and some wore rocoivod in the reserve hospitals 
in the remaining divisions as mentioned later. Their 
medical treatment, in most cases, was entrusted to the 
Jaoan Rod Cross relief members. At the time o^ the 
Russo-Jaoaneso war. there wore no definite regulations 
for treating war erison-rs oantured Jn Naval >'attles. 

Japan did not like to discriminate with them whether 
they participated in sea or land warfare, consequently, 

■ by the ordinance of the Now Ministry, a system of 

entrusting naval prisoners of war to the army was enforced. 
Notification No. 33 o^ tho Navy Ministry issued on Feb. 17, 
tho 3 7th year o^ Kelji. (1904 ) 

Several Russian officers who were accustomed to an 
everyday life of luxury, discontented with Jananese 
treatment, gave vent to their dissatisfaction in a Russian 
newspaper, but according to the testimony of Councillor 
AKIYAMA, prisoners o'* war in general expressed thoir 
satisfaction with their food and clothing. The article
